ly persons a tax break if their property 
taxes or rent exceeds a certain per- 
centage of their annual cash income.

reau, said the state would provide a tax 
rebate to property owners whose tax bills 
exceed 8 per cent of their cash Income. 
Those renting apartments would get a re- 
bate ol 23 per cent if their annual rent 
exceed 8 per cent of their income. 


Elk Grove Township Assessor Charles 


Hodlmair said he has no way of estimat- 
ing how many persons in the township 
will be eligible for the rebate. "We had a 
couple of hundred apply for the home- 
stead exemption last year," he said, "but 
this idea goes farther because it includes 
renters." 


Me added that he was not sure the pre- 


liminary figure of 8 per cent was realis- 


tic because, regardless of income, many 
elderly persons are paying too much tax 
for their dwelling units. 


He said some condominiums in Elk 


Grove Township with about 500 square 
feet are being taxed $500 a year, adding 
many are occupied by elderly persons. "It 
struck me that for what they are getting 
in some of the condominimums, the 
taxes are too high/1 he said, "but they 
have formulas they have to be assessed 
on."

Relocating 170 families from 
their 


homes is no easy matter, says Arthur L. 
Janura, .general superintendent of the 
Cook County Forest Preserve District, 
which is required by law to find alter- 
nate property when obtaining land for 
forest preserve use. 


Janura is faced with the problem as a 


result of a proposal contained in the Up- 
per Salt Creek Watershed Plan, forcing 
relocation of the Elk Grove Mobile Home 
Park. Moving the park is necessary 
for the development of a 1,200-acre reser- 
voir in the Ned Brown Forest Preserve. 


"To relocate a trailer camp such as 


that is not simple," he said. "This is not 


just land we're talking about — there are 
people involved. And none of the commu- 
nities are going to want a trailer park." 


Janura noted many of the families 


have lived there for some time, and relo- 
cating the park would cause many prob- 
lems. 


Students in the park attend Salt Creek 


School in Elk Grove Village and Elk 
Grove High School. Salt Creek School has 
about 85 students from the trailer park 
out of a total enrollment of 550. 


JANURA SAID the district has set no

agencies have given their approval. 


Project sponsors are the North Cook 


County Soil and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict; the forest preserve district; the vil- 
lages of Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg, 
and Palatine; the City of Rolling Mead- 
ows; Cook County; the park districts of 
Palatine, Schaumburg, Salt Creek Rural 
and Elk Grove; the I l l i n o i s Depart- 
ment of Transportation, Division of Wa- 
terways; and the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District of Greater Chicago. The MSD is 
the only agency which has formally en- 
dorsed the project. 
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the 3,800-acre forest preserve. Its reloca- 
tion is called for in a revised draft of the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed Plan, which 
was presented to its 13 sponsors Monday. 


UNDER THE PLAN, six reservoirs — 


including one in the Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve — would be constructed along 
the creek to prevent flooding. The Ned 
Brown reservoir, which would double as 
a recreational lake, would force reloca- 
tion of the trailer park because its eleva- 
tion would be higher than the park dur- 
ing flood stages. 


Approval of all 13 sponsors is required 


before an application can be made for 
federal funds. Only one sponsor, the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District of Greater 
Chicago, has formally approved the $34 
million project. 


Residents of the trailer park expressed 


dissatisfaction with the prospect of mov- 
ing, although many noted that it would 
probably be some time before such ac- 
tion is forced. 


"I really think we've got nothing to 


worry about for two or three years," one 
woman said. ''It'll take at least that long 
for them to find another place." 


"My lease Con the store) is up this 


year, but Fin not afraid of taking anoth- 
er two-year lease," Gowen said. "They 
(the forest preserve district) will grab it 
when they want it, but it won't be for a 
while." 


The owner of the park, Mary Sher, re- 


fused to comment on the proposed relo- 
cation, but resident-manager Fred Luns- 
man said he has had no official notifica- 
tion of the proposal.

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Treasurer Denies Charges 
County Losing Interest? 


Bernard J. Korzen, Cook County treas- 


urer, has denied reports the county is 
losing more than $400,000 annually in in- 
terest free accounts, insisting the county 
legally cannot invest the money. He also 
denied the funds are distributed to banks 
with political connections. 


Korzen made the statement yesterday 


afternoon following reports in two Chi- 
cago newspapers 
accusing the treas- 


urer's office of improper handling of 
$13.4 million in county funds. 


The 
accounts, based 
on an in- 


vestigation of the Better Government As- 
sociation (BGA)> allege the county in- 
vests the money in bank accounts which 
do not earn interest for the county. The 
banks reportedly realize excess profits, 
according to the BGA, because they in- 
vest the money, but do not pay any inter- 
est to the county. 


The BGA also said all the banks which 


receive these deposits are politically con- 
nected. Each of the banks involved, the 
BGA said, have politicians, including 
County Board Pres. George W. Dunne 
and County Board Comr. Floyd T. Fulle, 
as board members or stockholders, 


The money invested in the non interest- 


bearing accounts, the BGA said, falls 
into two general categories. 


Approximately $7,9 million of the $1.1.4 


million reportedly is in seven banks for 
use by the county in purchasing private 
land through condemnation proceedings. 


The remaining $5.4 million, called Gen- 


eral D. funds, include returnable bail 
bond money, and funds held by the coun- 
ty pending settlement of estates. 


KORZEN TOLD the BGA before the 


results of the investigation were publish- 
ed, that the condemnation funds cannot 
be invested because of a legal question 
as to whether the county or the property 
owner would benefit from the interest. 


Late yesterday Korzen disagreed with 


the contention of the BGA that there is 
no legal reason the General D funds can- 
not be invested. 


Korzen said these funds are "demand" 


funds and are held by the county in some 
cases only a matter of hours. He said he 
is awaiting an opinion from the state's 
attorney's office on the legality of in- 
vesting the money. 


Michael Rizzo, supervisor of the treas- 


urer's auditing department, said yester- 
day he does not think that money can be

tributed to banks based on political clout. 


HE SAID YESTERDAY the money is

He did not explain what 
factors determine the eligibility. 


He said his office attempts to spread 


the funds fairly and impartially through- 
out the county. Rizzo said the funds are 
distributed to banks where they can "be 
of some help to the community."

was suspended in July, less and less 
people are coming in. A lot of kids are 
holding back to see what will happen/' 


Johnson, like some other recruiters, 


feels an all-volunteer military force "is 
not possible. Vietnam has left a stigma 
on the American people . . . they're fed 
up with it." 


The man who joins the Navy, at least 


at the Palatine station, is one who wants 
education or travel Johnson added. "It's 
not the guy who says I've got a duty to 
do." 


For the recruit who wishes travel the 


Navy gives him a choice of coasts and 
bases throughout the world, Johnson 
said. "The one who want an education . . 
. the Navy has the best schools there 
are." 


The Navy has relaxed military regu- 


lations to bolster volunteers, now allow- 


ing men to wear sideburns, longer hair 
styles and even beards. Next year the fa- 
mous bell-bottom uniform will be trans- 
formed into a dress uniform. And this 
week, the department of the Navy has 
authorized a three-year enlistment in- 
stead of the traditional four years. 


But with ali of the changes, Johnson

THE ARMY recruiting station at Pala- 


tine enlisted five men in "The Modern 
Volunteer Army" in February, but has a 
quota of 12 this month.

Control Of Sacred Heart 


Ownership of Sacred Heart of Mary 


High School in Rolling Meadows has con- 
verted from the Religious Order of Sa- 
cred Heart to the Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago. 


Despite the change of ownership, the 


school will be kept open. 


An announcement of the change in 


ownership was made yesterday to stu- 
dents at the school by Principal "Len Bae- 
nen. An all-school assembly is planned at 
8:30 this morning at which time Baenen 
will discuss the new development. 


The New York-based order is selling 


the school, which it has wholly owned 
and operated since it opened in 1961, be- 
cause of extreme financial difficulties 
and problems in staffing. 


At the present time, Sacred Heart 


School has an indebtedness of $2.26 mil- 
lion. 


The school was built at a cost of §2.8 


million on land donated to it by the arch- 


' diocese. At the time of construction the 


archdiocese also gave the order a 
Sioo.ooo grant to defray the cost of con- 
structing a convent. 


THE ORDER OF SACRED HEART is 


now unable to make payments on princi- 
pal and interest to an Eastern insurance 
company that holds the mortgage on the 
school. 


A $1.5 MILLION loan was made to the 


order by the archdiocese several years 


ago. There has been no payment on the 
principal of this loan and for the past 
four years there has been no payment on 
the interest. 


Specific details of the transfer of own- 


ership are still being worked out between 
the order and the archdiocese. 


The transfer of ownership to the arch- 


diocese is unprecedented to the knowl- 
edge of the Brother Pius Xavier, associ- 
ate superintendent for high schools for 
the archdiocese. While the archdiocese 
does own a few schools, most are owned 
by religious orders, according to Brother 
Pius. 


The sisters, who have staffed the 


school since 1961, will leave in June. Oth- 
er changes in administration will also 
be made and efforts are now being con- 
centrated on finding a principal to re- 
place Baenen, who had earlier an- 
nounced his resignation. 


The Rev. H. Robert Clark, arch- 


diocesan Superintendent of schools, said 
specific plans for staffing the school have 
not been made. Several studies are under 
way to put the school on a sound finan- 
cial basis and increase the enrollment to 
capacity, according to Father Clark. 


A series of conferences with parents, 


students and the present staff of the 
school are planned to work out stable ar- 
rangement for the continuation of the 
high school, according to Father Clark. 
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Officials of Northwest Community Hos- 


pital in Arlington Heights and from area 
fire departments decided Wednesday to 
determine how much training ambulance 
personnel need to provide emergency 
treatment to the injured and the ill. 


That determination then will provide 


the basis for setting up an ongoing train- 
ing course for the ambulance attendants, 
according to Malcolm D. MaeCoun, pres- 
ident of the hospital. 


The training question was prompted by 


a proposal to set up a six-community mo- 
bile heart attack care system, to be 
based at the hospital. 


Doctors at the hospital decided last 


week that the proposal cannot be sepa- 
rated from the whole question of a train- 
ing course for firemen and other ambu- 
lance attendants. 


"We owe it to the public that if we 


extend our services beyond the hospital 
and into the home, it ought to be well 
thought out," MacCoun said. 


Details regarding what the training 


should encompass and how long the 
training sessions will last are to be ar- 
ranged following the study of what the 
firemen need to know to provide emer- 
gency treatment. 


The firemen attending Wednesday's 


meeting agreed to provide MacCoun with 
a breakdown of the types of ambulatory 
calls their departments received last 
year,

ing quarters are available, and all 
around better living conditions. 


The guaranteed option is another 'in- 


centive, Spenny said. In this program an 
enlistee is guaranteed a choice of study 
and selection of specific duty area. 


"And we're gearing the jobs to civilian 


pay," he said. A volunteer now receives 
$288 a month compared to $94 a month 
only five years ago. 


In another unprecedented maneuver to 


snare volunteers,^ the Army unveiled a 
new program Tuesday, allowing men a 
three-day tour of a training site before 
enlistment. 


The pilot program was initiated in 


South Carolina with 100 youths who were 
given a glimpse of training conditions 
without requiring enlistment. A multimil- 
lion dollar center was built for them to 
live in, complete with air conditioning 
and carpeting. 


If the program is successful, an Army 


spokesman said, it will be implemented 
at other bases throughout the country, 


AT FT. BENNING, Ga., the Army loo- 


sened restrictions and now provides 
more than 100 new incentives for the re- 
cruit. Other bases picked up a similar 
offering which includes beer machines in 
barracks, no more kitchen police '(KP) 
and extended passes for weekend trips. 


Spenny said the volunteer Army "is 


getting more people who can't afford to 
go to college and want to learn a trade." 
He said there are many military jobs 
which qualify men for similar civilian 
jobs when discharged. 


Spenny tested more than 80 students at 


Schaumburg High School for the military 
last week, but said it is uncertain how 
many of those will volunteer. He contacts 
many high school graduates, who may be 
prime targets for the draft and also 
uses municipal officials and policemen 
for referrals. 


The Marines are using what Des 


Plaines recruiter Sgt. Dan Romeo calls 
"a hard sell" on the prospective corps- 
man. Because the Marines have reduced 
the troop strength from 300,000 to 200,000 
men within the last year, fewer volun- 
teers are needed. 


But he said "it is a little more difficult 


to get volunteers because there is no 
draft hanging over a man's head/' 


Unlike other branches of the service, 


the Marines promise their recruits few 
luxuries. There is no guaranteed location 
where a soldier will spend a part of his 
enlistment, except that the Des Plaines 
recruiter said the men are now being 
sent to sunny San Diego for basic train- 
ing. 


THE NEW MARINE slogan, Romeo 


said, is "If everyone could be a marine, 
then it wouldn't be the marine corps." 
As Romeo said, "We don't promise them 
an arm and, a leg." 


The Air Force is providing incentives 


in the area of job training by offering 28 
new guaranteed jobs in hope of landing 
more recruits. But the recruiter in Elgin 
conceded that "right now this is a slow 
time for us." 


Basic trainees in the Air Force serve 


six weeks compared to eight weeks in 
the Army. He may spend as long as 52 
weeks in taining before assignment to a 
permanent job. 


However ironic it may be, local Navy 


and Army recruiters said finding women 
willing to join the services is not as diffi- 
cult as it once was. "Girls are no prob- 
lem," Johnson said. "Young girls want 
to go." 


Spenny said many girls are joining the 


Women's Army Corps to take advantage 
of the Army Nursing Scholarship. One 
such volunteer this week was Cindy Ha- 
Jada of Palatine who said she had some 
doubts about "being tied down in the 
Army." 


But she wants to be a nurse and said 


she considered both training and finance 
before enlisting. "I'm really 
excited 


about the whole thing," she said,

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Walsh Named To State Post 


. Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 
Walsh yesterday was named to the post 
of assistant director of local government 
affairs by Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


As assistant director, Walsh, 44, will be 


the state official most directly respon- 
sible for liaison work between the state 
•and local governments in the six-county 
area of northeastern Illinois.

Walsh said yesterday that he would 


continue to serve as village president of 
Arlington Heights but that he will take a 
one-year leave of absence from North- 
west Firestone, Inc., which he owns and 
operates. 


The appointment was effective imme- 


diately and Walsh will take up offices 
Monday in the State of Illinois Building, 
160 N. LaSalle St. in Chicago. 


The Department of Local Government 


Affairs was created two years ago by 
Ogilvie and has four main areas of re- 
sponsibility. 


—It is the principal agency in North- 


eastern Illinois for processing funds for 
municipal planning and housing. 


—It deals directly with local govern- 


ments on the enforcement of state and 
federal anti-pollution standards. 


—It is the chief liaison office between 


the governor and the leaders of local 
governmental bodies in Northeastern Illi- 
nois. 


—It works with problems of mass 


transportation, an area in which Walsh 
has demonstrated a keen interest, and it 
coordinates interagency and 
interstate 


mass transportation programs as they 
affect local government. 


"THIS DEPARTMENT was created 


some two years ago as a result of the 
governor's pledge to see to the needs of 
local governments," Walsh said. 


"Frankly, this department is an advo- 


cate of local government, as am I, and 
we intend to deal directly with the issues 
confronting local governments and to 
help these governments with state ex- 
pertise and funds." 


Walsh said he expects to spend most of 


his time as assistant director in the Chi- 
cago area but added he will have to trav- 
el to Springfield periodically. 


In announcing the appointment, Ogilvie 


said, "Mr. y/alsh's experience in local 
government and his business background 
make him extremely well suited to serve 
the needs of Illinois municipalities in the 
state-level department." 


Walsh will work for a former Peoria 


mayor, Robert J, Lehnhausen, who was 
appointed director of the Department of 
Local Government Affairs in January of 
1970. He will receive a $27,000 annual 
salary and have a small staff to assist 
him, 


Walsh said he and the governor first 


discussed the new job about three weeks 


ago and that he told Ogilvie he would 
accept the'position several days ago dur- 
ing a meeting with the governor in Chi- 
cago. 


"I VIEW THE JOB as an exceptional 


chance to make use of the experience I 
have gained in local government in the 
past 11 years," Walsh said. 


"Of particular interest are the in- 


novative opportunities in the community 
services activities of the department and 
the unutilized opportunities offered to lo- 
cal government under the new (state) 
constitution," he said. 


Walsh, who has been Arlington Heights 


village president since 1969, succeeds a 
former village president of Park Forest, 
Bernard G. Cunningham, in the state 
post. 


Cunningham was recently appointed 


secretary for mass transportation in the 
state Department of Transportation.

He Took A 'Slow Boat To China9 In 1915

The proverbial slow boat to China 


takes 3? days to get there from America. 
At least it did in 1915. 


Transportation has most certainly im- 


proved, taking President Nixon and his 
entourage less than a week to get to Pek- 
ing and including a leisurely stopover in 
Hawaii. 


But Alvah Wiltiford, a 76-year-old re- 


tired Arlington Heights man who now 
works part-time as a sanitarian for the 
Palatine Health Department, can re- 
member well his trip to China and his 
five-year stay there as an enlisted man 
for the U. S. Army. 


It was a year before the outbreak of 


World War I that Williford first arrived 
in a land he knew almost nothing about. 
He was ID then, but his years there gave 
him a better education than he thinks he 
could have received most anywhere else. 


"1 had 25 years of education in five 


years," he said, explaining that his expe- 
riences were "far more knowledgeable 
than anything NLxon or the other diplo- 
mats could have seen." 


After living and working among the na- 


tive Chinese throughout bis stay, Will- 
iford has a high respect for them, par- 
ticularly a respect for their shrewdness. 


"The Chinese are good teachers and 


you better be a good pupil/' Wiiliford 
says, almost as a word of advice to the 
President. "They never let anything go 
to waste," he says, whether it be food, 
materials or knowledge. 


Williford picked up a lot of business 


know-how while stationed in Tientsin, a 
fairly large port city about 70 miles 
southeast of Peking on the Yellow Sea. 


HIS JOB, LIKE the 1,200 other troops 


stationed there, was to guard tbt Ameri- 


can and British interests in the Peking- 
Mukden Railroad, a line which ran from 
the Chinese capital to Mukden (now 
called Shenyang) several hundred miles 
northeast. 


When not working with the 15th In- 


fantry, to which he had been assigned, 
he traveled extensively and managed to 
become quite an organization man. 


At the age of 20, Williford started and 


operated the 15th Infantry Club, a restau- 
rant and gathering place for the Ameri- 
can GIs stationed there. He also organ- 
ized boxing matches for the entertain- 
ment of the troops, much sooner than 
Bob Hope got the idea. 


Baseball leagues and games between 


the various units stationed in Tientsin, 
Peking. Manila, Japan and the "sailors 
from the gunboats on the Yangtze River" 
were also mapped out by Williford. His 
aggressiveness in organizing all these ac- 
tivities gave him the opportunity to buy 
an official Chinese rickshaw with coolie 
to get him around the mainland. 


China, as Williford saw it, was rela- 


tively untouched by the World War rag- 
ing in Europe. While the troops knew 
what was happening, the Chinese natives 
knew very little, if anything, about the 
outside world. 


There was no resentment then of 


American troops or "imperialist aggres- 
sion" as is heard now in the China of 
today. 


"We got along well and were very 


close to the natives," Williford said. 
"They didn't really know what we were 
and they didn't care. They just knew we 
were foreigners." 


The only resentment Williford said he 


ever felt from any Chinese was from 


some of the foreign-educated natives; who 
returned home. 


"THE MOST COMMON question I 


heard from them was why we had Amer- 
ican missionaries in their country," Will- 
iford recalled. The strongly Buddhist 
Chinese resented having Christian doc- 
trines from another land pushed on 
them. 


Chinese in and around Tientsin were 


almost completely oriented toward farm- 
ing the land. Either a native worked in 
the fields or lie worked as a "coolie la- 
borer" by hauling carts and carrying 
loads for the farmers, Williford said. 


Any military hostilities that erupted 


occurred between the troops themselves 
that were stationed in the area. Williford 
said his 15th Infantry was the "first and 
only American unit to engage in hand-to- 
hand fights in Tientsin," and this oc- 
curred out of inner rivalries rather than 
out of war tensions. 


At the outbreak of the war, the Chinese 


severed relations with the Germans and 
took away all German concessions that 
had been allowed to them in Tientsin, 
Williford said. They even went so far as 
to rename a main street through the 
German section of town "Woodrow Wil- 
son Drive." 


Still, the native Chinese in the-towns 


and villages remain detached from the 
world feud, although Williford saw "a lot 
of internal strife." 


Land and property owners in China 


battled one another to gain possession of 
each other's land, often bringing much 
bloodshed to themselves and those that 
worked for them, he said. 


During his time in China, Williford saw 


two cholera epidemics, although he was 
unaffected by the disease. On his return 


to the United States, he was waylaid in 
Manila two months and placed in quar- 
antine to make sure he could pass noth- 
ing on to other soldiers. 


OF AM, THE many 'cultural differ- 


ences between Americans and the Chi- 
nese, Williford most strongly remembers 
the Chinese attitudes 
towards women 


and parental control. 


"The Chinese children had the greatest 


respect and admiration for their par- 
ents," he said, something-which'he wish- 
es "happened more here." 


Women in China were completely sub- 


servient to men and became "rather a 
cheap commodity" to most men, he said. 
Such female inferiority was carried out 
to extremes in interior lands of China, he 
said, describing such primitive practices 
as killing the third child, if it happened 
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to be a girl, and offering the body to 
gods. 


These extremes were not well liked by 


Williford, but he says he did appreciate 
the duty of a woman to serve her man. 


"During 48 years of married life I've 


tried to get my wife to walk three feet 
behind me like the Chinese, but she just 
makes me walk three feet behind her," 
he says. 


Williford, great-grandfather of seven, 


has often thought of returning to China. 


"If I were 25 years younger, I'd like to 


go back and enter the import-export 
business," lie says. But he's not, and now 
he's content with his memories of China. 


Besides, as he's quick to tell you, you 


can't get chop suey in China.

Seek To Protect 
Letter Carriers 


Officer in Charge Robert J. Proebstle 


of the Arlington Heights post office said 
the postal service is stepping up its en- 
forcement efforts against armed attacks 
on letter carriers in the wake of an 
"alarming" increase in these crimes re- 
ported over the nation. 


Proebstle said he had been advised by 


William J. Cotter, chief postal inspector, 
of a sharp increase in such attacks, prin- 
cipally by criminals trying to get the 
keys to mail deposit points from car- 
riers. 


Cotter reported there were 38 such rob- 


beries in the 1970 fiscal year, The total 
rose to 89 in fiscal 1971, and during the 
first six months of the current 1972 fiscal 
year (July through December 1971) there 
already have been 77. 


The inspector advised the local post- 


master that the postal service is empha- 
sizing to the Department of Justice — 
and, through that department lo U.S. at- 
torneys and the U.S, courts — concern 
for safety of "employees who are at- 
tempting to do their duty in serving the 
public."

The Whitings — From 2-Room Home To $90,000 Estate

From the window of their apartment 


over a garage, Bill and Natalie Whiting 
could gaze upon the adjacent estate and 
dream, perhaps, of some day living in a 
place like that. 


Their two-room apartment in Chestnut 


Hill, Pa., wasn't much, to be sure, but it 


The time was 1948, Bill, then 29, was 


a salesman for Container Corp. in Phila- 
delphia, Natalie, 28, was a physical edu- 
cation instructor at Ursinus College in 
nearby Coilegeville. 


They weren't exactly well off, but they 


made do with what they had and kept an 
eye on expenses. 


T11E WHITINGS had just one appli- 


ance in those days, a toaster, and that 
was only because it was a wedding gift. 


Lacking other time-saving 
devices 


laundry had to be done by Mrs. Whiting's 
mother or at a neighborhood laundromat 
Dishes had to be done by hand. 


But that's all in the past. 


Mr. and Mrs. William W. Whiting now 


live in a $90,000 home — an estate, if you 
will — in Inverness and their life-style 


could be considered typical of many fam- 
ilies in the village. 


Mr, Whiting is a senior vice president 


with Container. Outside of being a Girl 
Scout troop leader and Sunday school 
teacher a few years ago, Mrs. Whiting 


"I'm interested enough to 


know different matters, but 
not interested enough to 
become involved." 


hasn't worked outside of the home in 20 
years. 


Laundry is now done in the home, 


sometimes by Mrs. Whiting, sometimes 
by a twice-monthly maid. An automatic 
dishwasher takes care of that task. And 
even taking out the garbage, described 
by manufacturers of trash compactors as 
"the last umpleasant household chore," 
isn't so bad any more in the Whiting 
household. 


The tennis courts aren't far away, even in winter. 


Mrs. Whiting's most recent Christmas 


present from her husband, in fact, was a

television 
station- 


changer. "How lazy can you get?" she 
laughed 


But amidst a life of plenty, Natalie 


Whiting hasn't forgotten when tunes we- 
ren't as easy. She still turns off lights 
when leaving a room, a remembrance of 
the Depression years when waste was 
considered sinful. 


Her family wasn't as hard hit as some 


- "we still ate well and lived well" — 
but living through that period "makes 
you a little frugal, a little more aware of 
what it means to have to count the nick- 
els," she said. 


Both Natalie and Bill Whiting come 


from middle class Philadelphia families. 
Her father was a lawyer, his an elec- 
trical engineer. 


Mr. Whiting waited tables while at- 


tending school and got where he is in 
business by working hard. That, herpahs, 
explains why he takes a dim view of 
what he calls "professional welfare seek- 
ers" who choose not to work. 


He has worked for Container Corp. 


since getting out of the Navy in 1946. At 
that time, he was earning $275 a month. 
He makes considerably more than that 
now. 


Like most Inverness women, Mrs. 


Whiting is well educated but, by her own 
choice, not employed She manages to 
keep busy — and happy — playing golf 
or tennis, knitting, reading, going to the 
beauty shop, listening to a guest speaker 
at Harper college, cleaning the house or 
shopping. 


"Some people may be bored by that 


type of routine," she says "But I have 
no desire to fill in with a job or teaching 
or anything. I did my share before I got 
married. 


The Whitings enjoy a relatively good 


life, and realize that not everyone does. 
But they acknowledge that their "social 
consciousness" is more passive than ac- 
tive. 


Bill Whiting, for example, is involved 


in conservative efforts at work, he over- 
sees the construction of boxes, about half 
consisting of recycled material But he 
makes no attempt to apply ecological 
techniques at home — "We don't save 
newspapeis 
because nobody 
collects 


them out here "

freshman at Knox College in Galesburg. 
It is taken for granted that the other two 


The Whitings' family room provides Sue and Kim a quiet place for doing homework. 


Whiting children, Sue, 16, a junior at Wil- 
liam Fremd High School, and Kim, 13, 
an eighth grader at Plum Grove School, 
also will go to college 


The Whiting youngsters often pursue 


their own interests, but the family re- 
mains closely knit Dinners and weekend 
breakfasts are still considered family af- 
fairs, and the Whitings regularly attend 
the Harrington Presbyterian Church on 
Sundays. 


But most often family activities in- 


volve sports — golf, tennis, swimming, 
volleyball, Ping-pong — or a game of 
bridge 


When they're on their own, Bill and 


Natalie Whiting prefer a quiet evening at 
the Inverness Golf Club or with neigh- 
bors That kind of occasion calls for a 
Canadian Club and soda for Natalie and 
a Manhattan or martini, dry, for Bill 


He regards socializing as perhaps the 


one thing wrong with Inverness. 


"You find it hard to reach out of In- 


verness for friends or contacts," he said 
"You stay pretty much inside the village, 
which over the long run might be a bit 
confining." 


BUT FOR THE most part, the Whit- 


ings like Inverness, where they've lived 
for about six years. 


It's been a pretty good life by subur- 


ban standards. The Whitings have two 
color television sets, and two black-and- 
white sets that don't work as well. They 
have two cars, a one-year-old Pontiac 
LeMans and a three-year-old station 
wagon. The whole family vacations for

The blaze began at 7:20 a.m. and fire- 


men from Long Grove and nearly a doz- 
en surrounding communities battled for 
several hours before it was contained. 


PERSONS AT THE scene said one 


man escaped the fire by climbing down a 
railing.

Question — Is it an effort for you to get 


into the Cartwright character? 


Answer — Not at all. It all comes quite 


naturally after all these years. 


Q. — Are you bored with playing the 


same role year after year' 


A, — It's something you have to watch 


out for all the time. 


Q — How do you combat boredom? 
A — By doing a great many other 


things. 


Q — For instance? 
A. — I'VE DONE three television mov- 


ies in the past three years I appeared on 
"The Sonny and Cher Show' and I did the 
documentary on 'Shoot-Out at the O.K. 
Corral.' 


Q. — But how do you fight lethargy 


when shooting "Bonanza?" 


A. — I try to find things in the script 


that excite my mind. 


Q. — For example7 


A. — I come up with one piece of busi- 


ness that will give the audience an in- 
sight into how I feel. There are many 
choices, an infinite variety, but only one 
is precisely correct. 


Q. — Does "Bonanza" tie you down 


more than you like? 


A — Actually it's not as demanding as 


it used to be. When we started the show 
we had only an eight-week hiatus be- 
cause we made 34 shows a year. Now we 
only film 26 episodes a season. 


Q. — How else do you break the mo- 


notony? 


A — I give speeches. Once I get in- 


volved in the preparation of a speech I 
devote hours and hours to the project 
without giving a thought to "Bonanza." 


Q. — Do you still make a number of 


public appearances each year? 


A. — Not as many as I did in the past 


with Dan Blocker. Now I appear solo at 
five or six rodeos around the country, 
singing and chatting. 


Q. — Have you changed the character 


of Cartwright over the years.? 


A. — Hell yes. I have a print of the 


pilot show. I used to be a bombastic, eye- 
rolling tyrant. I was humorless and ter- 
rible. Not anymore. 


A — You weight 50 pounds less than 


when the show went on the air. How did 
you accomplish that? 


A. — Well, I go to Duke University and 


go on their special diet program. Then I 
walk four or five miles a day in the can- 
yon where I live I also swim in the pool 
and play tennis every week. 


Q. — Would you like to do another 


series? 


A — I'm loyal to "Bonanza" because 


it's done so much for me. And as Blocker 
says, it sure beats picking cotton.

These, however, are merely part of a 


script that does not try to hide the earthy 
aspects — and sometimes the human 
frailties — of a hugely gifted man whose 
love of country and genius in many fields 
were accompanied by a sharp wit that 
the late Will Rogers might have envied. 


Rogers, televiewers should note, will 


be portrayed by James Whitmore in a 
one-man show offered as a special on 
CBS-TV next Thursday.

infected person. In other words, you 
can't get venereal disease from sexual 
intercourse unless one of the partners al- 
ready has the disease. While cleanliness 
is desirable, unless venereal disease is 
present there is no way that sexual inter- 
course by itself will cause it. 


Gonorrhea is spread by sexual inter- 


course. Syphilis is almost always spread 
that way too. However, I must add that 
the germ that causes syphilis can sur- 
vive for a short period of time in mois- 
ture outside the human body. Thus, it 


is possible to transmit syphilis if the 
germ is in a drop of fluid from utensils 
or by any contact with an infected per- 
son who transmits infected moist drop- 
lets from one person to another. Obvious- 
ly, what is commonly referred to as 
"French kissing" is one way. 


A person may be physically clean and 


still have venereal disease. The female is 
particularly likely to have no symptoms 
at all from disease. The male usually has 
symptoms, usually a discharge. 


And it should be emphasized that some 


studies show that a girl on birth control 
pills has a greater chance of being in- 
fected if she is exposed to gonorrhea. 
Apparently the pill affects the body's 
normal resistance.

Experts 
apparently have dis- 


covered another dramatic use for 
the sludge accumulating as a re- 
sult of the operations of the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District's sewage 
treatment plants. 


Use of the sludge as a crop fer- 


tilizer in Fulton County has met 
with great success. Now, officials 
of the U.S. Forest Service want to 
use the black residue to inject new 
life into a ghost town in southern 
Illinois. 


We find it highly appropriate 


that one product of man's waste 
can be used to reclaim a second 
such derivative. 


The ghost town in question is 


that of Palzo. an abandoned strip 
mine area about 300 miles south of 
Chicago. 


Palzo 
has 
disappeared 
from 


state highway maps since a now 
defunct coal company took what it 
wanted from the land and then left 
the town for dead. 


The land was left rocky, acidic 


and unvegetative in the wake of 
the stripping operation. 


When it rains the land is de- 


scribed to resemble a festering 
sore, oozing diluted sulphuric acid. 
It runs into Sugar Creek, fishless 
and poisonous. 


The forest service recently has 


purchased a 193-acre tract near 
Palzo. 
however, 
and 
has 
an- 


nounced plans to reclaim the land. 


And they say they are going to 


use the sludge to do it. 


The forest service has estimated 


they will need 80 million gallons of 
sludge. They plan to ship it to 
downstate 
on tri-weekly 
60-car 


sludge trains on Illinois Central 
tracks.

Ending A Swiss Myth 


One side effect of the sensational 


Howard Hughes "biography" af- 
fair should be to demolish a myth 
cherished 
by 
lovers of 
inter- 


national intrigue. This is the er- 
roneous belief that under no cir- 
cumstances will a Swiss bank di- 
vulge information about a depos- 
itor, or even reveal his identity. 


Y e t when Swiss authorities 


strongly suspected criminal fraud 
in connection with checks depos- 
ited to the account of one "H. R. 
Hughes," the Swiss Credit Bank, 
which held the account, disclosed 
that H. R. Hughes was not billion 
aire Howard Hughes but Helga R. 
Hughes, 
later revealed 
to be a 


forged passport pseudonym for 
the wife of author Clifford Irving. 
Subsequently, the bank cooperated 
fully with both Swiss and American 
investigators trying to get to the 
bottom of the mystery. 


The episode focuses a revealing 


spotlight on what the legendary 
Swiss banking secrecy is and is 
not. 


That secrecy dates back to 1934 


when, in order to shield accounts 
held by German Jews and other 
victims of Nazi oppression, the 
Swiss government passed a strict 
law putting banking under official 
protection. It was made a criminal 
offense for any bank employe to di- 
vulge information about an ac- 
count. 


However, the law has a "Catch 


22." Swiss banks must furnish to 
authorities information on clients' 
accounts in legal actions involving 
inheritance, bankruptcy and debt 
collection, and in all criminal in- 
vestigations, such as fraud, swindl- 
ing, embezzlement, counterfeiting 
and burglary. 


Because fraud was alleged in the 


Hughes affair, under Swiss law the 
veil of secrecy was lifted and the 
whole story came spilling out, 
much to the consternation of those 
who cling to fantasies about face- 
less "gnomes of Zurich" who oper- 
ate beyond reach of the law. 


officials have found they are able 
to grow grass in a mixture of 
sludge and a stony material. As ex- 
pected this grass absorbed the rain 
and stopped the acidic runoff and 
additional land erosion. 


All that is needed now is the ap- 


proval of state and federal environ- 
mental officials before the plan can 
be put into full operation. 


We urge those officials to ex-

cials may have stumbled across a 
valuable use for still another envi- 
ronmental problem child — salt. 


Landscape architects for the Illi- 


nois Division of Highways report- 
edly have found a new grass which 
t h r i v e s alongside Chicago-area 
roads which have received heavy 
doses of salt in snow removal oper- 
ations, 


They call it alkaligrass and say 


it is almost as attractive as Ken- 
tucky Bluegrass. Among 
other 


places the grass has been found on 
the north side of the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway near First Avenue and in 
the median of the Tri-State Tol- 
way near O'Hare Airport. 


Because the grass cannot be pur- 


chased state workers have started 
collecting and propagating seed 
from the discovered patches and 
are trying to build a usable supply. 


We feel both these projects are 


n o t e w o r t h y developments in 
man's recently acquired desire to 
save the land from the people who 
use it. 


We find these efforts deserving 


of the highest praise and com- 
mend the responsible government 
officials for their initiative and 
foresight.

An Unwanted Award

Potshots on a March afternoon . . . 
The All-America City awards were an- 


nounced earlier this week and, as usual, 
none of the communities in Northwest 
suburbs was honored. 


The biggest reason for that is prob- 


ably that none of the villages or cities in 
this area applied for the honor, dubious 
as it may be. 


S e v e r a l area communities have 


struggled through the mountain of paper- 
work required to apply for the award in 
the past, but have given up, discouraged 
after meeting complete failure. 


When you think about it, though, that 


may be a bigger honor than winning. 


You see, to be named an All-America 


City by the National Municipal League 
and the Saturday Evening Post, a city 
has to have some pretty ugly problems. 


This becomes quite obvious when you 


scan through the list of the cities which 
received the title this week. Among the 
nine winners were Beloit, Wis.; Carbon- 
dale, 111.; Minneapolis-St.Paul, Minn.; 
and the Jamaica section of Queens, New 
York City. 


The awards are given for civic projects 


in the communities, but cities don't re- 
ceive them for building museums or cul- 
tural centers. Apparently the city has to 
be stuck in the mire and then do some- 
thing to return it to normalcy to have a 
chance of walking off with the trophy or 
whatever they give to symbolize the 
award. 


Take Jamaica, for example. 
The residents of the area reportedly 


were quite surprised to hear they live in 
an All-America City. 


They thought they lived in a high- 


crime, poverty-ridden community. One of 
their businessmen, Felix Tore, was 
among the most vocal of the shocked 
citizens.

"I don't believe it," he said simply. 
Toto has good reason to wonder about 


the award. His delicatessen has been 
robbed 11 times in the last eight months 
by what apparently are All-America 
Bandits. 


Hate to sound unpatriotic, but if that's 


what it takes to be Ail-American, com- 
munities in these parts would be better 
off riding the bench.

And who knows, if we wait long enough 


to have the kind of problems we need to 
become All-American, we may get a ver- 
dict in the federal trial of Dr. James 
Middleton. 


Just to stay abreast of things, that trial 


ended 11 weeks ago today, but there has 
been no judgment yet of the doctor's 
guilt or innocence. 


That trial of the Des Plaines physician 


on charges of possession and manufac- 
ture of explosive devices was over long 
before the trial in the county circuit 
court began. 


The trial, without a jury, was held be- 


fore Federal District Judge James B. 
Parsons, self-proclaimed chief judge of 
the federal district. 


Judge Parsons said at the conclusion 


of the trial he would "take the matter 
under advisement" for a few weeks be- 
fore announcing his verdict. 


Legal observers hinted at the time the 


judge may have been stalling for a deci- 
sion in the circuit court for some un- 
known reason, and that notion gained 
popular support when the state trial 
started and ended without a word from 
Judge Parsons. 


The state trial ended a month ago. Dr. 


Middleton was sentenced more than a 
week ago and the appeal process has 
started. 


Still no word from Judge Parsons. 
It costs a lot of money to conduct a 


criminal trial. A conservative estimate 
would be something in excess of $1,000 a 
day. 


Whatever the cost, it's well worth it, to 


assure justice is done and the truth be 
known. 


But whatever can be the purpose of 


conducting a trial for five full days, pps- 
ceded by three full days of testimony on 
a pretrial motion, only to "take the mat- 
ter under advisement?" 


Only one person can answer that ques- 


tion — Judge Parsons. AH that remains 
to be done to complete the trial is for the 
judge to make up his mind — guilty or 
innocent. 


True, it may be a tough decision, but 


that's why everyone calls him "judge." 
And that's what he is paid for.

Another Salt View 


In a recent editorial appearing in your 


newspaper, the subject of damaging ef- 
fects on the automobile and the environ- 
mental aspects, caused by salting of 
streets and expressways, were discussed. 


As a rebuttal to your editorial, may we 


offer the enclosed information for further 
study. 


We, here at Dow, are very environ- 


mental minded and we offer calcium 
chloride that is used in conjunction with 
rock salt (sodium chloride) when the 
temperature falls to the point where rock 
salt becomes slow acting. We do not sell 
salt. 


The argument of using sand, cinders, 


pea gravel, granite chips or limestone is 
of little value because none of these have 
any ice melting properties. This material 
will blow off the ice by passing traffic 
unless chemical is used to melt the ice 
surface to hold this material in place for 
traction and braking power. 


Another big reason for not using abra- 


sives is the enormous job of cleaning up 
this material in spring. Not only does it 
create a dusty air pollution problem but 
clogged sewers and flooding result with 
the spring rains. 


Finally, the movement of volumes of 


traffic on our expressways and arterial 
streets without serious injurious accidents 
(causing hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in insurance claims and untold dol- 
lars lost in delays at work) is a responsi- 
bility of the various State, County and 
City Street Departments. Their goal is 
bare pavement maintenance. 


We, the traveling public wish to drive 


in winter like it was a beautiful day in 
June. I will be the first to admit that 
there are times when over-salting is the 
situation and controls must be achieved 
to avoid waste of materials and salina- 
tion of drains. 


Thank you for allowing me to ramble a 


bit on this subject but I thought you 
be interested in the other side of the en- 
vironment story in which we and the 
Highway Departments are involved.

Two mldwestern lawmakers are seek- 


ing to win national attention this month 
for the Issue of family farming vs. farm- 
ing by glanl conglomerate corporations. 


In a first step, Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 


D-Wis., conducted a two-day public hear- 
ing before his monopoly subcommittee to 
review a quarter-cenlury-old study of 
how family farms 
and 
"industrial" 


farms affect local communities. 


But more direct action was to come 


later in the month when a Hous- 
judiciary subcommittee is expected to 
open hearings on a bill designed to force 
many big corporate operators out of the 
farming business. The bill, sponsored by 
Rep. James Abourezk. D-S.D., is a com- 
panion to a pending Senate measure cos- 
ponsored by Nelson and other senators 
including George McGovern, D-S.D., 
Harold Hughes. D-Iowa. Quentln Bur- 
dick. D-N.D., and Gale W. McGee, 
D-Wyo. 


ABOUREZK'S "Family Farm Act of 


1972," growing out of proposals pushed 
by the activist National Farmers Organi- 
zation, would crack down primarily on 
large corporations owning or controlling 


nonfarm businesses. Such corporations 
or individuals would be forbidden to con- 
trol land for agricultural production. 


Farmer-owned co-ops would be exempt 


from the ban on mixing farm and non- 
farm businesses, along with charitable, 
e d u c a t i o n a l and nonprofit research 
agencies. Anyone affected by the new 
plan would be given five years to dispose 
of his farming operations. 


A spokesman from Abourezk said hear- 


ings on the legislation are tentatively ex- 
pected to be set for March 22-23 and 29 
before an antitrust subcommittee of the 
House Judiciary Committee. 


Agriculture Sec. Earl L. Butz has al- 


ready indicated publicly he does not fa- 
vor a flat ban on farming by "outside" 
interests. Butz said in a speech Tuesday 
he was "concerned" about conglomerate 
firms which enter farming and use their 
economic power to get an edge over oth- 
er farmers with lower interest rates, tax 
advantages, and more direct access to 
markets.

Many amateur investors seem to have 


a lurking Idea that they could rake In 
profits during market declines if only 
they understood more about that sophis- 
ticated technique, selling a stock short. 
Is it one you should learn to use? 


It's commonly made to sound mys- 


terious by being described as "selling a 
ttock you don't have." Not true; in fact 
you sell a stock you havo borrowed. 


Tell your broker you want to "go 


short" 100 shares of XYZ Industries, and 
he'll look through the records and find 
that another customer. Wilson, owns 200, 
so he borrows loo of them for you. (Wil- 
son has a type of account that allows the 
broker to do this, at his discretion.) 


THE BROKERAGE firm's floor man 


at the stock exchange now sells these 
shares on the open market — 100 XYZ at 
25 — and the $2,5oo proceeds (less com- 
mission and other charges) come back to 
the office as in any sale, Wilson is pro- 
tected by a $2,500 cash deposit to his ac- 
count = supplied by you and loan money 
from your broker. 


A month later. XYZ has dropped from 


25 to 19. and you decide it's time to cover 
your short. You place a buy order and 
acquire 100 shares for $1.900. These go 
into Wilson's account, to replace those 
you borrowed, and bis cash deposit is re- 
leased. You've spent $1,900, taken in 
Sz.SOO, for a profit of $600 less trading 
costs. Nice? 


Sure. If It happens that way. But there 


are several reasons why short selling is

A facsimile system that reduces the 


cost 
of transmitting newspaper 
and 


magazine pages to distant printing plants 
by as much as 80 per cent has been in- 
troduced by Litton Industries. 


By compressing words and -pictures on 


a printed page into digital pulse groups, 
the new system allows high-speed trans- 
mission of reproduction quality facsimile 
over low-cost telephone lines. 


The system is a standard model in Lit- 


'ton Datalog division's Pressfax line this 
year, said Edgar L. Moore, division gen- 
eral manager. He said it would be espe- 
cially useful to publishers printing at sat- 
ellite plants 125 miles or more from their 
main printing facility. 


This new application of digital tech- 


nology will permit publishers to send fac- 
similes over privately leased phone lines 
at lower cost than similar systems now 
available Currently, full-page newspaper 
and magazine facsimiles are transmitted 
o v e r 
expensive 
wide-band commu- 


nication channels in order to produce 


facsimile copies of a quality suitable for 
use in the printing process. 


In conventional facsimile, a newspaper 


page is scanned, just as a person reads it 
— left to right, top to bottom. The fac- 
simile scanner picks up individually and 
sequentially as many as 135 million black 
print and white space elements for trans- 
mission and reproduction at the receiver 
This method requires a transmission fre- 
quency band of 48 kiloHertz, as wide as 
that needed to carry a block of a dozen 
voice channels 


Litton's technique, called Data Redun- 


dancy Reduction, transmits digital pulse 
instructions to the receiving machine for 
recording the black print and white 
space elements in proper sequence along 
the line being printed. A group of as few 
as seven pulses carries the instruction 
for more than 100 consecutive black or 
white space elements, reducing the band 
width to approximately 3 kiloHertz 


The system is expected to be oper- 


ational by late spring, Litton spokesmen 
said.

— Your risk is virtually unlimited. 


When you own stock, the worst that can 
happen is losing all you paid for it, if it 
comes to a complete bust. But if you're 
short, and XYZ goes up instead of down, 
you'll need $3,000 to cover when it gets to 
30, $4,000 at 40, and so on, the sky being 
the limit, Many a short has been murder- 
ed by a stock that went in the wrong 
direction, and kept going. 


— The professionals have lots of fun 


organizing a "short squeeze." Somebody 
notices heavy shorting of some stock, 
which probably means a good many 
amateurs in the game. He buys 1,000 
shares at 25. That "cleans up the book" 
— gets rid of all the shares being offered 
at 25. Now he puts in another bid for 
1,000 and picks them up from people who 
wouldn't sell at 25, but will at 25V4. 


THE RISING price makes the more 


nervous short-sellers decide to cover. 
Now there's added buying pressure, rais- 
ing the price even further. After a bit the 
professionals are selling the shares they 
bought at 25 to scared shorts who are 
covering at 27 — or 30. 


— You can be right, but short the 


wrong kind of stock, Even though you've 
spotted what looks like a sure candidate 
for a price decline, you can get nasty 
surprises. A company's earnings are fall- 
ing, and sure enough the price of its 
stock declines, after you've shorted it. 
But it's a company with high book-value 
assets — prime candidate for a take- 
over, Announcement of a merger or liq- 
uidation could cause the stock to jump 
sharply, leaving the short-sellers stran- 
ded, 


There are other traps for the unwary, 


and you can add to them the tax handi- 
cap of a short sale. No matter how long 
you've held a short position, any profit 
on it is not, says the IRS, a long-term 
capital gain. It's taxed as ordinary in- 
come. 


Selling short may sound like a neat 


way to rake it in when everyone else is 
moaning about a market decline — but it 
takes professional expertise to skirt the 
numerous hazards. In general, it's best 
left to the professionals,

New Windshield 
Repair System 
Introduced Here 


A new windshield repair system 
is 


being introduced in Chicago by the Globe 
Glass & Trim Co. The firm includes a 
facility in Arlington Heights. 


The system repairs "bull's-eye" and 


"half-moon" damage without the necessi- 
ty of removing a windshield from a car, 
Joseph Kellman, president of Globe, an- 
nounced that his company has the lease 
for Ihe use of the system in Chicago. 


He said equipment to handle the repair 


will be incorporated into the mobile auto 
glass service which Globe originated. 
With this service, a glass repair expert 
goes lo the place where the damaged 
glass is located. 


KELLMAN SAID the new system was 


invented by the 3M Co. It consists of me- 
chanical devices and filling resins which 
enable almost complete elimination of all 
visible evidences of the two types of 
windshield damage. 
A single repair takes about an hour. Two 
damaged areas can be repaired simulta- 
neously. The repair work can be done on 
both tinted and untinted glass. It can be 
used in areas containing windshield radio 
antennas and not interfere with reception 
qualities. Repairs can be made within 
two inches of a windshield edge. 


Repairs marie with the new equipment 


are guaranteed for the life of a wind- 
shield. Kellman said that damaged areas 
stayed repaired in extensive testing of 
the system by 3M Co. in Minnesota and 
Canada,

Schaumburg's Success: 
A Key To Suburban Ills? 


Schaumburg — still In the state of be- 


coming — continues to pace the residen- 
tial, commercial and industrial growth in 
the Northwest Suburbs. 


In fact, the municipality outranks most 


communities in the Chicago metropolitan 
area in terms of new development. 


So successful is the Woodfield shopping 


center and so impressive is the giant 
Woodfietd Park complete that its devel- 
opers have earned a rank among the big- 
time community planners. 


VET ACCORDING to one land-plan- 


ning expert, Schaumburg's material suc- 
cess could serve as a spring board to the 
attainment of even loftier goals; the solu- 
tion of the problems of the suburbs. 


Robert B. Teska, vice president of the 


planning firm Barton-Aschman Associ- 
ates Inc.. made this statement at a de- 
velopment seminar in Chicago last week. 
"Putting it all together" in a planned ur- 
ban development was the topic of the 
session sponsored by the Chicago Associ- 
ation of Commerce and Industry. 


Stating that "1971 was the year of the 


suburbs" in terms of the prominent is- 
sues. Teska said Sehaumburg as a host 
community to a large planned urban de- 
velopment could help to resolve some of 
these problems; improving cultural and 
other services on a regional basis; inter- 
governmental cooperation: the need for 
low and moderate-income housing; and 
the integration of the population in the 
suburbs. 


"If it can't be accomplished here, 


where if ever can it be accomplished?" 
asked Teska. 


Sehaumburg is one of the five North- 


west suburbs ranking among the top 10 
in new development for the entire Chi- 
cago metropolitan area, said Teska. Oth- 
er area municipalities in this group are 
Arlington Heights, Palatine. Elk Grove 
Village and Hoffman Estates. He cited 
trends of development, including larger 
planned unit developments and greater 
c o n c e r n 
for 
environmental re- 


sources. 


Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh 


discussed the role of local government in 
promoting area development. The assets 
which have served 
local communities 


well in this effort are nearby trans- 
portation facilities, open space, and ef- 
ficient local government services, said 
Walsh. Most Important he said is the ef- 
fort by local zoning officials to create 


and protect a good image by enforcing 
local codes, zoning ordinances and "hold- 
ing the developer's feet to the fire" in 
land terms of land donations and annexa- 
tion agreements. 


THE TEAiMWORK OF a cluster of pro- 


fessionals successfully put the Woodfield 
Park development on the map. Five 
members of this team discussed their 
roles in the Woodfield Park project. 


Henry Yamanaka, mobility studies en- 


gineer for the Illinois Department of 
Transportation, said his department, as 
in the Woodfield Park complex, would 
like to relate to a development rather 
than react to it in the later planning 
stages. Five to 12 years of study are re- 
quired when a major traffic generator 
such as the Woodfield project is created 
in a relatively undeveloped area, accord- 
ing to Yamanaka. 


Location, location and location are the 


three most important factors in the de- 
velopment of a large multi-purpose proj- 
ect, said Richard Batchen, vice president 
of J. Emil Anderson and Sons Inc. 


His firm accumulated and later sold 


the acreage for the Woodfield shopping 
center as one of several area projects. 
Then the firm formed a partnership with 
Pain & Sutherlin Inc., commercial and 
industrial real estate firm, for the devel- 
opment of the 400-acre Woodfield Park 
complex adjacent to the regional shop- 
ping complex. 


THE DEVELOPMENT, of such a proj- 


ect is "like putting together a jigsaw 
puzzle," said Batchen, He expects the 
"puzzle" in Sehaumburg to be largely 
completed by 1980. Included in Woodfield 
Park are the Woodfield Commons com- 
mercial area; the Woodfield Plaza office 
developments; 
restaurants, hotels, 
a 


fashion center and sports complex. Bat- 
chen said a convenience type shopping 
center will be announced within six 
weeks at the site as well as other major 
projects within the next three months. 


The Anderson company believes in 


being at the right place at the right time, 
according to Batchen. The developers, 
rightly assuming that tremendous growth 
would be along the corridor of the North- 
west Tollway, began acquiring land in 
Sehaumburg 
in 1959. The firm 
has 


already assembled approximately 1,000 
acres of land in Lake County (new Gray- 
slake) in anticipation of a population 
boom for that area.

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Founding A Happy Accident 


Concert Association Celebrates Its 25th 


FRED SCHMOYER is a charter mem- 
ber of the Arlington Heights Commu- 
nity Concert Association.

Gale Block! was a pioneer of sorts. The 


former Arlington Heights resident didn't 
settle any new territory, but he is credit- 
ed with establishing an important cultur- 
al group in the northwest suburban area, 
the Arlington Community Concert Associ- 
ation. And ... it happened by accident. 


Blocki came up with what appeared to 


him as a marvelous money-making proj- 
ect for his local garden club. He would 
arrange to bring in a performing arts 
group by charging a small general ad- 
mission in advance. 


That was 25 years ago and as luck 


would have it, Blocki didn't make a prof- 
it. But then again, neither did he lose 
any money, And the concert was so well 
liked and accepted that Blocki decided to 
repeat the idea . . . this time as purely a 
service to the community. 


HE BECAME the first president of the 


Arlington Heights Community Concert 
Association enlisting 12 other couples to 
aid him in soliciting members. 


Today the roster numbers over 13,000. 


"The name now is actually a mis- 


nomer," said Boyd White, current presi- 


dent of the concert association and vocal 
musical director 
at 
Arlington High 


School. "It did start in Arlington Heights, 
but now our membership is pulled in 
from all over the area." 


The 25th anniversary campaign of the 


Arlington Heights Concert Association 
kicks off this Tuesday. Present members 
are in the process of being contacted for 
membership renewal. Remaining sub- 
scriptions will be sold to area residents 
through a booth to be set up in the lobby 
of the First Arlington National Bank 
Tuesday through next Friday. 


BECAUSE THE concert association is 


a non-profit organization, the kind and 
number of artists booked depend upon 
how many tickets are sold for the entire 
series. 


The programs are available only by 


advance subscription so a working budg- 
et can be set up ahead of the new season. 
Tickets for individual concerts are not 
sold at the door the day of the perform- 
ances. 


Two programs have already been an- 


nounced for the forthcoming season, the 
Obernkirchen Children's Choir and Great 
New Orleans Jazz Band. They serve as 
enticements to draw in new members.

"We can stick our necks out with half 


of the proposed budget," said White. 


Then depending upon the total amount 


of money derived from the membership 
drive, two or possibly three more con- 
certs are arranged to fill out the season. 


"THERE IS A definite need for this 


kind of thing shown by the fine response 
to our programs," continued White. 


Even when the concert happened to 


land on the same afternoon as the Super 
Bowl this winter, the auditorium attend- 
ance was good. 


"You can hear the entire series of con- 


certs for the price you would have to pay 
to see just one in Chicago . . . and that 
doesn't 
include 
the 
cost 
of trans- 


portation," said White. 


Adult memberships are $10 and student 


ones are $5. 


While recent inflation has increased 


the cost of other commodities, the price 
of a community concert membership has 
not changed in the past five years. 


"All the concerts originally were held 


on Sunday nights," said Fred Schmoyer, 
instrumental musical director at Arling- 
ton High School. He and his wife are 
charter members of the association. 


"WE USED TO make quite a social 


event out of it ... get a group together, 
have dinner and then go to the concert. 
It filled a vital need of the community. 
At the time the concert association was 
established, there wasn't anything hap- 
pening in town other than choral con- 
certs by church and school groups. 


"We are still serving the same purpose 


only the need is not quite so great I sup- 
pose," he continued. "But it certainly is 
cheaper having a group come to Arling- 
ton Heights than paying to go down and 
hear them in Orchestra Hall. The easiest 
situation is having them perform right in 
your own backyard." 


Mrs. Donald Everhart of Arlington 


Heights 
is immediate past 
publicity 


chairman. Her husband is past president 
of the organization. Both are very inter- 
ested in musical education and have 
been active in the concert group since 
moving to this area 12 years ago. 


"IT MAKES A concert more mean- 


ingful when it is presented in your own 
community," said Mrs. Everhart. "Also 
the contact with the artist is very impor- 
tant. They are very generous in meeting 
the public." 


And like so many other members Mrs. 


Mrs. Charles Jenks. Subscriptions will go on sale at First 
Arlington National Bank Tuesday through next Friday. 
The kick-off dinner is Monday night. 


Everhart expressed the need for children 
to have the opportunity to hear good mu- 
sic from top flight artists. "It is a part of 
their education," she said. 


The budget of $10,000, which is the av- 


erage amount brought in from the annual 
membership drive, is divided among a 
variety of chosen performers. This might 
include small vocal groups, full orches- 
tras, dance teams and soloists, both vo- 
cal and instrumental 


One year the concert group, in promot- 


ing all areas of the arts, presented a co- 
medienne. This year even African danc- 
ers were discussed . . . and topless no 
less. 


DIVERSITY IS THE primary aim. The 


board made up of 21 members tries to 
consider everyone's tastes. They shy 
away from repeating the same kind of 
program or the ,same performers from 
year to year, no matter how well they 
have been accepted. 


"We feel we have to appeal to every- 


one's interest," said Mrs. Everhart. "It's 
a temptation to consider just your own 
personal taste, but the board must take 
in the entire membership and subordi- 
nate their own inclinations." 


The performers are booked through an 


organization in New York City which 
represents 
national and 
international 


touring groups. It is a misconception that 
the talent presented is local. It never is. 


Currently the membership is bursting 


at the seams. Having sold out for the 
past eight years is a certain sign of suc- 
cess. Yet today the concert association is 
absolutely powerless to try to break its 
record. 


THE PROBLEM IS facilities. The 


membership cannot be increased be- 
cause there is no outlet in the area that 
can handle more than 1300 people at one 
time. Types of program are also limited 
for this very reason. Concerts are now 
staged either at Arlington High School or 
St. James Parish Center. 


"It is quite a trick to get an available 


artist and an acceptable auditorium at 
the same time," said Don Everhart. 


While he was in office, the association 


experimented by holding one concert at 
Glenbrook High School which has a larg- 
er auditorium. 


"But we were defeating our own pur- 


pose by not having the entertainment 
right in our own area," he said. 


Requests for ballet have had to be 


shelved. There is no adequate place to 
show it.

ation, actually met over a cello. As 
children, they took lessons from the 
same teacher and while in college, 
played in orchestras together.

My 
father is a publican — keeps a pub — 
and we were definitely lower middle 
class but we never did without." 


HE STARTED OUT as a coffee rep, 


selling coffee to institutions like "asy- 
lums and nuclear power plants." And he 
wasn't unhappy at it. In fact, he might 
still be selling coffee except he felt the 
need to improve his speech. He thought 
if he spoke the King's English better, he 
might be a more effective salesman. 


He began taking elocution lessons, 


from a woman, 82, who had a studio over 
a piano shop in Liverpool. Her name was 
Mrs. Harold Ackley and she had dis- 
covered Rita Tushingham. Mrs. Ackley 
suggested acting and pushed him into 
taking an examination (or LAMDA — the 
London Academy of Music and Dramatic 
Arts. 


He took it and passed it but before he 


could enroll, one of the judges offered 
him a job with a summer rep company 
on the Isle of Wight. Two weeks later, 
Mrs, Ackley died. 


THAT WAS ONLY seven years ago. 


McDowell worked England's rep circuit 
for the first three of those years and the 
last four has been a movie actor. He 
says he gets better parts offered to him 
from film companies than from stage 
companies. 


One of his movies was "If," and it was 


that film that Kubrick saw. The director 
apparently 
has 
one of those minds 


which stores everything away neatly, 
Some months after he saw "If," he read 
Anthony Burgess' novel, "A Clockwork 
Orange." 


"I'm told," says McDowell, "that by 


the fourth chapter he had decided to 
make the movie and also had decided he 
wanted me to play Alex, the leading 
role." 


McDowell doesn't feel that "A Clock- 


work Orange" is a futuristic movie at 
all. He says it could be the present or the 
past "although looked at obliquely." 


BOYD WHITE is current president of 
the Arlington Heights Community 
Concert Association. 


LARGE CONCERT groups even pre- 


sent a problem. Symphonies have to be 
held in gymnasiums because there are 
no stages large enough in the area to 
hold an orchestra. Acoustics are bad, the 
bleachers less than elegant, and the 
whole gym environment leaves some- 
thing to be desired. Yet members feel 
the opportunity of inviting a well-known 
orchestra to the area overshadows the ill 
comforts of the house. 


"Hopefully there will someday be a cul- 


tural center or even if they could build 
one high school with a larger auditorium, 
that would help," said White. 


But until seating facilities are extend- 


ed, the membership is all but locked up. 
And not until new members are brought 
in to strengthen the budget can more fa- 
mous and expensive performers, such as 
the Boston Pops, be brought into the 
area. 


The lament of the Arlington Heights 


Community Concert Association echoes 
that of so many other local 
cultural 


groups who don't lack the necessary sup- 
port, who don't lack talent or workers 
. . . but who are stymied by lack of ade- 
quate facilities. 


"BURGESS WROTE IT 10 years ago 


as a warning," he says. "But what he 
warned about has already come to pass. 
There are some prisons in California, 
I'm told, where they try to change men's 
minds. And that's what this film is about 
— that it is immoral to condition a man's 
mind." 


He sees a similarity between Alex, the 


character he plays, and Richard III, his 
favorite Shakespearean role. 


"They're both dreadful people," he 


says, "but lovable all the same." 


Although in his rep career he did a lot 


of Shakespeare, he's one of the few 
young actors with no ambition to play 
Hamlet. 


"Hamlet is weak and indecisive," he 


says, "and that's the kind of part I have 
trouble playing." 


But he shouldn't have to worry any 


more. With the impact he's making in 
"A Clockwork Orange," he'll probably 
have more offers than he can accept. 
And even if they don't happen, he can 
always go back to being a coffee-selling 
Scowse.

One day, early in the 1800$, a French 


inventor looked in a mirror and thought, 
"What if I could capture the picture in 
the mirror permanently, *o that one 
could have a likeness of a loved one with- 
out the expense and time of a painted 
portrait?" (Or words to that effect, and 
in French, of course.) His name was 
Louis J. M. Daguerre. 


When he told his friends about his 


plan, did they rush out and proclaim him 
man of the year? Hardly. They pro- 
claimed him flaky and in league with the 
devil. But; he succeeded in his ex- 
periments and invented the daguer- 
reotype method of photography. 


The pictures he and his imitators made 


in this manner are collectible today in 
themselves, especially if the subjects are 
rare and unusual, such as Civil War sol- 
diers (and more so if they are identi- 
fiable dignitaries) or if they depict fa- 
mous landmarks no longer extant, out- 
door scenes and political events. Those 
stiffly bearded gentlemen sitting bolt up- 
right in their chairs while their equally 
stern-faced wives attend their sides are 
fun to look at, but usually not so valu- 
able. 


What are just as interesting, and more 


salable, are the composition cases the 
pictures were mounted in. These are a 
true example of Victorian minor art and 
are made of the first plastic products. 
The composition material is like that 
used in phonograph records and check- 
ers, rather like bakclite. They are called 
"gutta pereha" from the gum of (lie tree 
by that came. They are a little later, but 
superior, to the cases which were made 
of pressed paper with a shellac finish. 


Gutta perchas were made from about 


1850 to the late 1800s. The cases open like 


a book and are usually fastened with 
clever little brass hooks and eyes. If only 
one side contains a picture, the other is 
likely to be covered with an embossed 
velvet cushion, usually bright red, gold, 
blue or green. The velvet is pressed into 
designs or may bear the name of the da- 
guerreotypist. These velvet mats would 
form an attractive collection alone. Sizes 
of the cases can be as small as a locket 
to be worn about the neck or as large as 
a good sized book. 


The outside cover design is important 


in determining value, Collators concen- 
trate on various themes: 
fraternal, 


trades, religious, political, or flower, 
shell, geometric and sentimental scenes. 
Particularly desirable are those showing 
children or historical events which can 
be identified, such as Washington cross- 
ing the Delaware or Fort Sumter with 
flag and sailing vessel. Eagle and scroll 
with Constitution and Law or anything 
pertaining to the Civil War interests an- 
tiques buffs. 


You may expect to pay anywhere from 


$10 to $75 for one of these cases in good 
condition. The pictures they contain may 
or may not be valuable. Condition of the 
case is important since the plastic mate- 
rial chips eafily. 


Shown above are some particularly 


good examples of pressed cardboard and 
gutta percha cases containing daguer- 
reotypes from the collection of Helen S.

Deakin's book tells of his experiences 


with the Partisans. It is the finest book 
yet to appear on wartime Yugoslavia. 


Deakui is no mere former parachute 


agent. Before the war he was a literary 
assistant to Churchill. After the war, 
Deakin became founder of St. Anthony's 
College* Oxford University, and is Judged 
one of Europe's great historians. 


It is no stuffy academic, however, who 


sketches terse, telltale portraits of Tito 
the unflappable, Djilas the troubled, 
Rankovic the cop.

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Neil Young's most recent album, "Har- 


vest" (Reprise MS 2032), is proof once 
again that he is one of the best song- 
writers today. But the album also proves 
that Young is not infallible. 


It's teen well ove a year shice Young's 


last album release, although he has been 
on the Crosby, Stills, Nash and Young 
live album. It seems lhat all that extra 
time Young had to work on "Harvest" is 
the culprit that brings the album short of 
greatness. 


Or perhaps it was merely that the al- 


bum was recorded in the new quadro- 
phonic technique that led Young to 
record with the London Symphony Or- 
chestra. It would be nice to be able to 
say that it was all Jack Nitzsche's fault, 
as he only produced those two songs 
done with the symphony orchestra. 


BUT WHETHER It was done just to 


' fit! four speakers with more background 


music or cot, the fact remains it should 
not have been done at all. Young should 
have stayed out of England. 


The greatness of a Neil Young song 


lies in its simplicity of melody and the 
crystal-like perfection of his word choice 
and phrasing. Through these two points, 
a listener can identify with the emotional 
content of his songs. You say, "Yah, I 
know what he ftieans. That's how I felt 
when, . ." Yoiwg's third album, "After 
the Gold Rush/' contains some of the 
best examples of Young's appeal. 


Yet it is precisely this simplicity and 


purity (if you'll allow the word) that are 
lost when Young is surrounded by the 
London Symphony. Instead of listening to 
the lyrics of "A Man Needs a Maid" and 
"There's A World." one is overcome by 
a feeling of acute embarrassment for 
Young. 


ADMITTEDLY HE has a woak voice, 


but In these two songs even the little 
voice he has seems drowned. (This is not 
intended as a criticism of Young's voice. 
If Young was a polished singer much of 
his appeal, much of the emotion in his 
songs would be lost. His voice is just 
right for his songs.) 


Missing the lyrics of these two songs, 


in this case, does not mean too much as 
* 
they are among Young's weakest. How- 
ever, there are a beautiful two lines 
among all the strings and all of "A Man 
Needs A Maid": "To give love, you gotta 
live a love/To live a love, you gotta be 
part-of." 


To offset these two "losers/' however, 


the album also contains two other songs 
that deserved to be included among 
Young's very best. They are "Heart Of 
Gold" and "Old Man." 


"Heart of Gold" is the most typical 


Young song on the album. It is the story, 
clearly told in as few words as possible, 
of a man who is searching still, not yet 
having found the relationship for which 
he is seeking. Elsewhere, Young has told 
us of the failures; here we find he is stilt 
looking but at the same time he is "get- 
ting old."

THIS IS THE song that has been re- 


leased as a single and should reach the 
top of the charts any week now. The oth- 
er voices heard on it and "Old Man" be- 
long to James Taylor and Linda Ron- 
stadt. 


Besides singing of love past and bro- 


ken, Young often sings of old men, often 
projectioning identification. "Old Man," 
included in this album, is clear on that 
point, although here he is trying to get 
the old man to identify with him; "Old 
man look at my life. I'm a lot like you 
were./Okl man take a look at my life — 
24 and there's so much more." 


Much of the album reveals the strong 


country background to Young's work. 
There are "Out on the Weekend," "Har- 
vest" and — if you miss the point — 
"Are Your Ready For the Country?" The 
latter song contains some political in- 
sights, such as "Slipping and sliding and 
playing domino/Lefting and righting it's 
not a crime you know." 


GIVING YOUNG an assist here are 


David Crosby and Graham Nash. The 
fourth and last member of Crosby, Stills, 
Nash and Young — Steven Stills — joins 
the act on "Alabama" and "Words," the 
two songs here that most closely ap- 
proach that group's style. 


"Alabama" appears to be a follow- 


through on the earlier recorded "South- 
ern Man." It is political to the extent 
that it criticizes the southern state for 
not accepting the rest of the country's 
aid in its struggle -to overcome racial 
prejudice, But it's also about people and 
"banjos playing thru the broken glass 
windows down in Alabama." He asks, 
"What's going wrong?" after describing 
the state as a land whose "Cadillac has 
got a wheel in the ditch/And a wheel on 
the track." 


FOR THE MOST part, Young is back- 


ed very competently by the Stray Ga- 
tors: Ben Keith on steel guitar, Kenny 
Buttrey on drums, Tim Drummond on 
bass and Nitzsche on piano and slide gui- 
tar. But on the one song recorded live, 
"The Needle and the Damage Done," he 
is unaccompanied. The song is a strong 
anti-heroin piece. 


As with each of Young's albums, "Har- 


vest" makes one impatient for the next 
album. He is so good we can only hope 
that the wait this time won't be as long 
as the last one was.

A Paddock Review 


'Midsummer Night's Dream 


A Step Past The Ordinary 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Schaumburg Festival Theatre has gone 


out of its way to acquaint community 
theater audiences with something just a 
little out of tho ordinary. 


Members are currently staging a Sha- 


kespearean comedy, "A Midsummer 
Night's Dream." It is the first time in 
the area that a local guild has attempted 
any major work by William Shakes- 
peare. 


Overall, the opening night performance 


was commendable. After all, Shakes- 
peare is not the easiest work to success- 
fully produce. The language is a chal- 
lenge in itself. The cast members, 
through a series of workshops held long 
before rehearsals even began, invested 
long practice hours in learning the prop- 
er diction of old English dialog. 


THIS PREPARATION shows. But even 


so, acute concentration on the part of the 
audience is required to understand each 
spoken line. Many of the actors tend to 
speak too fast. Some lines go unheard. 


The exception is Barbara Ashby, who 


plays Hermia. There is not a noticeable 
flaw in her speech and the inflections, 
the pauses, are all expertly put. 


Nick Bottom as the eccentric weaver 


and Pyramus, a role he plays within the 
comedy itself, is also quite good and eas- 
ily understood. 


Schaumburg Festival Theatre sticks to 


the script but adds its own modern dress. 
I don't think William Shakespeare would 
mind seeing beloved Hermia in a denim 
knicker outfit, Demetrius in a jumpsuit, 
Lysander in modern day hippie garb and 
Theseus in an updated business suit.

THE SETTING too was quite simple 


but very well done. 


For those who aren't familiar with "A 


Midsummer Night's Dream," the play is 
very characteristic of many of Shakes- 
peare's comedies with lots of interwoven 
plots, bits of fantasy and a happily-ever- 
after ending. 


The story line goes something like this 


. . . Hermia is in love with Lysander and 
Lysander loves Hermia. But Demetrius 
is also in love with Hermia and he, un- 
like Lysander, has Hermia's father on 
his side. And, of course, in Shakes- 
peare's day, womean were always to 
obey the wishes of their fathers. 


But there is more . . . Helena is in love 


with Demetrius, but, of course, he in 
turn loathes the sight of her. And to 
make it complete, the King and Queen 
of the fairies are feuding. 


BUT A LITTLE fairy potion straight- 


ens out the situation although it is at 
first sprinkled on the wrong people to 
present an even more outlandish situ- 
ation. 


Although Schaumburg Festival Theatre 


more or less has to take potluck with its 
present facilities in the Great Hall, the 
seating arrangement is less than ade- 
quate. 


People seated in the back rows missed 


the entire action on the floor. Sometimes 
actors disappeared altogether from view. 
It is nice to note that the room was 
filled, an encouraging indication that 
people do appreciate Shakespeare, but 
then again, it seriously hampered many 
theatergoers' visions.

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Judith Crist On Movies 


Mediums Of Present Generation 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


She turned the tables. A forthright, dis- 


tinguished movie critic put the pressure 
on the public. 


Before an audience of Harper College 


students and area residents Monday eve- 
ning, Judith Crist urged everyoneHo de- 
velop their own critical viewing stan- 
dards* 


"The only thing that separates laymen 


from the critics is that the critic has the 
job," she said. "We have reached the 
point where we first say give me the cul- 
ture and now, tell me what I am sup- 
posed to think about it. We listen and 
swallow it whole without questioning.*1 


Judith Crist is a film and drama com- 


mentator on the NBC-TV "Today Show" 
and film critic for TV Guide Magazine. 


A well-known and widely-read writer, 


Mrs. Crist uses an open, hard hitting lan- 
guage flavored with goodly portions of 
witticism. 


HER TALK was one of a series of 


Cultural Arts events being administered 
by the Harper Student Activities Office. 


Mrs. Crist said that it is not a matter 


of frequency of seeing films or experi- 
ence that allows one to articulate as a 
critic. 


"It's one product you buy sight un- 


seen/' she said. "The minute you buy a 
ticket you have voted in favor of that 
movie. But no one knows what happens 
when you go into the movie house. Did 
you ever come out and say to the man- 
ager I liked that film or gee, I want my 
money back? Have you ever reacted as 
a critic? 


"We are 
becoming extremely in- 


articulate about movies. We should take 
an individual stand ... not what our 
friends want us to think." 


While originally slated to speak on the 


topic, "Current Trends in Film Making," 
Mrs. Crist briefly directed herself to the 
area by saying, "In college, movies were 
what I cut class to see and are now what 
collegiates get credit to see. That points 
out some sort of trend." 


"MOVIES IN MY time and generation 


held low esteem. They were the mass 
entertainment and other things were al- 
ways considered more important to do. 
Going to the movies was the forbidden 
fruit/' she continued. 


"But today films are the mediums of 


the present generation. We have begun to 
take movies seriously." 


It was always her dream to become a 


film critic Judith Crist told her audience, 


"I wished I could be seeing all the 


movies on company time . . . in broad 
daylight even ... to be able to say I was 
working and being paid for what I 
think," she said in referring to early am- 
bitions that have all been realized. 


"I WAS AT the right time and the right 


place when movies became extremely 
fashionable. No longer are they the mass 
entertainment. Movies are not made for 
everyone any more because television is 
now made for everyone." 


Proceeding into an historical approach 


Mrs. Crist commented that movies would 
have remained silent except for the in- 
vention of radio. 


"People could stay home and listen for 


free. That was the impetus for talking 
pictures," she said.

a sl&ek Joe Louis stalking a challenger. 


In 1046 the folks in Contralia, III., knew 


about Joe DiMaggio and Joe Louis. They 
read the newspapers and listened to the 
radio. 


But they weren't asking, "How are the 


Yankees going to do next year?" They 


weren't asking, "Who's Louis going to 
fight-next?" 


The real heroes to the people of Cen- 


tralia at the corner barber shop, or the 
drug store, or the grocery store were 
youngsters like Colin Anderson, Kenny 
McBride, Charles Oland, Harold Rush, 
and Don Schnake.

Everybody talked about Art Trout. Ev-

It was 1946 in Centralia, and the talk 


was about basketball, high school basket- 
ball, a lively subject in every southern 
Illinois town, a subject that stirred the 
emotions of young and old.

says 


Schnake. "We won five in a row, were 
ranked No. 1 in the state, and then lost 
five in a row. We finally ended up with a 
30-10 record." 


They ended up second in the state. 
Art Trout, the man who guided Cen- 


tralia basketball fortunes for 37 years, 
•never worried about the conference 


championship. If they won it, fine. He 
worried about the state tourney. That 
was his goal, that was what he was 
building for in any season. 


"We were playing for the conference 


championship one year in Harrisburg," 
Schnake recalls, "and the gym was so 
bad, so dangerous the way it was laid out 
with the-brick and everything, that Trout 
didn't even dress his first five. He didn't 
want anybody hurt with the state tourney 
coming up. 


"He always played for the state. He'd 


lose early if lie had to just to get a point 
across. I remember one time we were 
playing and my grandfather came to sec 
us. He had never seen me in a game, 
and this was a special trip. Here I was 
supposed to be the big starter, you know 
how kills talk, hut before the game Trout 
lined up everybody in the locker room 
and snid he had been getting some static 
on who had been starting. So, he wanted 
to know a good game to help him choose 
his starters. It ended up one potato, two 
potato . . . I didn't start . . . and it was 
embarrassing 
with 
my 
grandfather 


there." 


Centralia's Trout, one of the most de- 


lightful men in the history of Illinois 
schoolboy basketball, liked to run his 
own show, without outside interference. 
He gave the school 65 basketball trophies 
so it was hard to argue with his methods. 


"We had a young kid (Center Chuck 


Oland) on our team, who had played 


with 
the varsity 
as 
a 
freshman," 


Schnake remembers, "and Trout was 
getting a lot of pressure from people in 
town about playing him. They didn't 
think he was ready for the varsity. They 
kept saying he had to be seasoned before 
he was ready. 


"Well, Trout had enough of this talk. 


One night, in front of about 3500 people, 
he strapped a harness around Gland's 
head, and put some vegetables and other 
stuff in it, while we were warming up. 
Then he had this giant salt and pepper 
shaker, and he would walk out occasion- 
ally and liberally 'salt' or 'pepper* Oland 
down. Then he made the announcement 
that due to many requests, he had sea- 
soned Oland and he now considered him 
ready for varsity competition. He didn't 
want to hear anything more about it. 
And he didn't" 


Centralia recovered from an early-sea- 


son slump in 1946 to begin its drive for 
the state finals. They had not reached 
the state tourney since 1942, the year 
Dike Eddleman keyed a fantastic fourth 
period rally that beat Paris (and Warren 
Collier) for the state title. 


"We didn't have a real tough game un- 


til the sectional finals when we beat 
Pinckneyville 42-40," says Schnake. "We 
were just starting to roll then and we felt 
good about our chances." 


Tourney play opened on a Thursday at 


the University of Illinois' Huff Gym, and 
Centralia blasted Kewanee, 50-36. They 


rolled over Robinson, 63-50, but just got 
by a good Dundee team from the Chi- 
cago area, 45-44. That set the stage for a 
m e e t i n g w i t h h i g h l y regarded 
Champaign, a state runnerup in 1945. 


"We had reached our goal of getting to 


the state finals," says Schnake, "and 
when you got there, when you played a 
fourth game in three days as it was set 
up then, you were just playing on in- 
stinct. We came back some in the fourth 
quarter but had a bad second period and 
just couldn't recover. They beat us, 54- 
43."xDon scored six points in the cham- 
pionship game. 


"It was the dream of every kid grow- 


ing up in Centralia to play for the high 
school team," Schnake continued, "arid 
then when it was all over, you could look 
back on so many wonderful experiences. 
Playing in that state tournament is 
something I'll never forget." 


There is no sports activity in the state 


that grips the imagination, that thrills 
the population or delights as many as the 
state basketball tourney. 


Maybe it is because it truly is the 


state's own event, a tourist attraction for 
its own people. Maybe it is because the 
faces are clean, still scrubbed by an eth- 
ic that some believe has disappeared 
from the college and professional sports 
scene. 


It's basketball tourney time now, and 


the regionals will be decided tonight. It's 
just a first step, but an important step. 


It's tourney time, and there are many 


youngsters in Illinois with the dream of 
playing in a state championship game. 


Don Schnake had that dream in 1946.

I never heard, so I guess it's 
out. If 1 could, I'd rather stay at home 
instead of traveling. That's one of the 
reasons 1 quit." 


"Would you accept something else- 


where?" 


"I would if the price is right." 
"How much do you miss all this?" 
"1 miss it," owned up Mickey Mantle, 


who is 40 now. 


"Especially whenever I'm down here 


and see the guys getting ready. It makes 
you feel like you wanna be one of them." 


"What do you miss most?" 
"The competition, 1 guess, and you 


know, the brotherhood. You get to be like 
a brother to everybody . . . with fellas 
like Whitey Ford and Billy Martin . . . 
when you come to spring training it's 
more like a homecoming. You remember 
all the things you did last year, especial- 
ly if you had a good year, you remember 
all the good things. Those are some of 
the things I miss." 


"What don't you miss?" 
"The traveling and not being able to 


walk through the lobby." 


"You mean the autographs?" 
"I suppose getting autographs is all 


right, really, but after you get one, 
what've you got?" 


"Haven't you ever asked anyone for an 


autograph?" 1 asked Mantle. 


"Only one time in Pittsburg, Kan.," he 


said. 


"It was for my wife. I was 18 and she 


was 17 and she wanted Harry James* 
autograph. I stood in line to get it and I 


said that would be the last one I'd ever 
get. It was." 


Mickey Mantle would like to try man- 


aging a ball club but denies ever saying 
he wanted the Texas Rangers* job Ted 
Williams has now. 


"Everybody kept asking me about that 


job," he says, "and I kept saying Wil- 
liams is the manager. 1 never said I'd 
like to manage them." 


"Do you think you can manage a ma- 


jor league club?" I asked him. 


"I don't see why in hell not," he said. 


"I played under two of the best, Casey 
Stengel and Ralph Houk. I can remem- 
ber almost everything Casey ever told 
me. I'm a good listener." 


Sitting there in the dugout with Mantle, 


I asked him what one experience in his 
IP years with the Yankees stuck with 
him most and after thinking a while, he 
said, "How are you gonna pick one in 18 
years?" 


I told him three would stick with me. 


One was how he said he was sure he 
wouldn't make the club the first year he 
came up, two was how he cried when he 
was sent back to the minors, and three 
was how he came back after one of his 
more serious injuries and hit a pinch hit 
homer against Baltimore at Yankee Sta- 
dium, I told him that last one gave me 
goose bumps.

ized a lifelong dream by building his own 
35-foot Trimara ketch. Quee Queg, and 
sailing it around the world in two and 
one half years, will tell his exciting sto- 
ry, with pictures, at the Midwest Boat 
Show at the Arlington Park Exposition 
Center. 


Quen's picture-narration 
will 
take 


place at 9 p.m. on Sunday, March 12, and 
will kick-off a Best Boating Story contest 
at Midwest Boat Show, which opens Fri- 
day, 
March 10, and continues for ten 


days through Sunday. Ma^ch 19. 


Boating fans inspired by his oddessy on 


the oceans are urged to write about their 
favorite boating adventure in 500 words 
or less, and turn it in to their marine 
dealer, who in turn, will enter it for them 
in the Midwest Boat Show contest. Win- 
ner will receive $100 and three runner- 
ups each will win S5t>, according to Ed- 
ward P, Hansen, president of the Mid- 
west Boat Show. 


Cultra's 40.000-mite voyage includes 


such adventures as being washed over- 
board with his first mate, surviving six 
big storms, having his crewmate ar- 
rested as a spy, being rammed by a 
Greek freighter, and being followed by a 
herd of whales for nearly 24 hours. 


People throughout the world were 


friendly, h& reports, and helpful to him. 
In return for food, Cultra took natives of 
Africa and other places sailing on the 
Quee Queg. The ketch was named for 
the harpooner in Herman Melville's 
Moby Dick, and was equipped with two 
double beds, two settees, a galley with 
pots, pans, dishes, and a large naviga- 
tional table with a radio. 


Beginning wigh $6.000, Cultra budgeted 


for only SiOO a month, including mainte- 
nance on the boat. He spent about $1.50 a 
day on food, and had $25 left when he 
sailed into Burnham Harbor. He and 
crew ate twice a day, with bread, eggs. 


potatoes, onions and carrots supple- 
mented by fish. 


Off Madagascar, he almost perished 


when washed over the side with a crew 
mate. Both men reached a desolate 
shoreline, and one went walking toward 
the nearest town, 100 miles away. Quen 
stayed near the boat and natives helped 
him reach his craft, while his wandering 
mate was arrested as a spy. 


The same night, they were rammed by 


the 70,000-ton Greek freighter, Appollina, 
which sighted his distress flare, turned 
around, and picked up the boat and 
crew. It took six weeks to make repairs. 


Navigation was by sun and star sight- 


ing with a sextant. He was able to pin- 
point the boat's location by a series of 
precisely timed calculations. But, he got 
lost during overcast. 


Cultra took 250 books with him, and the 


crew spent calm times reading and dis- 
cussing the books they read. He got mar- 
ried shortly after returning home, and 
now is a navigation teacher.

As far 
as pictures are concerned, we can only publish so many . . . 
and the requests for actual pictures can be made by writing 
to specific studios and networks . . . well provide the addresses 
for you. 


While some letters do take a number of days to answer, rest 


assured that all letters do receive our attention.

Would Eliminate Unpaved Drives 
Driveway Code Revisions 
May Be Considered Monday 


Revisions in the Hoffman Estates 


driveway ordinance, proposed to require 
all 
driveways 
opening 
onto 
village 


streets to be constructed of asphalt or 
concrete by six months after adoption, 
may be brought to the village board 
Monday night. 


The board's Judiciary committee, head- 


ed by Trustee Edward Henncssy, com- 
p 1 e t e d preparation of the revision 
Wednesday. Hennessy hopes the revi- 
sions will be typed and ready for board 
review by Monday. He does not, how- 
ever, expect board action on the measure 
until after other trustees have had time 
to study It. 


Under the revision, all crushed stone, 


dirt or other unpaved driveways would 
be Illegal at the end of the six-month 
grace period. Covered by the ordinance 
would be any place where a car Is driven 
or parked on private property from the 
front of the building to the street. Park- 
ing on dirt along driveways would be 
prohibited, said Hennessy. 


"Anyplace you drive your auto must be 


a paved surface," said Hennessy. Under 
the revision's terms, "all driveways, 
prons or runways that do not conform 
must be made to comply within six 
months after the adoption of the ordi- 
nance." 


THE REVISION also sets a maximum 


width for driveways, which is new. The 
old minimum of 10 feet is retained, but a 
maximum 30-foot width is being pro- 
posed. Another section prohibits driving 
over curbs, walkways and lawns and 
over sidewalks in any places other than 
driveways. 


The provisions would apply to all kinds 


of driveways, not just those at private 
residences, said Hennessy. But it would 
not apply to driveways feeding onto 
county or state roads. Those must con- 
form to state and county standards, 
which may vary from village require- 
ments, said Hennessy. 


The committee also completed work on 


revisions in the village miscellaneous of- 
fense law, examples being laws covering 
dogs and garbage regulations. These will

A civic-minded, "realistic" 18-year-old 


is being sought by Dick Regan, chairman 
of the Hoffman Estates Plan Commis- 


If the right person comes forth, Regan 


would like to recommend his or her ap- 
pointment to the planning group. The va- 
cancy exists because of a recent resigna- 
tion. 


Regan tendered the invitation Tuesday 


as he addressed social science students 
at James R. Conant High School. He was 
one of four speakers who spoke on the 
role of planning and zoning in the growth 
of communities. 


THE OTHER speakers were Robert 


Valentino, chairman of the Hoffman Es- 
tates Zoning Board; Leonard Birnbaum, 
public relations vice president for Hoff- 
man Rosnur Corp.. single-family home 
developer 
in

Thomas Cuoper, an executive with Cen- 
tex4Vinstori Corp., developer of the Win- 
ston Knolls subdivision in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


"t don't want an idealist, I want a real- 


ist.'' Regan told the students. He said 
anyone interested in serving on the plan 
commission must be willing to devote a 
minimum of eight hours a week to the 
position. The plan commission meets 
twice monthly. There are. however, 
many committee meetings plus a good 
deal of study and reading involved. 


There Is no "compensation but a "lot 


of satisfaction" Involved in the position, 
Regan said. 


REGAN SAID a major reason he is 


looking for a young person is because the 
village of Hoffman Estates "needs feed- 
back from youth." He emphasized there 
is a good deal of responsibility connected 
with the position. "You will have the say- 
so," he told the students. 


A major consideration of the plan com- 


mission presently, he said, is water. 
Planning has to be done now to prevent a 
severe water shortage, he said. 


The only solution is sinking deeper and 


deeper wells, a costly operation, he said. 
The water table in the Northwest sub- 
urbs is sinking, he added and the avail- 
ability of "shallow wells" is being de- 
pleted. 


The second major consideration is the 


local "road system," he added. 


VALENTINO spoke on the role of zon- 


ing in a community's growth. He said 
zoning cannot be "discriminatory" with 
regard to race, color or income. "Nor 
can it be static," he added. 


Cooper and Birnbaum emphasized the 


trend in local developments is toward 
' ' o w n e r s h i p ' 1 units such as con- 
dominiums, townhouses and quadromi- 
niums. The apartment market is soft, 
Cooper said. 


Because of land costs, single-family 


home development isn't as profitable as 
it once was, the two said. 


Robert Lyons, head of the social sci- 


ence department, said a number of stu- 
dents have expressed interest in serving 
on the plan commission. 


It is really too early however to ascer- 


tain if any of the interested student will 
actually apply for the position, he said. 


not be presented to the board until after 
they are reviewed by Police Chief John 
O'Connell.

clude traffic offenses, said Hennessy. 
The committee will look at the traffic 
offense regulations next, with an eye to- 
ward clarifying and streamling them. 


The committee did not take action on 


proposed adoption of the Building Offi- 
cials Conference 
of America (BOCA) 


plumbing code, or on a proposed revision 
in the ordinance regulating solicitors, as 
had been expected. 


Daniel Murphy, building inspector, was 


to have prepared a list of exceptions to 
the BOCA code, to allow village adoption 
along with retention of village used test- 
ing procedures. The BOCA code pre- 
scribes testing procedures different from 
those used by the village. Murphy report- 
ed he was not ready with the list, and 
asked for more time.

Ice Bucket May 
Be Built In Area 


The Ice Bucket, a facility for amateur 


ice hockey play, recreational skating and 
other activities, is expected to locate in 
Hoffman Estates. 


Site of the Ice Bucket, pending approv- 


al of zoning, is planned for 14 acres on 
the south side of Golf Road near Oak- 
mont Road, across from the High Point 
South subdivision. 


The site planned was confirmed by Art 


Keller of Hoffman Rosner Corp., from 
whom the site is to be purchased. Kelter 
also is president of the Greater Wood- 
field Area Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry. 


The facility, hoped to be open by Sep- 


tember, 1972, is to be built by a group of 
investors headed by local sporting goods 
merchant Lou Bocci, who was unavail- 
able for comment yesterday. 


WHEN ANNOUNCING plans recently 


to locate it locally, Bocci said The Ice 
Bucket will have an 85-by-200-foot regu- 
lation ice hockey rink and seating for ap- 


proximately 3,000 persons. 


Tentatively planned is a large pro shop 


with an extensive array of hockey equip- 
ment, he added. A snack shop concession 
and an "exclusive type restaurant with a 
club atmosphere" also are contemplated. 


An outdoor rink, as part of first-phase 


development, also is being considered, he 
added. 


Indoor tennis courts, handball courts, 


bowling lanes and a health spa all have 
been mentioned by Bocci as possibilities 
for second-phase development. 


Expressing "prime concern" for the 


Hoffman Estates-Schaumburg area, Boc- 
ci said the Ice Bucket also will fill the 
need for amateur ice hockey play in the 
surrounding area. 


There also will be time available for 


skating instruction for schools and the 
park districts, Bocci said. The proposed 
location is adjacent to a school site do- 
nated by Hoffman Rosner to Schaum- 
burg Township Dist. 54, Kelter added 
yesterday.

Sacred Heart Ownership Changes

Ownership of Sawed Heart of Mary 


High School in Rolling Meadows has con- 
verted from the Religious Order of Sa- 
cred Heart to the Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago. 


Despite the change of ownership, the 


school will be kept open. 


An announcement of the change in 


ownership was made yesterday to stu- 
dents at the school by Principal Len Bae- 
nen. An all-school assembly is planned at 
8:30 this morning at which time Baenen 
will discuss the new development. 


The New York-based order is selling 


the school, which it has wholly owned 
and operated since it opened in 1961. be- 
cause of extreme financial difficulties 
and problems in staffing. 


At the present time, Sacred Heart 


School has an indebtedness of $'2.26 mil- 
lion. 


The school was built at a cost of $2.8 


million on land donated to it by the arch- 
diocese. At the time of construction the 
archdiocese 
also gave the order

$ 11X3,900 grant to defray the cost of con- 
structing a convent, 


THE ORDKR OK SACKED HEART is 


now unable to make payments on princi- 
pal and interest to an Eastern insurance 
company that holds the mortgage on the 
school. 


A si.s MILLION loan was made to the 


order by the archdiocese several years 
ago. There has been no payment on the 
principal of this loan and for the past 
four years there has been no payment on 
the interest. 


Specific details of the transfer of own- 


ership are still being worked out between

Liaison Man For Area 
Walsh Named To State Post 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh yesterday was named to the post 
of assistant director of local government 
affairs by Cov, Richard Ogilvie, 


As assistant director, Walsh, <14, will be 


the stale official most directly respon- 
sible for liaison work between the state 
and local governments in the six-county 
area of northeastern Illinois. 


Walsh said yesterday that he would 


continue to serve as village president of 
Arlington Heights but that he will take a 
one-year leave of absence from North- 
west Firestone. Inc.. which he owns and 
operates. 


The appointment was effective imme- 


diately and Walsh will take up offices 
Monday in the State of Illinois Building. 
IKO N. LaSalle St. in Chicago. 


The Department of Local Government 


Affairs was created two years ago by 
Ogilvie and has four main areas of re- 
sponsibility. 


—It is the principal agency in North- 


eastern Illinois for processing funds for 
municipal planning and housing. 


—It deals directly with local govern- 


ments on the enforcement of state and 
federal anti-pollution standards. 


—It is the chief liaison office between 


the governor and the' leaders of local 
governmental bodies in Northeastern Illi- 
nois. 


—It works with problems of mass 


transportation, an area in which Walsh 
has demonstrated a keen interest, and it 
coordinates interagency and interstate 
mass transportation programs as they 
affect local government. 


"THIS DEPARTMENT was created 


some two years ago as a result of the 
governor's pledge to see to the needs of 
local governments," Walsh said. 


"Frankly, this department is an advo- 


cate of local government, as am 1, and 
we intend to deal directly with the issues

Confusion for drivers in Schaumburg 


Township about whether Ihey are in the 
village of Hoffman Estates or the village 
of Schaumburg could be minimized by a 
proposal under investigation by the Hoff- 
man Estates Public Works Committee. 


The committee Wednesday night in- 


structed Kenneth Dean, streets superin- 
tendent, to learn the cost of purchasing 
"Welcome to Hoffman Estates" signs for 
the main roads feeding into the village. 


Trustee Virginia Hayter. committee 


chairman, said 
estimates 
tentatively 


show the per sign cost, 
without 
in- 


stallation, could range between $125 and 
$200. according to size. The committee is 
thinking in terms of simple redwood 
signs, said Mrs. Hayter. 


Dean is to compile a list of potential 


locations, and likely will propose a lump 
sum appropriation by the village board, 
said Mrs. Hayter. Dean then would be 
instructed to purchase as many signs as 
the lump sum would accommodate. 


Also to be investigated by the com- 


mittee is the cost of purchasing a back- 
hoc for use in emergency excavations for 
water or sewer main repairs, Currently 
the village contracts with Stompanato 
Plumbing Corp.. Hoffman Estates, and 
Calabrese & Decina, Arlington Heights, 
for such work. Rates are $22 per hour for 
a man and machine, and $10 per hour for 
additional men. with the village usually 
using four men in a crew. 


LAST YEAR the village spent approxi- 


mately $48.000 for the work, said Mrs. 
Hayter. The investigation is to determine 
the potential for a savings if the village 
owns the machinery necessary for the 
excavations, and hires men to do the 
work. 


"It's a substantial amount," said Mrs. 


Hayter. Occasions for emergency repair 
occur with varying frequency, but there 
are "sometimes two per week," she said. 


While no decision has been made, Mrs. 


Hayter said the village probably will not 
buy a new machine, but may instead 
purchase a rebuilt one. Addition of two 
employes might also be required, she 
said. 


Recommendations to the village board 


for rebuilding a well and digging a new 
one also were approved. 


Under improvement maintenance, the 


committee recommended rebuilding and 
rewiring the well near Bluebonnet Lane 
in Parcel A to increase its capacity. The 
increase would depend on specifications 
for the pump sine of the rebuilt system. 
Specifications are to be brought to the 
village board as soon as they arc pre- 
pared. 


APRIL I WAS SET as the target date 


to advertise for bids to dig a new well on 
a combined site between Hassell Road 
developments by Kaufman and Broad 
and Multicon. Bids would be due about 
three weeks after the advertisement. 


The committee received a certified let- 


ter renewing a commitment by Hermi- 
tage Trace to either dig a well to serve 
its residents, or give the village $40,000 
to dig it, The commitment now is effec- 
tive until Aug. 30. 


Also discussed by the committee was' 


the color selection for a 400,000-gallon ca- 
pacity water storage tank north of Has- 
sell Road. The committee has a choice 
between silvery green or blue, said Mrs. 
Hayter.

have gained in local government in the 
past 11 years," Walsh said. 


"Of particular interest are the in- 


novative opportunities in the community 
services activities of the department and 
the unutilized opportunities offered to lo- 
cal government under the new (state) 
constitution," he said.

As they watched neighboring homes 


and businesses being taken over by the 
Ned Brown Forest Preserve, long-time 
residents of the Elk Grove Mobile Home 
Park have realized in recent years that 
their time would eventually come. 


But with the announcement this week 


that the park will have to be relocated to 
allow for development of a 1,200-acre re- 
servoir, the realization has hit the resi- 
dents fully. 


"The people here are upset," said 01- 


gie Gowen, operator of Lynn's Food Shop 
located in the trailer park. 
"They've 


been talking about it all week and some 
of them are really worried." 


GOWEN, WHO moved to the trailer 


park in 1959, is one of the park's 700 resi- 
dents who have watched in recent years 
as the neighboring forest preserve ex- 
panded to almost completely surround 
the trailer park, located at 941 W. Hig- 
gins Rd. 


In the last two years, a tavern, a gar- 


den center and farm have been added to 
the forest preserve's territory, leaving 
the trailer park alone in the unincorpo- 
rated area of Elk Grove Township south 
of 
Rolling 
Meadows 
and 
Arlington 


Heights and north of Elk Grove Village. 


"This is the only spot they haven't 


got," Gowen said. "And you knew they 
weren't going to let it go forever." 


The trailer park is located on an 11- 


acre tract surrounded on three sides by 
the 3,800-acre forest preserve. Its reloca- 
tion is called for in a revised draft of the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed Plan, which 
was presented to its 13 sponsors Monday. 


UNDER THE PLAN, six reservoirs - 


including one in the Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve — would be constructed along 
the creek to prevent flooding. The Ned 
Brown reservoir, which would double as 
a recreational lake, would force reloca- 
tion of the trailer park because its eleva- 
tion would be higher than the park dur- 
ing flood stages. 


Approval of all 13 sponsors is required 


before an application can be made for 
federal funds. Only one sponsor, the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District of Greater 


Chicago, has formally approved the $34 
million project. 


Residents of the trailer park expressed 


dissatisfaction with the prospect of mov- 
ing, although many noted that it would 
probably be some time before such ac- 
tion is forced. 


"I really think we've got nothing to 


worry about for two or three years," one 
woman said. "It'll take at least that long 
! 


for them to find another place." 


"My lease (on the store) is up this 


year, but I'm not afraid of taking anoth- 
er two-year lease," Gowen said. "They 
(the forest preserve district) will grab it 
when they want it, but it won't be for a 
while." 


The owner of the park, Mary Sher, re- 
; 


fused to comment on the proposed rslo- 
| 


cation, but resident-manager Fred Luns- 
man said he has had no official notifica- 
tion of the proposal. 


"Nobody told me anything," he said. 


"I don't know anything. I don't even 
know that it's going to be moved."

Relocating 170 families from their 


homes is no easy matter, says Arthur L. 
Janura, general superintendent of the 
Cook County Forest Preserve District, 
which is required by law to find alter- 
nate property when obtaining land for 
forest preserve use. 


Janura is faced with the problem as a 


result of a proposal contained in the Up- 
per Salt Creek Watershed Plan, forcing 
relocation of the Elk Grove Mobile Home 
Park. Moving the park is necessary 
for the development of a 1,200-acre reser- 
voir in the Ned Brown Forest Preserve. 


"To relocate a trailer camp such as 


that is not simple," he said. "This is not 
just land we're talking about — there are 
people involved. And none of the commu- 
nities are going to want a trailer park." 


Janura noted many of the 
families 


have lived there for some time, and relo- 
cating the park would cause many prob- 
lems. 


Students in the park attend Salt Creek 


School in Elk Grove Village and Elk 
Grove High School. Salt Creek School has 
about 85 students from the trailer park 
out of a total enrollment of 550. 


JANURA SAID the district has set no 


timetable for relocating the 700 trailer 
dwellers. The $34 million project is de- 
pendent on federal funding, which cannot 
be applied for until all 13 sponsoring 
agencies have given their approval. 


Project sponsors are the North Cook 


County Soil and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict; the forest preserve district; the vil- 
lages of Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg, 
and Palatine; the City of Rolling Mead- 
ows; Cook County; the park districts of 
Palatine, Schaumburg, Salt Creek Rural 
and Elk Grove; the I l l i n o i s Depart- 
ment of Transportation, Division of Wa- 
terways; and the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District of Greater Chicago. The MSD is 
the only agency which has formally en- 
dorsed the project.

Schools To Continue Fight 
Today For New School Site 


School Dist. 21 today will continue its 


fight to receive a free school site at the 
corner of Willow and Wolf roads in unin- 
corporated Wheeling. 


Dist. 21 officials will appear at the 


Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
hearing in the Wheeling Village Hall. The 
hearing will follow a case involving the 
Whippletree Village sales office. The 
hearings are expected to get under way 
at 3p.m. 


The hearing involving Dist. 21 will de- 


termine whether the land the district 
wants for a school site can be rezoned. 
The seven-acre site Is presently owned 
by the Lamplighter apartments and if it 


is given to the school district the over-all 
size of the apartment complex will be 
reduced. This will cause the Lamplighter 
complex to be in violation of county zon- 
ing regulations. 


THE REGULATIONS state only a cer- 


tain number of apartments can be built 
on a certain size of property. Without the 
change the owners of the complex fear 
that if part of the apartments are de- 
stroyed by fire or other disaster, they 
would be unable to rebuild them. 


Because of this they will fight the dis- 


trict's attempts to get the site — unless 
the rezoning is granted. 


School Supt. Ken Gill said he hopes the 


land owners will donate the school site to 


Arlington's Jack Walsh 


Named To State Position 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh yesterday was named to the post 
of assistant director of local government 
affairs by Gov. Richard Ogllvie. 


As assistant director. Walsh, 44, will be 


the state official most directly respon- 
sible for liaison work between the state 
and local governments In the six-county 
area of northeastern Illinois. 


Walsh said yesterday that he would 


continue to serve as village president of 
Arlington Heights but that he will take a 
one^year leave of absence from North- 
west Firestone, Inc., which he owns and 
operates. 


The appointment was effective imme- 


diately and Walsh will take up offices 
Monday in the State of Illinois Building, 
160 N. LaSalle St. in Chicago. 


The Department of Local Government 


Affairs was created two years ago by 
Ogilvie and has four main areas of re- 
sponsibility. 


—It is the principal agency in North- 


eastern Illinois for processing funds for 
municipal planning and housing. 


—It deals directly with local govern- 


ments on the enforcement of state and 
federal anti-pollution standards, 


—It is the chief liaison office between 


the governor and the leaders of local 
governmental bodies in Northeastern Illi- 
nois, 


—It works with problems of mass 


transportation, an area In which Walsh 
has demonstrated a keen interest, and it 
coordinates Interagency and interstate 
mass transportation programs as they 
affect local government. 


"THIS DEPARTMENT was created 


some two years ago as a result of the 
governor's pledge to see to the needs of 
local governments." Walsh said. 


"Frankly, this department is an advo- 


cate of local government, as am I, and 


we intend to deal directly with the issues 
confronting local governments and to 
help these governments with state ex- 
pertise and funds." 


Walsh said he expects to spend most of 


his time as assistant director in the Chi- 
cago area but added he will have to trav- 
el to Springfield periodically. 


In announcing the appointment, Ogilvie 


said, "Mr. Walsh's experience in local 
government and his business background 
make him extrerpely well suited to serve 
the needs of Illinois municipalities in the 
state-level department." 


Walsh will work for a former Peoria 


mayor, Robert J, Lehnhausen, who was 
appointed director of the Department of 
Local Government Affairs in January of 
1970. He will receive a $27,000 annual 
salary and have a small staff to assist 
him. 


Walsh said he and the governor first 


discussed the new job about three weeks 
ago and that he told Ogilvie he would 
accept the position several days ago dur- 
ing a meeting with the governor in Chi- 
cago. 


"I VIEW THE JOB as an exceptional 


chance to make use of the experience I 
have gained in local government in the 
past 11 years," Walsh said. 


"Of particular interest are the in- 


novative opportunities in the community 
services activities of the department and 
the unutilized opportunities offered to lo- 
cal government under the new (state) 
constitution," he said. 


Walsh, who has been Arlington Heights 


village president since 1969, succeeds a 
former village president of Park Forest, 
Bernard G. Cunningham, in the state 
post, 


Cunningham was recently appointed 


secretary for mass transportation in the 
state Department of Transportation, 


Dist. 21. However, if the owner fails to 
win the zoning change, Gill said the dis- 
trict may be forced to condemn the land 
and pay between $300,000 and $400,000 for 
it. 


Everett Lewy, school board attorney, 


said, "This alternate plan would delay 
construction and leave the district to pay 
the cost of the land." 


THE ATTORNEY also said county zon- 


ing officials arranged today's hearing 
when they learned Dist. 21 is busing chil- 
dren across the district. They do this be- 
cause of the absence of a Prospect 
Heights school. 


The long-anticipated school on the 


Lamplighter site would directly serve 
Prospect Heights. It would also have an 
indirect effect on James Whitcomb Riley 
School in Arlington Heights and Robert 
Frost School in Mount Prospect, since 
Prospect Heights students now attend 
both schools, 


Gill said he has urged Dist. 21 resi- 


dents to attend today's meeting to testify 
to the need of the school on this site. He 
added, "If the site is given to the dis- 
trict, construction will start immediately 
on the new school." 


In the Whippletree hearing the board 


will be asked to permit trailer sales at a 
sales office that has been operating for 
six months with improper zoning. 


THE SALES office owners, whose iden- 


tities are hidden in a bank trust, will 
ask the board to grant genera] com- 
mercial Cb-5) zoning for their office on 
Milwaukee Avenue Just south of Wheel- 
ing. 


• The site is currently zoned for restrict- 
ed manufacturing (M-l). This classifica- 
tion does not allow the selling of trailers 
as the owners have done since last fall. 


The owners could be fined $200 for 


each day the office operates illegally if 
they are convicted, said Edmund Kor- 
nowicz of the county department of build- 
ing and zoning. 


Ernie Stavros, office 
manager, was 


cited last November for a zoning viola- 
tion, but the office has remained open 
and the case has not gone to court. 


Paul Marcy, secretary of the zoning 


board, said the normal county procedure 
is to suspend legal action until the board 
acts on the rezoning request. If the re- 
zoning is granted, the owners will not be 
prosecuted, he said. 


Trailers sold at the office are used at 


the Whippletree Village Trailer Park on 
McHenry Road. Two weeks ago village 
officials reported that 10 families are liv- 
ing in trailers at the park.

Task Force Meet To Assist Aged Set 


by KURT BAER 


NEARLY 50 churches, civic and social 


agencies have been invited to send repre- 
sentatives to a March 14 meeting to dis- 
cuss the formation of a broadly based 
task force on problems of the elderly. 


Included are village managers from 


Palatine, Buffalo Grove, and Rolling 
Meadows, school board presidents from 
District 25, 23, 21, 59 and 214; supervisors 
from Wheeling, Palatine and Elk Grove 
townships; the executive vice president 
of Northwest Community Hospital and 
the director of the Lutheran Home for 
the Aged, Arlington Heights. 


The organizational meeting will be led 


by Arlington Heights Trustee Dwight 
Walton who is chairman of the village 
board's public relations committee. 


In a cover letter to prospective task 


force members, Walton said the March 
14 meeting would explore how the task 
force should be organized and what role 
it might play in dealing with problems of 
the elderly. 


ALSO ASKED TO attend the meeting 


were the president of the board of 
trustees of Harper College; senior citizen 
clubs in Arlington Heights, Palatine and 
Northbrook; Countryside YMCA; the Ar- 
lington Heights Board of Health, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Park District and Li- 
brary and the Northwest Opportunity 
Center. 


Nineteen Arlington Heights churches 


have also been invited. 


In his letter, Walton noted the Arling- 


ton Heights Village Board of Trustees 
"and many others feel a more directed 
effort can, and should be expended in or- 


der to make life more viable for this el- 
derly segment of our population. 


Arlington Heights now offers 
senior 


citizens, 65 years. of age or older, re- 
duced rates on the purchase of village 
vehicle stickers and reduced garbage 
collection rates. 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


also offers what it calls a "Gold Key" to 
elderly residents which allows them to 
use all park facilities and programs in 
the district without charge. 


ALTHOUGH ARLINGTON HEIGHTS 


is one of few Northwest suburbs now 
making special efforts to meet the needs 
of its elderly, the village board has gone 
on record in support of extending special 
village, and when feasible, private ser- 


vices to its senior citizens. 


According to the 1970 U.S. Census Bu- 


reau, 3,236 people over the age of 65 live 
in Arlington Heights. 


The idea of a task force on problems of 


the elderly was proposed in a resolution 
presented by Arlington Heights Trustee 
James T. Ryan at a Nov. 15 meeting of 
the Village Board. 


At that time, the village board referred 


the matter to its public relations com- 
mittee. 


"I don't think for a moment that such 


a task force is going to solve or even 
isolate all of the local problems con- 
fronting the elderly. I do think that it 
could be a step forward and most im- 
portantly, a local step," Ryan said. 


CD Volunteers Direct Traffic 


Wheeling Civil Defense volunteers will 


be directing traffic for special events at 
Wheeling High School under a new pro- 
gram set up by the village. 


Village public safety director Roger 


Strieker explained that the new program 
is designed to eliminate problems with 
the heavy traffic from various functions 
at the high school. 


Strieker said that with the approval of 


Wheeling High School Principal Thomas 
Shirley, six-man teams of Civil Defense 
volunteers will be assigned to high school 
events. 


Strieker said that the Civil Defense 


men will be trained in traffic direction in 


a special program set up by Police Chief 
M. 0. Horcher. 


Strieker told the village board that us- 


ing the Civil fcefense personnel for this 
program "complies with the master plan 
of having Civil Defense volunteers direct 
traffic in emergencies.1' 


He said the volunteers will wear Civil 


Defense uniforms when they are partici- 
pating in the program. 


Pointing to the use of the program to 


train the Civil Defense men for emer- 
gencies, Strieker said, "If they don't 
know how, they can't help you, regard- 
less of if they've got 15 helmets with 'CD' 
on them . . . we've got to let them prac- 
tice."

Steve Ekebert of Rolling Meadows 


stepped inside the Naval Recruiting 
Headquarters, approached the two uni- 
formed salesmen, and said "recruit me." 


The tiny office in downtown Palatine 


was empty when the 19-year-old entered, 
a solemn state that Recruiting Officer 
Roger Johnson said is commonplace 
these days. 


The boy squirmed into a hard-backed 


chair and nervously tapped his shoes on 
the floor while a semi-interrogation was 
conducted. It began with questions about 
the youth's interests and attitudes, then 
became more specific. 


"Have you ever taken 'pot,' heroin or 


dope of any kind?" Johnson 
asked. 


"Have you ever been picked up by po- 
lice?" 


Ekebert passed the preliminaries, had 


a few questions of his own and finally 
told the recruiters: "I'm willing to do 
anything worthwhile." 


All branches of the military service to- 


day are waging an uphill battle in con- 
vincing prospective recruits that enlist- 
ment 
is 
"worthwhile," 
despite 
pay 


raises, 
choice 
duty 
assignments 
in 


Hawaii and Europe and a reduced obli- 
gation in the Navy. 


Enlistments in the Army rose last year 


but still fell short of the 5,000 man objec- 
tive, spurring Maj. Gen. Albert H. Smith 
this week to ask approval of a $3,000 
bonus for combat soldiers 


"IT'S 
GETTING hard without the 


draft" Johnson said. "Since the draft 
was suspended in July, less and less 
people are coming in. A lot of kids are 
holding back to see what will happen." 


Johnson, like some other recruiters, 


feels an all-volunteer military force "is 
not possible. Vietnam has left a stigma 
on the American people 
. . they're fed 


up with it." 


The man who joins the Navy, at least 


at the Palatine station, is one who wants 
education or travel, Johnson added. "It's 
not the guy who says I've got a duty to 
do." 


For the recruit who wishes travel the 


Navy -gives him a choice of coasts and 
bases throughout the world, Johnson 
said. "The one who want an education . . 
. the Navy has the best schools there 
are." 


The Navy has relaxed military regu- 


lations to bolster volunteers, now allow- 
ing men to wear sideburns, longer hair 
styles and even beards. Next year the fa- 
mous bell-bottom uniform will be trans- 
formed into a dress uniform. And this 
week, the department of the Navy has 
authorized a three-year enlistment in- 
stead of the traditional four years. 


But with all of the changes, Johnson 


said the Palatine recruiting station is en- 
listing about five men each month. "But 
we are running behind" the objective, he 
said. 


THE ARMY recruiting station at Pala- 


tine enlisted five men in "The Modern 
Volunteer Army" in February, but has a 
quota of 12 this month. Recruiting Sgt. 
Steve Spenny could not predict whether 
the quota 
will be reached, but said, 


"We're sure going to try." 


Spenny said many incentives are being 


offered to volunteers. The Army, he said, 
"is trying to have a more homey feel- 
ing," 
adding that two and four man liv- 


ing quarters are 
available, 
and all 


around better living conditions 


The guaranteed option is another in- 


centive, Spenny said. In this program an 
enlistee is guaranteed a choice of study 
and selection of specific duty area. 


"And 
we're gearing the jobs to civilian 


pay," he said A volunteer now receives 
$288 a month compared to $94 a month 
only five years ago 


In another unprecedented maneuver to 


snare volunteers, the Army unveiled a 
new program Tuesday, allowing men a 
three-day tour of a training site before 
enlistment. 


The pilot program was initiated in 


South Carolina with 100 youths who were 
given a glimpse of training conditions 
without requiring enlistment. A multimil- 
lion dollar center was built for them to 
live in, complete with air conditioning 
and carpeting. 


If the program is successful, an Army 


spokesman said, it will be implemented 
at other bases throughout the country. 


AT FT. BENNING, Ga., the Army loo- 


sened restrictions and now provides 
more than 100 new incentives for the re- 
cruit. Other bases picked up a similar 
offering which includes beer machines in 
barracks, no more kitchen police (KP) 
and extended passes for weekend trips. 


Spenny said the volunteer Army "is 


getting more people who can't afford to 
go to college and want to learn a trade." 
He said there are many military jobs 
which qualify men for similar civilian 
jobs when discharged. 


Spenny tested more than 80 students at 


Schaumburg High School for the military 
last week, but said it is uncertain how 
many of those will volunteer. He contacts 
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many high school graduates, who may be 
prime targets for the draft and also 
uses municipal officials and policemen 
for referrals. 


The Marines are using what Des 


Plaines recruiter Sgt. Dan Romeo calls 
"a hard selJ" on the prospective corps- 
man. 
Because the Marines have reduced 


the troop strength from 300,000 to 200,000 
men within the last year, fewer volun- 
teers are needed. 


But he said "it is a little more difficult 


to get volunteers because there is no 
draft hanging over a man's head." 


Unlike other branches of the service, 


the Marines promise their recruits few 
luxuries. There is no guaranteed location 
where a soldier will spend a part of his 
enlistment, except that the Des Plaines 
recruiter said the men are how being 
sent to sunny San Diego for basic tram- 
ing. 


THE NEW MARINE slogan, Romeo 


said, is "If everyone could be a marine, 
then it wouldn't be the marine corps." 
As Romeo said, "We don't promise them 
an arm and a leg."

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Amendment For Road Site 
Builder Asks Annexation OK 
To Construct Townhouses 


Chesterfield Builders has asked for ap- 


proval of significant changes in the plans 
lor the development at the northeast cor- 
ner of Arlington Heights and Lake-Cook 
roads. 


Chesterfield representatives Wednes- 


day night asked the Buffalo Grove Plan 
Commission to consider amending the 
o r i g i n a l annexation agreement so 
Chesterfield 
can build townhouses in 


stead of apartments, 


The plan commission met in a work- 


shop session to hear the description of 
the townhouse development, which would 
have 300 units on the 27-aere lot. Archi- 
tect Milton Schwartz said 80 per cent of 
the units will have three bedrooms and 
the remainder will have two bedrooms. 
Each unit would have a full basement 
and a one-car garage. 


The original plan called for 18 two-sto- 


ry apartment buildings with 435 units, of 
which at least 40 per cent were to be one- 
bedroom. That annexation agreement 
was approved by the village in 1069. 


Fred G. Hlllman, vice president of 


Chesterfield Builders, said the changes 
have been proposed to blend more effec- 
tively with the character of the area and 


Development 
Objections 
Are Outlined 


William Kiddle Jr., president of the 


Buffalo Grove Park District, has issued 
a letter outlining the objections the park 
district has to the Chesterfield Builders' 
development. 


Kiddle reviewed the objections at 


Wednesday night's Buffalo Grove Plan 
Commission meeting. 


He estimated that 3-18 new students 


could be added to School Dist. 96 class- 
rooms = children who would also need 
park facilities — but says there is not 
sufficient park space provided, according 
to the park district master plan. The 
master plan calls for 10 to 15 acres of 
additional park land at two sites to serve 
the residents, he said. 


Kiddle argues that there have been no 


specific recreational use plans proposed, 
but Chesterfield representative Fred Hill- 
man said that Is because they haven't 
yet determined the best use of the land. 


The 
$43,500 that 
Chesterfield 
has 


agreed to pay to the village does not in- 
clude any payment to the park district, 
Kiddle said. He added that the devel- 
opers have yet to consult with the park 
district. 


Other points which the developers have 


not yet determined are the possible con- 
struction of sidewalks along Lake-Cook 
and Arlington Heights roads and ar- 
rangements for sanitary sewer hookups, 


Commission chairman Carl Genrich 


told Kiddle and other spectators that "a 
developer must start somewhere," and 
other problems can be worked out later. 


its rolling topography. 


He also said townhouses are directed 


more toward individual family living. 
The Chesterfield plan now calls for clus- 
ters of 4-10 units arofind a circular loop 
drive, with a combination lake-retention 
basin in the northeast corner of the plot. 


SCHWARTZ SAID one of the primary 


planning concepts in the cluster housing, 
so as much common green area as pos- 
sible can be developed for multi-purpose 
use rather than individual yards. He said 
57 per cent of the area would be 
"green," without paving or buildings. 


The plan includes a recreation area ad- 


jacent to the proposed commercial sec- 
tion of the land. Schwartz said the street 
plan 
is also 
designed 
to eliminate 


through traffic, "to give the rights of the 
person over the car." 


"It is a non-wall-to-wall type of com- 


munity with a non-rigid 
approach," 


Schwartz said. 


The builders are not planning to put in 


a swimming pool, according to Hillman, 
because it is too limited a use of the 
land. Hillman said they hope to create as 
wide a variety of outdoor activities as 
possible, including tennis courts. 


School Dist. 96 has figured that the de- 


velopment would add about 247 children 
to the schools in the area. School board 


member Frank Clayton said, "It will 
have considerable impact to the district, 
particularly to the two scjiools in the 
Strathmore area." 


Another school board member, 
Jim 


Duncan, said taxes from the new town- 
houses would not come in until 18 months 
after completion, but the school would 
have to provide facilities and education 
immediately. 


ONE BOARD member questioned the 


merit for granting the change in the orig- 
inal annexation agreement. Hillman an- 
swered, "I think it's for the betterment 
of the community. Apartment rentals are 
not for the public good, for there are too 
many available already in the northwest 
suburban area. There is a difference be- 
tween renters and homeowners, and we 
don't think apartments are as stable. We 
say we — and the village — made a mis- 
take when the land was annexed. This 
(townhouses) is the highest and best use 
of the land." 


Commission consultant Robert Gross- 


man gave the overall plan a good re- 
view, saying he could recommend little 
change. 


The commission will meet in another 


study session Saturday morning to dis- 
cuss the Comprehensive Village Plan.

Plan Formation Of Task Force To Aid Aged

NEARLY 50 churches, civic and social 


agencies have been invited to send repre- 
sentatives to a March 14 meeting to dis- 
cuss the formation of a broadly based 
task force on problems of the elderly. 


Included are village managers from 


Palatine, 
Buffalo Grove, and Rolling 


Meadows; school board presidents from 
District 25, 23, 21, 59 and 214; supervisors 
from Wheeling, Palatine and Elk Grove 
townships; the executive vice president 
of Northwest Community Hospital and 
the director of the Lutheran Home for 
the Aged, Arlington Heights. 


The organizational meeting will be led 


by Arlington Heights Trustee Dwight 
Walton who is chairman of the village 
board's public relations committee. 


In a cover letter to prospective task 


force members, Walton said the March 
14 meeting would explore how the task 
force should be organized and what role 
it might play in dealing with problems of 
the elderly, 


ALSO ASKED TO attend the meeting 


were the president of the board of 
trustees of Harper College; senior citizen 
clubs in Arlington Heights, Palatine and 
Northbrook; Countryside YMCA; the Ar- 
lington Heights Board of Health, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Park District and Li- 
brary and the Northwest Opportunity 
Center. 


Nineteen Arlington Heights churches 


have also been invited. 


In his letter, Walton noted the Arling- 


ton Heights Village Board of Trustees 
"and many others feel a more directed 
effort can, and should be expended in or- 
der to make life more viable for this el- 
derly segment of our population. 


Arlington Heights now offers senior 


citizens, 65 years of age or older, re- 
duced rates on the purchase of village 
vehicle stickers and reduced garbage 


collection rates. 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


also offers what it calls a "Gold Key" to 
elderly residents which allows them to 
use all park facilities and programs in 
the district without charge. 


ALTHOUGH ARLINGTON HEIGHTS 


is one of few Northwest suburbs now 
making special efforts to meet the needs 
of its elderly, the village board has gone 


on record in support of extending special 
village, and when feasible, private ser- 
vices to its senior citizens. 


According to the 1970 U.S. Census Bu- 


reau, 3,236 people over the age of 65 live 
in Arlington Heights. 


The idea of a task force on problems of 


the elderly was proposed in a resolution 
presented by Arlington Heights Trustee 
James T. Ryan at a Nov. 15 meeting of 


the Village Board. 


At that time, the village board referred 


the matter to its public relations com- 
mittee. 


"I don't think for a moment that such 


a task force is going to solve or even 
isolate all of the local problems con- 
fronting the elderly. I do think that it 
could be a step forward and most im- 
portantly, a local step," Ryan said. 


Arlington's Jack Walsh Named To State Position 


. Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 
Walsh yesterday was named to the post 
of assistant director of local government 
affairs by Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


As assistant director, Walsh, 44, will be 


the state official most directly respon- 
sible for liaison work between the state 
and local governments in the six-county 
area of northeastern Illinois. 


Walsh said yesterday that he would 


continue to serve as village president of 
Arlington Heights but that he will take a 
one-year leave of absence from North- 
west Firestone, Inc., which he owns and 
operates. 


The appointment was effective imme- 


diately and Walsh will take up offices 
Monday in the State of Illinois Building, 
160 N. LaSalle St. in Chicago. 


The Department of Local Government 


Affairs was created two years ago by 
Ogilvie and has four main areas of re- 
sponsibility. 


—It is the principal agency in North- 


eastern Illinois for processing funds for 
municipal planning and housing. 


—It deals directly with local govern- 


ments on the enforcement of state and 
federal anti-pollution standards. 


—It is the chief liaison office between 


the governor and the leaders of local 
governmental bodies in Northeastern Illi- 
nois. 


—It works with problems of mass 


transportation, an area in which Walsh 
has demonstrated a keen interest, and it 
coordinates interagency and interstate 
mass transportation programs as they 
affect local government. 


"THIS DEPARTMENT was created 


some two years ago as a result of the 
governor's pledge to see to the needs of 
local governments," Walsh said. 


"Frankly, this department is an advo- 


cate of local government, as am I, and 
we intend to deal directly with the issues 


confronting local governments and to 
help these governments with state ex- 
pertise and funds." 


Walsh said he expects to spend most of 


his time as assistant director in the Chi- 
cago area but added he will have to trav- 
el to Springfield periodically. 


In announcing the appointment, Ogilvie 


said, "Mr. Walsh's experience in local 
government and his business background 
make him extremely well suited to serve 
the needs of Illinois municipalities in the 
state-level department." 


Walsh will work for a former Peoria 


mayor, Robert J. Lehnhausen, who was 
appointed director of the Department of 
Local Government Affairs in January of 
1970. He will receive a $27,000 annual 
salary and have a small staff to assist 
him. 


Walsh said he and the governor first 


discussed the new job about three weeks 


ago and that he told Ogilvie he would 
accept the position several days ago dur- 
ing a meeting with the governor in Chi- 
cago. 


"I VIEW THE JOB as an exceptional 


chance to make use of the experience I 
have gained in local government in the 
past 11 years," Walsh said. 


"Of particular interest are the in- 


novative opportunities in the community 
services activities of the department and 
the unutilized opportunities offered to lo- 
cal government under the new (state) 
constitution," he said. 


Walsh, who has been Arlington Heights 


village president since 1969, succeeds a 
former village president of Park Forest, 
Bernard G. Cunningham, in the state 
post. 


Cunningham was recently appointed 


secretary for mass transportation in tha 
state Department of Transportation.

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Trustee Urges 
Protesting Rail

Palatine Trustee Fred Zajonc has 


asked the village board to take some for- 
mal action to protest the proposed 7 per 
cent rate hike being sought by the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. 


Zajonc contends the rate hike would 


place an unfair burden on Palatine com- 
muters after the town financed construc- 
tion of a new train depot. 


He asked the rest of the village board 


this week to authorize the village attor- 
ney to file a petition of intervention ask- 
ing for a relief from a rate increase for 
persons using the Palatine depot. 


Zajonc said that any station on the 


North Western line that deserves relief 
from the rate hike should be able to get 
it. 


"We've provided 800 more parking 


places and a lot more passengers with 
the new train station," Zajonc said. "It's 
unfair to ask the village to put out an 
additional $50,000." 


ME SUPPLIED the other trustees with 


a report on the revenue generated so far 
for the C & NW by Palatine's train de- 
pot, which opened in September. He proj- 
ected that the 101,251 passengers who 
used the depot in January would during 
a lz*ffi0nth period generate a passenger 
increase of 7.4 per cent over last year. 


Based on the existing fee rate for rides 


out of Palatine, Zajonc estimated the 
railroad would receive during a full year 
more than 15 per cent more money from 
Palatine than it did last year.

anything worthwhile."

"IT'S GETTING hard without the 


draft" Johnson said, "Since the draft 
was suspended in July, less and less 
people "are coming in.

Johnson, like some other recruiters, 


feels an all-volunteer military force "is 
not possible. Vietnam has left a stigma 
on the American people . . . they're fed 
up with it." 


The man who joins the Navy, at least 


at the Palatine station, is one who wants 
education or travel, Johnson added. "It's 
not the guy who says I've got a duty to 
do," 


For the recruit who wishes travel the 


Navy gives him a choice of coasts and 
bases throughout the world, Johnson 
said. "The one who want an education . . 
. the Navy has the best schools there 
are." 


The Navy has relaxed military regu-

A rchdiocese 
Gets Sacred 
Heart School

Ownership of Sacred Heart of Mary 


High School in Rolling Meadows has con- 
verted from the Religious Order of Sa- 
cred Heart to the Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago. 


Despite the change of ownership, the 


school will be kept open. 


An announcement of the change in 


ownership was made yesterday to stu- 
dents at the school by Principal Len Bae- 
nen. An all-school assembly is planned at 
8:30 this morning at which time Baenen 
will discuss the new development. 


The New York-based order is selling 


the school, which it has wholly owned 
and operated since it opened in 1961, be- 
cause of extreme financial difficulties 
and problems in staffing. 


At the present time, Sacred Heart 


School has an indebtedness of $2.26 mil- 
lion. 


The school was built at a cost of $2.8 


million on land donated to it by the arch- 
diocese. At the time of construction tha 
archdiocese also gave the order a 
$100,000 grant to defray the cost of con- 
structing a convent. 


THE ORDER OF SACRED HEART is 


now unable to make payments on princi- 
pal and interest to an Eastern insurance 
company that holds the mortgage on the 
school. 


A S1.5 MILLION loan was made to the 


order by the archdiocese several years 
ago. There has been no payment on the 
four years there has been no payment on 
the interest. 


Specific details of the transfer of own- 


ership are still being worked out between 
the order and the archdiocese. 


The transfer of ownership to the arch- 


diocese is unprecedented to the knowl- 
edge of the Brother Pius Xavier, associ- 
ate superintendent for high schools for 
the archdiocese. While the archdiocese 
does own a few schools, most are owned 
by religious orders, according to Brother 
Pius. 


The sisters, who have staffed the 


school since 1961, will leave in June. €)th- 
er changes in administration will also 
be made and efforts are now being con- 
centrated on finding a principal to re- 
place Baenen, who had earlier an- 
nounced his resignation. 


The Rev. H. Robert Clark, arch- 


diocesan Superintendent of schools, said 
specific plans for staffing the school have 
not been made. Several studies are under 
way to put the school on a sound finan- 
cial basis and increase the enrollment to 
capacity, according to Father Clark. 


A series of conferences with parents, 


students and the present staff of the 
school are planned to work out stable ar- 
rangement for the continuation of the 
high school, according to Father Clark. 


THE SCHOOL was built for 800 stu- 


dents and had 1,023 students in 1968,. But 
enrollment has rapidly declined since 
then. In 1968 when there was talk of ex- 
panding the school's facilities, interest 
payments on the schools' original con- 
struction were $97,000 annually. 


High School Dist. 214 was approached 


about buying the school to use as part of 
its seventh high school complex in 1969. 
Although no specific purchase price was 
mentioned, the district decided it could 
build a total high school for less money 
than it could purchase Sacred Heart 
School and build additional facilities. 


At that time the 16 teaching sisters at 


the* school were given permission by the 
order to remain another two or four 
years.

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Hit Plan To Close 
Off Hicks Road 


The Willow Wood Civic* Association has 


sent a letter to Palatine village officials 
formally opposing a proposal by the 
Pebble Creek Homeowners Association 
to close off entry and exit to Hicks Road 
from Pebble Creek and Providence 


The letter, signed by Joan M. Coughlin, 


president of the civic association, states 
that closing the two roads would make 
Willow Wood Drive, to the south of 
Pebble Creek, "the only route into that 
subdivision." 


"We feet that the volume of traffic 


generated by 85 homes (in Pebble Creek) 
would make Willow Wood Drive a thor- 
oughfare for which the street was never 
intended/' the letter stated. 


Although Pebble Creek residents had 


stated in their request to close the two 
roads that it was needed for the protec- 
tion and safety of residents there, par- 
ticularly children, from increasing traf- 
fic, the Willow Wood letter said the same 
hazard would exist for them if the roads 
were closed. 


"WILLOW WOOD Drive homes have a 


total of 82 children — 45 per cent of 
which are under 10 years of age/1 Mrs. 
Coughlin's letter said. "Tahoe Trial (also 
in Willow Wood) has received an in- 
crease of traffic since the Pebble Creek 
area was developed, also endangering 
children at the park and pool/' 


About 90 per cent of the Pebble Creek 


residents had signed petitions asking for 
the road closings, and submitted them to 
village officials. 


They contended that excessive traffic 


through their local streets would result 
from the proposed Hicks Road widening 
and the construction of SeUergren's Old 
Madrid apartments west of Hicks. 


They asked that Pebble Creek Road be 


terminated into a semi-circular cul-de- 
sac at Hicks and Providence Road ended 


with a "T" cul-de-sac. They also wanted 
construction of barriers at both roads 
where they meet Hicks in such a manner 
that emergency vehicles could mount the 
obstruction and proceed. 


Pebble Creek residents said that Ar- 


lington Park Race Track traffic during 
the summer placed an additional burden 
on the local roads. 


THE LETTER from 
Willow Wood 


agreed that there is heavier traffic be- 
cause of the race ^track in certain 
months, but it occurs in Willow Wood as 
well as Pebble Creek. 


"We hope that the stop light at Hicks 


and Baldwin will aid a more normal flow 
of traffic and encourage the use of 
through streets/' Mrs. Coughlin's letter 
said. "If Pebble Creek and Providence 
are closed, what would prevent drivers 
from cutting through on Carpenter Drive 
or Reseda Parkway?" 


The Willow Wood Civic Association 


said that improvement of. Hicks Road 
without median barriers "will encourage 
use of main roads. Because of the num- 
ber of units in the Sellergren devel- 
opment, we feel certain that some provi- 
sion has been made for traffic move- 
ments in and out of the area." 


Because the Willow Wood residents 


said they recognized a traffic problem 
existed, they suggested the Palatine 
Plan Commission study the traffic flow 
and make a recommendation for the en* 
tire area. 


A decision by the Palatine Village 


Board on whether the two roads should 
be blocked off is still pending. Various 
department heads will meet with the vil- 
lage manager to review the situation be- 
fore the board discusses it. 


Any decision made will be submitted to 


the Illinois Division of Highways for con- 
sideration in that department's plan for 
the Hicks Road widening.

Construction 


Given Informal OK Here 


Construction of 60 one-bedroom apart- 


ments on about 3ft acres just north of 
the Willow Creek development was given 
a favorable but informal nod by the Pal- 
atine Village Board this week. 


Developers of the proposed apartments 


sought a reaction from the village board 
before proceeding with any further plans 
for the project. 


The Palatine Plan Commission had 


recommended approval of the apart- 
ments under certain conditions, primar- 
ily requiring that they be built as a 
planned unit development along with ex- 
tensive road and drainage improve- 
ments. 


Because these improvements would to- 


tal a relatively high cost due to poor wa- 
ter and soil conditions in the area, the 
builders first wanted to find out the feel- 
ing of the village board toward the proj- 
ect idea before investing much money in 
the improvement plans. 


LeMoine Stitt, attorney for property 


owners Victor Wavra and Walter Harris, 
told the village board that "the main 
problem would be putting in the drain" 
facilities for the area. He estimated the 
necessary drainage and piping would 
cost at least $60,000 for the complex, or 
about $1.000 per unit. 


The total cost for construction of one of 


the seven buildings planned in the proj- 
ect would be about $94,000, including 
landscaping. 


The buildings will be placed on an 


L-shaped section west of Minafred and 
north of Kenilworth. 


RESIDENTS IN the area have ob- 


jected to the proposal before both the 
plan commission and village board. They 
contend the complex will create addition* 
al traffic and storm flooding problems. 


Mayor Jack Moodie told Stitt no formal 


action on the plan would be made until 
the village board could study the village 
engineer's report on the plan and how it 
would effect drainage in the area. 


"The question we have to ask is, in 


practicality, what can be built there/' 
Moodie said, He explained the property 
had remained there for many years 
zoned for single-family use without gen- 


erating anysinterest from builders to con- 
struct homes* there. 


"No single-family developer can afford 


to put in the kinds of improvements nec- 
essary for land in that area," Trustee 
Clayton Brown said. 


Glen Stevenson, one of the residents 


from that area, told the village board 
most of his neighbors "would be agree- 
able if the questions of flood plain and 
traffic can be answered." 


Moodie told him that approval by the 


project could not be given unless the en- 
gineering plans for the development ac- 
commodated the existing drainage flow 
in the area, 


However, several residents there said 


other developments, such as the medical 
building on Palatine Road east of their 
homes, had also been built to accom- 
modate existing drainage flow but still 
caused flooding in their yards and pro- 
perty. 


Apartments currently border the pro- 


posed project site to the east and south 
and single-family homes are on the north 
and west. 


Six of the seven buildings planned 


would contain eight units while the other 
would house 12 units. Parking facilities 
would be provided for each building. 


THE PLAN COMMISSION had recom- 


mended the following conditions to ap- 
proval of the project: 


—Improvement of Kenilworth east to 


the project's entrance; 


—Improvement of Minafred as a walk- 


way; 


—Improvement of Leonard along the 


west edge of the property south to Kenil- 
worth to match and meet the existing 
pavement on the north; 


—The closing of the Kenilworth ditch 


with storm sewers; 


—And the installation of internal sew- 


er, water and a retention basin. 


With the favorable view of the village 


board for the project, the developers 
must now draw up a planned unit devel- 
opment including the commission's rec- 
ommendations. 


A final decision will then be mad* by 


the village board.

getting more people who can't afford to 
go to college and want to learn a trade." 
He said there are many military jobs 
which qualify men for similar civilian 
jobs when discharged. 


Spenny tested more than 80 students at 


Schaumburg High School for the military 
last week, but said it is uncertain how 
many of those will volunteer. He contacts 
many high school graduates, who may be 
prime targets for the draft and also 
uses municipal officials and policemen 
for referrals. 


The Marines are 
using 
what Des 


Plaines recruiter Sgt. Dan Romeo calls 
"a hard sell1* on the prospective corps- 
man. Because the Marines have reduced 
the troop strength from 300,000 to 200,000 
men within the last year, fewer volun- 
teers are needed. 


But he said "it is a little more difficult 


to get volunteers because there is no 
draft hanging over a man's head." 


Unlike other branches of the service, 


the Marines promise their recruits few 
luxuries. There is no guaranteed location 
where a soldier will spend a part of his 
enlistment, except that the Des Plaines 
recruiter said the men are now being 
sent to sunny San Diego for basic train- 
ing. 


THE NEW MARINE slogan, Romeo 


said, is "If everyone could be a marine, 
then it wouldn't be the marine corps." 
As Romeo said, "We don't promise them 
an arm and a leg." 


The Air Force is providing incentives 


in the area of job training by offering 28 
new guaranteed jobs in hope of landing 
more recruits. But the recruiter in Elgin 
conceded that "right now this is a slow 
time for us." 


Basic trainees in the Air Force serve 


six weeks compared to eight weeks in 
the Army. He may spend as long as 52 
weeks in taining before assignment to a 
permanent job. 


However ironic it may be, local Navy 


and 'Army recruiters said finding women 
willing to join the services is not as diffi- 
cult as it once was. "Girls are no prob- 
lem/3 Johnson said.

transportation, an area in which Walsh 
has demonstrated a keen interest, and it 
coordinates interagency and interstate 
mass transportation programs as they 
affect local government. 


"THIS DEPARTMENT was created 


some two years ago as a result of the 
governor's pledge to see to the needs of 
local governments," Walsh said.

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Trailer Park People Stunned

As they watched neighboring homes 


and businesses being taken over by the 
Ned Brown Forest Preserve, long-time 
residents of/the Etk Ctrove Mobile Home 
Park have realized in recent years that 
their time would eventually come. 


But with the announcement this week 


that the park will have to be relocated to 
allow for development of a 1,200-acre re- 
servoir, the realization has hit the resi- 
dents fully. 


"The people here are upset," sail! 01- 


gie Gowen, operator of Lynn's Food Shop 
located in the trailer park. "They've 


been talking about it all week and some 
of them are really worried." 


GOWEN, WHO moved to the trailer 


park in 1959, is one of the park's 700 resi- 
dents who have watched in recent years 
as the neighboring forest preserve ex- 
panded to almost completely surround 
the trailer park, located at 941 W. Hig- 
gins Rd. 


In the last two years, a tavern, a gar- 


den center and farm have been added to 
the forest preserve's territory, leaving 
the trailer park alone in the unincorpo- 
rated area of Elk Grove Township south 
of 
Rolling 
Meadows and 
Arlington 


Heights and north of Elk Grove Village. 


"This is the only spot they haven't 


got," Gowen said. "And you knew they 
weren't going to let it go forever." 


The trailer park is located on an 11- 


acre tract surrounded on three sides by 
the 3,800-acre forest preserve. Its reloca- 
tion is called for in a revised draft of the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed Plan, which 
was presented to its 13 sponsors Monday.

Archdiocese Will 
Take Control Of 
Sacred Heart HS

Ownership of Sacred Heart of Mary 


High School in Rolling Meadows has con- 
verted from the Religious Order of Sa- 
cred Heart to the Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago. 


Respite the change of ownership, the 


school will be kept open. 


An announcement of the change in 


ownership was made yesterday to stu- 
dents at the school by Principal Len Bae- 
nen. An all-school assembly is planned at 
8:30 this morning at which time Baenen 
will discuss the new development. 


The New York-based order is selling 


the school, which it has wholly owned 
and operated since it opened in 1961, be- 
cause of extreme financial difficulties 
and problems in staffing. 


At the present time, Sacred Heart 


School has an indebtedness of §2.26 mil- 
lion. 


The school was built at a cost of $2.8 


million on land donated to it by the arch- 
diocese. At the time of construction the 
archdiocese also gave the order a 
$100.000 grant to defray the cost of con- 
structing a convent. 


THE OBDER Of* SACRED HEART is 


now unable to make payments on princi- 
pal and interest to an Eastern insurance 
company that holds the mortgage on the 
school. 


A $1.5 MILLION loan was made to the 


order by the archdiocese several years 
ago. There has been no payment on the 
four years there has been no payment on 
the interest. 


Specific details of the transfer of own- 


ership are still being worked out between 
the order and the archdiocese. 


The transfer of ownership to the arch- 


diocese is unprecedented to the knowl- 
edge of the Brother Pius Xavier, associ- 
ate superintendent for high schools for 
the archdiocese. While the archdiocese 
does own a few schools, most are owned 
by religious orders, according to Brother 
Pius. 


The sisters, who have staffed the 


school since 1961, will leave in June, Oth- 
er changes in administration, will also 
be made and efforts are now being con- 
centrated on finding a principal to re- 
place Baenen, who had earlier an- 
nounced his resignation. 


The Rev. H. Robert Clark, arch- 


diocesan Superintendent of schools, said 
specific plans for staffing the school have 
not been made. Several studies are under 
way to put the school on a sound finan- 
cial basis and increase the enrollment to 
capacity, according to Father Clark. 


A series of conferences with parents, 


students and the present staff of the 
school are planned to work out stable ar- 
rangement for the continuation of the 
high school, according to Father Clark. 


THE SCHOOL was built for 800 stu- 


dents and had 1,023 students in 1968,. But 
enrollment has rapidly declined since 
then. In 1968 when there was talk of ex- 
panding the school's facilities, interest 
payments on the schools' original con- 
struction were $97,000 annually. 


High School Dist. 214 was approached 


about buying the school to use as part of 
its seventh high school complex in 1969. 
Although no specific purchase price was 
mentioned, the district decided it could 
build a total high school for less money 
than it could purchase Sacred Heart 
School and build additional facilities. 


At that time the 16 teaching sisters at 


the school were given permission by the 
order to remain another two or four 
years.

Acetylene Tank

A burning tank containing a gaseous 


m a t e r i a l was extinguished Tuesday 
morning by the Palatine Fire Depart-

All branches of the military service to-

Silence On School 


Teacher Salary Talks 


Teachers' salary and benefit proposals 


for the 1&72-/3 school year have been re- 
leased by both the High School Dist. 211 
School Board and the teachers, three 
weeks after their first negotiations meet- 
ing. 


This Is the first time the negotiating 


teams have publicized the salary-benefit 
proposals in the district's three-year bar- 
gaining history. In the past, information 
on negotiations has been released only at 
the time of settlement. 


The board has proposed holding the 


salary increases at five per cent because 
of "deficit financing." However, the 
teachers want higher and broader salary 
increases along with more voice in dis- 
trict affairs. 


During the coming months the two 


teams will negotiate to bring their pro- 
posals closer together until they reach a 
settlement. If they reach an impasse, 
outside help, such as a mediator or a 
fact finder, will be called in to recom- 
mend solutions. 


m 


IN THEIR FIRST three bargaining 


sessions the two teams have debated 
whether to break their "closed" tradition 
and issue news releases during the nego- 
tiations process. This week the teachers, 
who favor open sessions, presented their 
preliminary negotiations package to the 
Herald, The board's team followed suit 
after they learned of the teachers' ac- 
tion. 


The teachers want to open the sessions 


because they "want the public to know 
we aren't just interested in money," ac- 
cording to Jerry Petersen, head of the 
Dist. 211 Education Association. "Most of 
our demands are designed to improve 
.education." 


Board Pres, Robert Creek argues that 


the board's team has agreed to open the 
sessions after April 15. 


"This would have given us 60 days to 


negotiate in good faith. And it gives the 
teachers plenty of time to talk about the 
issues before the school year ends." 


Whether the two teams will publicize 


the negotiation proceedings again before 
April 15 wilt be discussed at a closed 
meeting Monday night. Creek termed the 
teachers' release of their negotiations 
proposal "totally unethical."

THE OPEN SESSION issue 
was 


brought up as a "ground rules" proposal. 
Tbe negotiators will discuss neither sala- 
ries nor benefits until the ground rules 
are set. 


The teachers' salary-benefit proposal is 


the product of questionnaires, opinion 
polls and meetings of the teachers. The 
survey process was conducted by the 
Education Association, which represents 
80 per cent of the district's teachers. 


The teachers' package includes more 


than 30 separate proposals. These pro- 
posals call for a greater voice in policy 
decisions, better salary and insurance 
benefits, more leeway for association ac- 
tivities, broader negotiations and im- 
proved teaching conditions. 


The board's package, on the other 


hand, deals primarily with salary issues. 
The teachers have charged that the 
board has refused to negotiate "working 
conditions" in the past. However, accord- 
ing to Creek the board has tried to limit 
the negotiations to working condition 
items that involve money. Other working 
condition items are reserved for com- 
mittee study and subsequent board ac- 
tion. 


IN OKDEtt TO meet a tight budget, 


the board has proposed keeping the pre- 
sent salary schedule. The teachers' 
added year of experience would move 
them up one step or up five per cent. In 
addition, the board proposes holding 20 
per cent of the teachers at their present 
level so the top 10 per cent of the teach- 
ers can get an extra merit raise. For the 
sake of stability, the board also proposes 
the new salary contract be effective for 
three years, with an option to negotiate 
the schedule's base salary. 


The board has -also called for paid 


workshops but no reimbursements for 
tuition expenses. The board team con- 
tends the teachers should not be given 
flat credit for all teaching experience 
and that extra experience should be in a 
teacher's specific subject area. 


The teachers, on the other hand, want 


higher salaries with a cost of living in- 
erement, credit for related non-teaching 
experience and fewer steps before a 
maximum salary is reached. They also 
want to be paid for personal leave, extra 
duty assignments and workshops. A sala- 
ry boost has been proposed for summer 
employes and special positions. And the 
teachers have asked for district paid 
medical and dental insurance coverage. 


APART FROM the salary issues, the 


teachers have asked the board and the 
administration to develop a clearer defi- 
nition of their duties, their work day and 
evaluation procedures. In order to im- 
prove education, they feel it is important 
to reduce the number of students in each 
classroom and to release teachers for 
training workshops. 


The teachers also feel that as an in- 


tegral part of the school operation they 
should have more of a voice in policy 
decisions — on curriculum revisions, in- 
struction restraints, building changes 
and other areas of mutual concern. 


At the bargaining table the teachers 


want to be able to negotiate more items, 
and if no agreement is reached they 
want to be able to call in an arbitrator 
who may issue a binding settlement.

getting more people who can't afford to 
go to college and want to learn a trade." 
He said there are many military jobs 
which qualify men for similar civilian 
jobs when, discharged. 


Spenny tested more than 80 students at

many of those will volunteer. He contacts 
many high school graduates, who may be 
prime targets for the draft and also 
uses municipal officials and policemen 
for referrals.

The Marines are using what Des 


Plaines recruiter Sgt. Dan Romeo calls 
"a hard sell" on the prospective corps- 
man. Because the Marines have reduced 
the troop strength from 300,000 to 200,000 
men within the last year, fewer volun- 
teers are needed. 


But he said "it is a little more difficult 


to get volunteers because there is no 
draft hanging over a man's head." 


Unlike other branches of the service, 


the Marines promise their recruits few 
luxuries. There is no guaranteed location 
where a soldier will spend a part of his 
enlistment, except that the Des Plaines 
recruiter said the men are now being 
sent to sunny San Diego for basic train- 
ing. 


THE NEW MARINE slogan, Romeo 


said, is "If everyone could be a marine, 
then it wouldn't be the marine corps." 
As Romeo said, "\Ve don't promise them 
an arm and a leg." 


The Air Force is providing incentives 


in the area of job training by offering 28 
new guaranteed jobs in hope of landing 
more recruits. But the recruiter in Elgin 
conceded that "right now this is a slow 
time for us." 


Basic trainees in the Air Force serve 


six weeks compared to eight weeks in 
the Army. He may spend as long as 52 
weeks in taining before assignment to a 
permanent job. 


However ironic it may be, local Navy 


and Army recruiters said finding women 
willing to join the services is not as diffi- 
cult as it once was. "Girls are no prob- 
lem," Johnson said. "Young girls want 
to go." 


Spenny said many girls are joining -the 


Women's Army Corps to take advantage 
of the Army Nursing Scholarship. One 
such volunteer this week was Cindy Ha- 
lada of Palatine who said she had some 
doubts about "being tied down in the 
Army."

The Department of Local Government 


Affairs was created two years ago by 
Ogilvie and has four main areas of re- 
sponsibility. 


—It is the principal agency in North- 


eastern Illinois for processing funds for 
municipal planning and housing. 


—It deals directly with local govern- 


ments on the enforcement of state and 
federal anti-pollution standards. 


—It is the chief liaison office between 


the governor and the leaders of local 
governmental bodies in Northeastern Illi- 
nois. 


—It works with problems of mass 


transportation, an area in which Walsh 
has demonstrated a keen interest, and it 
coordinates interagency and interstate 
mass transportation programs as they 
affect local government. 


"THIS DEPARTMENT was created 


some two years ago as a result of the 
governor's pledge to see to the needs of 
local governments/' Walsh said. 


"Frankly, this department is an advo- 


cate of local government, as am I, and 
we intend to deal directly with the issues 
confronting local governments and to 
help these governments with state ex- 
pertise and funds." 


Walsh said he expects to spend most of 


his time as assistant director in the Chi- 
cago area but added he will have to trav- 
el to Springfield periodically.

Trailer Park People Stunned

As they watched neighboring homes 


and businesses being taken over by the 
Ned Brown Forest Preserve, long-time 
residents of the Elk Grove Mobile Home 
Park have realized in recent years that 
their time would eventually come. 


But with the announcement this week 


that the park wilt have to be relocated to 
allow for development of a 1,200-acre re- 
servoir, the realization has hit the resi- 
dents fully. 


"The people here are upset,1' said 01- 


gie Gowen, operator of Lynn's Food Shop 
located in the trailer park. "They've 


been talking about it all week and some 
of them are really worried." 


GOWEN, VVHO moved to the trailer 


park in 1959, is one of the park's 700 resi- 
dents who have watched in recent years 
as the neighboring forest preserve ex- 
panded to almost completely surround 
the trailer park, located at 941 W. Hig- 
gins Rd. 


In the last two years, a tavern, a gar- 


den center and farm have been added to 
the forest preserve's territory, leaving 
the trailer park alone in the unincorpo- 
rated area of Elk Grove Township south 
of

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Seniior Citizen Groups Back 
Tax Rebates For Elderly 


Representatives of local senior citi- 


zen's groups said yesterday they are 
pleased with a proposal by Gov. Rich, 
ard Ogilvie to give tax rebates to persons 
over 65 next year. 


Esther Sove, vice president and'found- 


er of the "Over-49 Club" in Elk Grove 
Village, added, lll think it's wonderful 
because when people reach 65 after 
they've served their country and raised 
their children, they're entitled to a little 
something. I heartily approve and I think 
everyone in our group does." 


Elizabeth Meyer, director of the Mount 


Prospect Extensioneers, said, "Anything 
that can be of help to senior citizens is 
welcomed with open arms/' She added 
that a provision in the proposal to give 
aid to senior citizens who rent, as well as 
those who own their own homes was es- 
pecially welcome. 


"The cheapest rent anyone I know is 


paying is $165 a month and that lady 
gets just $87.50 a month from social se- 
curity. She's in her 70s and the rest 
comes out of her savings," she said. 


OGILVIE PROPOSED the tax rebate 


plan Wednesday in his annual budget 
message to the state Legislature. The 
proposal will be in addition to the $1,500 
homestead exemption to be granted el- 
derly property owners this year. 


The governor's proposal wil give elder- 


ly persons a tax break if their property 
taxes or rent exceeds a certain per- 
centage of their annual cash income, 


John Cotton, of the Illinois Budget Bu- 


reau, said the state would provide a tax 
rebate to property owners whose tax bills 
exceed 8 per cent of their cash income. 
Those renting apartments would get a re- 
bate of 25 per cent if their annual rent 
exceed 8 per cent of their income. 


Elk Grove Township Assessor Charles 


Hod 1mair said he has no way of estimat- 
ing how many persons in the township 
will be eligible for the rebate. "We had a 
couple of hundred apply for the home- 
stead exemption last year," he said, "but 
this idea goes farther because it includes 
renters," 


He added that he was not sure the pre- 


liminary figure of 8 per cent was realis- 
tic because, regardless of income, many 
elderly persons are paying too much tax 
for their dwelling units. 


He said some condominiums in Elk 


Grove Township with about 500 square 
feet are being taxed $500 a year, adding 
many are occupied by elderly persons. "It 
struck me that for what they are getting 
in some of the condominimums, the 
taxes are too high," he said, "but they 
have formulas they have to be assessed 
on." 


ICE House-A Place To Receive Help

A teenager addicted to heroin. A 45- 


year-old woman who's afraid her hus- 
band is leaving her. A middle-aged cou- 
ple who just can't get along any more. 


These are only some of the Mount 


Prospect residents who turn to the ICE 
Mouse, a free local counseling center for 
help. The center, a project of the Mount 
P r o s p e c t Community Action Plan 
(CAP), opened July 1. Since then, coun- 
selors have talked to about 70 people 
looking for a friend, advice or a solution. 


"We've had anything from a 14-year- 


old junkie to a 63»year-old woman with 
marital problems," said Jackie Chris- 
tiansen, social therapist at the ICE 
House, 


WHEN A PERSON walks into the 


agency office at 214 S. Emerson St., he's 
often afraid, not sure of just what he'll 
say* But after a while he beings to open 
up. And by the time he leaves, he may 
feel a little safer, happy to get the load 
off his shoulders and glad to find some- 
one witling to listen. 


"All are afraid to come here, but 


there's a feeling that they can't handle it 
anymore," said Jackie, who prefers the 
first name to the more formal Miss 
Christiansen." I try to ask a client ques- 
tions to see what the problem is. I don't 
ask them what they don't want to an- 
swer. I'm not here to pick people's 
minds." 
*> 


Each person who comes into the ICE 


House is asked their name, address and 
other personal data which is kept in a 
confidential file. If a client doesn't volun- 
teer the information, Jackie doesn't turn 
him away. But she makes sure he's sin- 
cere. 


"I don't like to play games with 


people," she said. "Then they're just 
wasting our time." 


About 60 per cent of the clients have 


been adults; 40 per cent adolescents. 
Most of the adults are there because of 


marital problems, according to Jackie. 


"For example, we had one couple who 


said they weren't getting along because 
of economic reasons. But we found it 
wasn't economic. It was more that the 
fellow didn't want to keep a job or as- 
sume responsibility. And she was look- 
ing for a father image and taking out all 
her hang ups on him," said Jackie. 


OF THE TEENS, Jackie estimates 


that two out of three come in because of 
drug problems. The rest, she said, are 
trying to find themselves. 


"They are really trying to face reality 


and have a lot of insecure feelings. 
There's a lack of self confidence," she 
said. Many times parents are called in, 
but only with the son or daughter's per- 
mission. l(So far every parent has come 
in. It then gets into family therapy." 


If a resident wants help from the ICE 


House, he is asked to make an appoint- 
ment between 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. Monday 
through Friday or from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
on Saturday. If it's a crisis, Jackie ad- 
mits him right away. She has a staff of 
trained volunteer counselors to help her 
handle cases. 


Pat Reardon is one of those counselors. 
"I came over here one day and I liked 


what I saw," she said. "I thought it 
would be a good area for me to work in. 
And I haven't been disappointed. It's 
helped me as much as I've helped any- 
body else." 


Jackie and Mrs. Reardon admit they 


don't try to handle all problems. Some 
are sent to other social agencies with 
better facilities and knowledge of the 
problem. If a case is especially serious, 
Jackie uses Dr. Eugene Trager, medical 
director of the Northwest Mental Health 
Association for advice. 


BUT MOST OF THE problems are of 


the "suburban society" variety, accord- 
ing to the two women. Yet, said Jackie, 
the ICE House has gotten "a negative 
response" from the community. 


"Mount Prospect is conservative in 


its outlook on things. People are either 
unaware or deny the situation," Jackie 
said. "Parents like to think of this town 
as wholesome without any problems. 
There's still a skepticism with the clients 
who come in, but they come In." 


Currently the ICE House is looking for 


larger facilities. The two small rooms 
just aren't enought for the 4 to 5, some-

Oops! Mail 
Bags Drop

United States potal inspectors were re- 


ported combing the area in and around 
O'Hare Airport yesterday in search of 
two mail bags that fell from a North 
Central Airlines plane shortly after take 
off.

20 Protest Tavern Rezoning Plan 


Some 20 persons showed up at a Mount 


Prospect Plan Commission study meet- 
ing Wednesday to protest a proposed re- 
zoning for Butch McGuire's Tavern, 300 
E. Rand Rd. 


The main complaints by the residents 


were noise and litter caused by the res- 
taurant's primarily youthful clientele, 


The commission, in a split five-two 


vote, elected to recommend to the village 
board that rezoning be denied. The two 
"aye" 
votes were cast by Malcolm 


Young, commission chairman, and Har- 
old Ross, commission vice chairman. 


The tavern is requesting a B-3 business 


zoning, instead of its current residential 
zoning. When the property was in- 
voluntarily annexed in October of 1967, it 
was routinely placed in the residential 
holding category, R-X, 


AN ATTORNEY for McGuire's said 


their request has two reasons behind it. 
The first reason, he said is that, should 
over 50 per cent of any of the buildings 
now on the property be destroyed, they 
could not be rebuilt while the property i& 
zoned residential. 


His second reason was that renovation 


of the tavern's kitchen facilities is 
planned, and before building permits will 
be issued, 'the property must be zoned 
properly. 


Currently, the property is a legal non- 


conforming use. 


Commission Chairman Young said of 


McGuire that "he's simply entitled to it 
(the rezoning)." Young pointed out res- 
taurants have operated on the site for 
over 30 years and when the property was 


involuntarily annexed, it had had B-3 
zoning already in the county. 


Some commission members questioned 


the need for the rezoning, since only the 
kitchen was to be improved. But Ross 
said that whether or not the rezoning is 
needed, the property owner still has the 
right to request rezoning. 


McGuire has leased the property since 


1969. Before that, the site was occupied 
by the Redwood Inn. 


THE PETITION, presented by Michael 


Wexler, contained 188 signatures of resi- 
dents who live in the Brickman subdivi- 
sion that lies adjacent to McGuire's. Not 
only did they ask that rezoning be de- 
nied, but they also requested an in- 
vestigation of the premises to see if any 
illegal improvements had been made. 


The rezoning request and the commis- 


sion's recommendation will now go be- 
fore the village board for final action. 


Plan Unit OKs Plan For Repair Shop 


In other action, the Mount Prospect 


Plan Commission Wednesday voted to 
recommend 
approval of a 
rezoning 


request that will allow the construction 
of a radio-television repair shop at the 
southeast corner of West Kensington 
Road and North Wille Street. 


The site is -currently zoned residential. 


The commission's vote was unanimous. 
They did, however, attach two conditions 
to their recommendation. These were 
that there be a 10-foot setback on Wille 
Street and that the proposed land switch 
with Commonwealth Edison Co. be com- 
pleted.

because of the shape of the property and 
the nearby power station.

Arlington's Jack Walsh 


To State Position 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh yesterday was named to the post 
of assistant director of local government 
affairs by Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


As assistant director, Walsh, 44, will be 


the state official most directly respon- 
sible for liaison work between the state 
and local governments in the six-county 
area of northeastern Illinois. 


Walsh said yesterday that he would 


continue to serve as village president of 
Arlington Heights but that he will take a 
one-year leave of absence from North- 
west Firestone, Inc., which he owns and 
operates. 


The appointment was effective imme- 


diately and Walsh will take up offices 
Monday in the State of Illinois Building, 
160 N. LaSalle St. in Chicago. 


The Department of Local Government 


Affairs was created two years ago by 
Ogilvie and has four main areas of re- 
sponsibility. 


—It is the principal agency in North- 


eastern Illinois for processing funds for 
municipal planning and housing. 


—It deals directly with local govern- 


ments on the enforcement of state and 
federal anti-pollution standards. 


—It Is the chief liaison office between 


the governor and the leaders of local 
governmental bodies in Northeastern Illi- 
nois. 


—II works with problems of mass 


transportation, an area in which Walsh 
has demonstrated a keen interest, and it 
coordinates interagency and interstate* 
mass transportation programs as they 
affect local government. 


"THIS DEPARTMENT was created 


some two years ago as a result of the 
governor's pledge to see to the needs of 
local governments," Walsh said. 


"Frankly, this department is an advo- 


cate of local government, as am I. and 


we intend to deal directly with the issues 
confronting local governments and to 
help these governments with state ex- 
pertise and funds." 


Walsh said he expects to spend most of 


his time as assistant director in the Chi- 
cago area but added he will have to trav- 
el to Springfield periodically, 


In announcing the appointment, Ogilvie 


said, "Mr. Walsh's experience in local 
government and his business background 
make him extremely well suited to serve 
the needs of Illinois municipalities in the 
state-level department." 


Walsh will work for a former Peoria 


mayor, Robert J. Lehnhausen, who was 
appointed director of the Department of 
Local Government Affairs in January of 
1970. He will receive a $27,000 annual 
salary and have a small staff to assist 
him. 


Walsh said he and the governor first 


discussed the new job about three weeks 
ago and that he told Ogilvie he would 
accept the position several days ago dur- 
ing a meeting with the governor in Chi- 
cago. 


"I VIEW THE JOB as an exceptional 


chance to make use of the experience I 
have gained in local government in the 
past 11 years," Walsh said. 


"Of particular interest are the in- 


novative opportunities in the community 
services activities of the department and 
the unutilized opportunities offered to lo- 
cal government under the new (state) 
constitution," he said. 


Walsh, who has been Arlington Heights 


village president since 1969, succeeds a 
former village president of Park Forest, 
Bernard G. Cunningham, in the state 
post. 


Cunningham was recently appointed 


secretary for mass transportation in the 
state Department of Transportation.

School Dist. Continues Free Site Fight

School Dist. 21 today will continue its 


fight to receive a free school site at the 
corner of Willow and Wolf roads in unin- 
corporated Wheeling. 


Dist. 21 officials will appear at the 


Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
hearing in the Wheeling Village Hall. The 
hearing will follow a case involving the 
Whippletree Village sales office. The 
hearings are expected to get under way 
at 3 p.m. 


The hearing involving Dist. 21 will de- 


termine whether the land the district 
wants for a school site can be rezoned. 
The seven-acre site is presently owned 
by the Lamplighter apartments and if it 
is given to the school district the over-all 
size of the apartment complex will be 
reduced. This will cause the Lamplighter 
complex to be in violation of county zon- 
ing regulations. 


THE REGULATIONS state only a cer- 


tain number of apartments can be built 
on a certain size of property. Without the 
change the owners of the complex fear 
that if part of the apartments are de- 
stroyed by fire or other disaster, they 
would be unable to rebuild them. 


Because of this they -will fight the dis- 


trict's attempts to get the site — unless 
the rezoning is granted. 


School Supt. Ken Gill said he hopes the 


land owners will donate the school site to 
Dist. 21. However, if the owner fails to 
win the zoning change, Gill said the dis- 
trict may be forced to condemn the land 
and pay between $300,000 and $400,000 for 
it. 


Everett Lewy, school board attorney, 


said. "This alternate plan would delay 
construction and leave the district to pay 
the cost of the land." 


THE ATTORNEY also said county zon- 


ing officials arranged today's hearing 
when they learned Dist, 21 is busing chil- 
dren across the district. They do this be- 
cause of the absence of a Prospect 
Heights school. 


The long-anticipated school on the 


Lamplighter site would directly serve 
Prospect Heights. It would also have an 
indirect effect on James Whitcomb Riley 
School in Arlington Heights and Robert 
Frost School in Mount Prospect, since 
Prospect Heights students now attend 
both schools.

Sacred Heart Ownership Changes

Ownership of Sacred Heart of Mary 


High School in Rolling Meadows has con- 
verted from the Religious Order of Sa- 
cred Heart to the Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago. 


Despite the change of ownership, the 


school will be kept open. 


An announcement of the change in 


ownership was made yesterday to stu- 
dents at the school by Principal Lcn Bac- 
nen. An all-school assembly is planned at 
8:30 this morning at which time Baenen 
will discuss the new development. 


The New York-based order is selling 


the school, which it has wholly owned 
and operated since it opened in 1961, be- 
cause of extreme financial difficulties 
and problems in staffing. 


At the present time, Sacred Heart 


School has an Indebtedness of $2.26 mil- 
lion. 


The school was built at a cost of $2.8 


million on land donated to it by the arch- 
diocese. At the time of construction the 
archdiocese also gave the order a 


$100,000 grant to defray the cost of con- 
structing a convent, 


THE ORDER OF SACRED HEART is 


now unable to make payments on princi- 
pal and interest to an Eastern insurance 
company that holds the mortgage on the 
school. 


A $1.5 MILLION loan was made to the 


order by the archdiocese several years 
ago. There has been no payment on the 
four years there has been no payment on 
the interest. 


Specific details of the transfer of own- 


ership are still being worked out between 
the order and the archdiocese. 


The transfer of ownership to the arch- 


diocese is unprecedented to the knowl- 
edge of the Brother Pius Xavier, associ- 
ate superintendent for high schools for 
the archdiocese. While the archdiocese 
does own a few schools, most are owned 
by religious orders, according to Brother 
Pius. 


The sisters, who have staffed the 


school since 1961, will leave in June. Oth- 
er changes in administration will also 


be made and efforts are now being con- 
centrated on finding a principal to re- 
place Baenen, 
who had earlier an- 


nounced his resignation. 


The Rev. H. Robert Clark, arch- 


diocesan Superintendent of schools, said 
specific plans for staffing the school have 
not been made. Several studies are under 
way to put the school on a sound finan- 
cial basis and increase the enrollment to 
capacity, according to Father Clark. 


A series of conferences with parents, 


students and the present staff of the 
school are planned to work out stable ar- 
rangement for the continuation of the 
high school, according to Father Clark. 


THE SCHOOL was built for 800 stu- 


dents and had 1,023 students in 1968,. But 
enrollment has rapidly declined since 
then. In 1968 when there was talk of ex- 
panding the school's facilities, interest 
payments on the schools' original con- 
struction were $97,000 annually.

cuss the possible formation of a single 
suburban mass transit district. 


Within Arlington Heights, Walsh has 


initiated a program of intergovernmental 
cooperation among the village, township, 
park and school districts which, though 
still in its infancy, appears to hold many 
long-range implications. 


Walsh is a strong believer in the au- 


tonomy of local government but he also 
realizes the necessity and potential, un- 
der the new state constitution, for coop- 
eration among governments in working 
out solutions to common problems. 


HE HAS SPOKEN of the encouraging 


possibilities of federal revenue sharing at 
the local level and he has urged local 
governments to face up to thorny issues 
like low and moderate-income housing, 
lest their responsibilities be preempted 
by the federal government. 


An honor graduate of the University of 


Notre Dame, Walsh has been in business 
since 1949. He was president of the Ar- 
lington Heights Jaycees from 1959-60 and 
the follwing year served as president of 
the Arlington Heights Chamber of Com- 
merce.

local governments," Walsh said. 


"Frankly, this department is an advo- 


cate of local government, as am I, and 
we intend to deal directly with the issues 
confronting local governments and to 
help these governments with state ex- 
pertise and funds." 


Walsh said he expects to spend most of 


his time as assistant director in the Chi- 
cago area but added he will have to trav- 
el to Springfield periodically. 


In announcing the appointment, Ogilvie 


said, "Mr. Walsh's experience in local 
government and his business background 
make him extremely well suited to serve 
the needs of Illinois municipalities in the 
state-level department." 


Walsh will work for a former Peoria 


mayor, Robert J. Lehnhausen, who was 
appointed director of the Department of 
Local Government Affairs in January of 
1970. He will receive a $27,000 annual 
salary and have a small staff to assist 
him. 


Walsh said he and the governor first 


discussed the new job about three weeks 
ago and that he told Ogilvie he would 
accept the position several days ago dur- 
ing a meeting with the governor in Chi-

"I VIEW THE JOB as an exceptional 


chance to make use of the experience I 
have gained in local government in the 
past 11 years," Walsh said. 


"Of particular interest are the in- 


novative opportunities in the community 
services activities of the department and 
the unutilized opportunities offered to lo- 
cal government under the new (state) 
constitution," he said.

They Don't Want To Go 
Recruiting Is Tough Today

Steve Ekebert of Rolling Meadows 


stepped inside the Naval Recruiting 
Headquarters, approached the two uni- 
formed salesmen, and said "recruit me." 


The tiny office in downtown Palatine 


was empty when the 19-year-old entered, 
a solemn state that Recruiting Officer 
Roger Johnson said is commonplace 
these days. 


The boy squirmed into a hard-backed 


chair and nervously tapped his shoes on 
the floor while a semi-interrogation was 
conducted. It began with questions about 
the youth's interests and attitudes, then 
became more specific. 


"Have you ever taken 'pot,' heroin or 


dope of any kind?*' Johnson asked. 
"Have you ever been picked up by po- 
lice?" 


Ekebert passed the preliminaries, had 


a few questions of his own and finally 
told the recruiters: "I'm willing to do 
anything worthwhile." 


All branches of the military service to- 


day are waging an uphill battle in con- 
vincing prospective recruits that enlist- 
ment

Hawaii and Europe and a reduced obli- 
gation in the Navy. 


Enlistments in the Army rose last year 


but still fell short of the 5,000 man objec- 
tive, spurring Maj. Gen. Albert H. Smith 
this week to ask approval of a $3,000 
bonus for combat soldiers. 


"IT'S GETTING hard without the 


draft" Johnson said. "Since the draft 
was suspended in July, less and less 
people are coming in. A lot of kids are 
holding back to see what will happen." 


Johnson, like some other recruiters, 


feels an all-volunteer military force "is 
not possible. Vietnam has left a stigma 
on the American people . . . they're fed 
up with it." 


The man who joins the Navy, at least 


at the Palatine station, is one who wants 
education or travel, Johnson added. "It's 
not the guy who says I've got a duty to 
do." 


For the recruit who wishes travel the 


Navy gives him a choice of coasts and 
bases throughout the world, Johnson 
said. "The one who want an education . . 
. the Navy has the best schools there 
are." 


The Navy has relaxed military regu- 


lations to bolster volunteers, now allow- 
ing men to wear sideburns, longer hair 
styles and even beards. Next year the fa- 
mous bell-bottom uniform will be trans- 
formed into a dress uniform. And this 
week, the department of the Navy has 
authorized a three-year enlistment in- 
stead of the traditional four years. 


But with all of the changes, Johnson 


said the Palatine recruiting station is en- 
listing about five men each month. "But 
we are running behind" the objective, he 
said. 


THE ARMY recruiting station at Pala- 


tine enlisted > five men in "The Modern 
Volunteer Army" in February, but has a 
quota of 12 this month. Recruiting Sgt. 
Steve Spenny could not predict whether 
the quota will be reached, but said, 
"We're sure going to try." 


Spenny said many incentives are being 


offered to volunteers. The Army, he said, 
"is trying to have a more homey feel- 
ing," adding that two and four man liv- 
ing quarters are available, ' and all 
around better living conditions. 


The guaranteed option is another in- 


centive, Spenny said. In this program an

enlistee is guaranteed a choice of study 
and selection of specific duty area, 


"And we're gearing the jobs to civilian 


pay," he said. A volunteer now receives 
$288 a month compared to $94 a month 
only five years ago. 


In another unprecedented maneuver to 


snare volunteers, the Army unveiled a 
new program Tuesday, allowing men a 
three-day tour of a training site before 
enlistment. 


The pilot program was initiated in 


South Carolina with 100 youths who were 
given a glimpse of training conditions 
without requiring enlistment. A multimil- 
lion dollar center was built for them to 
live in, complete with air conditioning 
and carpeting. 


If the program is successful, an Army 


spokesman said, it will be implemented 
at other bases throughout the country. 


L 


AT FT. BENNING, Ga.f the Army loo- 


sened restrictions and now provides 
more than 100 new incentives for the re- 
cruit. Other bases picked up a similar 
offering which includes beer machines in 
barracks, no more kitchen police (KP) 
and extended passes for weekend trips. 


Spenny said the volunteer Army "is 


getting more people who can't afford to 
go to college and want to learn a trade." 
He said there are many military jobs 
which qualify men for similar civilian 
jobs when discharged. 


Spenny tested more than 80 students at 


Schattmburg High School for the military 
last week, but, said it is uncertain how 
many of those will volunteer. He contacts 
many high school graduates, who may be 
prime targets for the draft and also 
uses municipal officials and policemen 
for referrals. 


The Marines are using what Des 


Plaines recruiter Sgt. Dan Romeo calls 
"a hard sell" on the prospective corps- 


man. Because the Marines have reduced 
the troop strength from 300,000 to 200,000 
men within the last year, fewer volun- 
teers are needed. 


But he said "it is a little more difficult 


to get volunteers because there is no 
draft hanging over a man's head." 


Unlike other branches of the service, 


the Marines promise their recruits few 
luxuries. There is no guaranteed location 
where a soldier will spend a part of his 
enlistment, except that the Des Plaines 
recruiter said the men are now being 
sent to sunny San Diego for basic train- 
ing. 


THE NEW MARINE slogan, Romeo 


said, is "If everyone could be a marine, 
then it wouldn't be the marine corps." 
As Romeo said, "We don't promise them 
an arm and a leg." 


The Air Force is providing incentives 


in the area of job training by offering 28 
new guaranteed jobs in hope of landing 
more recruits. But the recruiter in Elgin 
conceded that "right now this is a slow 
time for us." 


Basic trainees in the Air Force serve 


six weeks compared to eight weeks in 
the Army. He may spend as long as 52 
weeks in taining before assignment to a 
permanent job. 


However ironic it may be, local Navy 


and Army recruiters said finding women 
willing to join the services is not as diffi- 
cult as it once was. "Girls are no prob- 
lem," Johnson said. "Young girls want 
to go." 


Spenny said many girls are joining the 


Women's Army Corps to take advantage 
of the Army Nursing Scholarship. One 
such volunteer this week was Cindy Ha- 
lada of Palatine who said she had some 
doubts about "being tied down in the 
Army." 


But she wants to be a nurse and said 


she considered both training and finance 
before enlisting.

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Trailer Park People Stunned

As they watched neighboring homes 


and businesses being taken over by the 
\ed Brown Forest Preserve, long-time 
residents of the Elk Grove Mobile Home 
Park have realized in recent years that 
their lime would eventually come. 


But with the announcement this week 


that the park will have to be relocated to 
allow for development of a 1.200-,icre re- 
servoir, the realization has hit the resi- 
dents fully. 


"The people here are upset," said 01- 


gle Gowen, operator of Lynn's Food Shop 
located In the trailer park. 
"They've 


been talking about it all week and some 
of them are really worried." 


GOWEN, WHO moved to the trailer 


park in 1959, is one of the. park's 700 resi- 
dents who have watched in recent years 
as the neighboring forest preserve ex- 
panded to almost completely surround 
the trailer park, located at 941 W. Hig- 
gins Rd, 


In the last two years, a tavern, a gar- 


den center and farm have been added to 
the forest preserve's territory, leaving 
the trailer park alone in the unincorpo- 
rated area of Elk Grove Township south 
of 
Rolling 
Meadows 
and 
Arlington 


Heights and north of Elk Grove Village. 


"This is the only spot they haven't 


got," Gowen said. "And you knew they 
weren't going to let it go forever." 


The trailer park is located on an 11- 


acre tract surrounded on three sides by 
the 3,800-acre forest preserve. Its reloca- 
tion is called for in a revised draft of the 
Upper Salt Creek Watershed Plan, which 
was presented to its 13 sponsors Monday. 


UNDER THE PLAN, six reservoirs — 


including one in the Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve — would be.constructed along 
the creek to prevent flooding. The Ned 
Brown reservoir, which would double as 
a recreational lake, would force reloca-

Archdiocese Taking Over 
Control Of Sacred Heart

Ownership of Sacred Heart of Mary 


High School in Rolling Meadows has con- 
verted from the Religious Order of Sa- 
cred Heart to the Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago. 


Despite the change of ownership, the 


school will be kept open. 


An announcement of the change in 


ownership was made yesterday to stu- 
dents at the school by Principal Lcn Bae- 
nen, An all-school assembly is planned at 
8r3» this morning at which time Baenen 
will discuss the new development. 


The New York-based order is selling 


the school, which it has wholly owned 
and operated since it opened in 1961, be- 
cause of extreme financial difficulties 
and problems in staffing. 


At the present time, Sacred Heart 


School has an indebtedness of $2.26 mil- 
lion. 


The school was built at a cost of $2.8 


million on land donated to It by the arch- 
diocese. At the time of construction the 
archdiocese 
also gave the order a 


$100.000 grant to defray the cost of con- 
structing a convent. 


THE ORDER OF SACRED HEART is 


now unable to make payments on princi- 
pal and Interest to an Eastern insurance 
company that holds the mortgage on the 
school. 


A $1.5 MILLION loan was made to the 


order by the archdiocese several years 
ago. There has been no payment on the 
/our years there has been no payment on 
the Interest. 


Specific details of the transfer of own- 


ership are still being worked out between 
the order and the archdiocese. 


The transfer of ownership to the arch- 


diocese is unprecedented to the knowl- 
edge of the Brother Pius Xavier, associ- 
ate superintendent for high schools for 
the archdiocese. While the archdiocese 
does own a few schools, most are owned 
by religious orders, according to Brother 
Pius. 


The sisters, who have staffed the 


school since 1961, will leave in June. Oth- 
er changes in administration will also 
be made and efforts are now being con- 
centrated on finding a principal to re- 
place Baenen, who had earlier an- 
nounced his resignation. 


The Rev. H. Robert Clark, arch- 


diocesan Superintendent of schools, said 
specific plans for staffing the school have 
not buen made. Several studies are under 
way to put the school on a sound finan- 
cial basis and increase the enrollment to 
capacity, according to Father Clark. 


A series of conferences with parents, 


students antl Lhe present staff of the 
school are planned to work out stable ar- 
rangement for the continuation of the 
high school, according to Father Clark.

JANURA SAID the district has set no 


timetable for relocating the 700 trailer 
dwellers. The $34 million project is de- 
pendent on federal funding, which cannot 
be applied for until all 13 sponsoring 
agencies have given their approval. 


Project sponsors are the North Cook 


County Soil and Water Conservation Dis- 
trict; the forest preserve district; the vil- 
lages of Elk Grove Village, Schaumburg, 
and Palatine; the City of Rolling Mead- 
ows; Cook County; the park districts of 
Palatine, Schaumburg, Salt Creek Rural 
and Elk Grove; the I l l i n o i s Depart- 
ment of Transportation, Division of Wa- 
terways; and the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District of Greater Chicago. The MSD is 
the only agency which has formally en- 
dorsed the project.

Alan Abrams 
(8th) will ask William Flener. director of 
the FAA's air traffic service, to increase 
the number of evening hours during 
which jet takeoffs are diverted away 
from Des Plaines and over less popu- 
lated areas 


Aid Abrams, a member of the city 


council's environmental controls com- 
mittee, said he wants the diversion ex- 
tended beyond the present 11 p m to 7 
a m. period "Even an hour extension ei- 
ther way would be a big improvement,"

procedures, in effect for more than a 
year, most night flights that would ordi-

This procedure was adopted after the 


FAA received manv complaints from 
nearby communities Suburbs west of 
O'Hare, like Bensenvllle, have objected 
to the procedure 


The FAA has argued this procedure 


eannot be extended over more hours be- 
cause of the volume of flights, according 
to Abrams. O'Hare has about 700 flights 
each night, and more are expected when 
a new runway and cargo facilities are 
completed, Abrams has said. 


Fewer takeoffs are possible under the 


11 p.m. to 7 a m procedure because only 
a limited number of flights can be made 
along the single take-off pattern and 
some distance must be kept between 
flights. Obviously many more flights are 
possible using several flight paths ac- 
cording to Abrams. 


However, Abrams said the safety dis- 


tance required by the FAA between as- 
cending planes may not be as large as is 
really required. 


Instead, from conversations with pi- 


lots, Abrams feels the FAA stand may be 
dictated by a desire to save airplane fuel

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McCarthy Tells Niles Group; State Primary Critical

Eugene McCarthy has been called a 


poet, a prophet, a professor and a politi- 
cian. 


He has also been called a progmatist 


with a practical approach to the March 
21 Illinois presidential primary. 


"t look upon the Illinois primary as a 


critleal test ... 
for myself and for the 


issues," McCarthy, Democratic candi- 
date for President of the United States, 
said Wednesday night. 


Speaking at Niles College to a crowd of 


about 500 persons, both young and old, 
the former Minnesota senator made 
clear his strategy of concentrating on Il- 
linois while other Democratic contenders 
are battering each other In the crowded 
primaries of Florida, New Hampshire 
and Wisconsin. 


"Illinois is a large state," he ex- 


plained. 


"Its residents face the same critical 


problems that the nation faces. 1 think 
this primary will raise a clear judgment 
about what kind of Democratic Party the 
voters want — a party of tradition or a 
party of Innovation, imagination and 
commitment," said McCarthy. 


He's skipping the camapign trail of his 


many opponents In both New Hamp- 
shire's March 7 primary and Florida's 
March 14 primary, although his name 
will be on the ballot in that southern 
state. 


In Illinois, McCarthy will be pitted 


against Maine's Sen. Edmund Muskie, 
the only other Democratic candidate for 
president on this state's March 21 ballot. 


"In 1972, IT WILL be up to all of us to 


try to clarify America . . . to decide how 
we can achieve what we think is right for 
America In terms of ideas, purposes and 
policies and the candidates who advocate 
them. 
1' McCarthy told the Niles au- 


dience.

"If you make the right decisions about 


each of these, I just happen too think I 
might be the winner in the presidential 
primary here," he added. 


The candidate, who has spent the past 


week campaigning throughout the Chi- 
cago area, spoke to the Niles College 
gathering and answered questions for 
more than an hour. 


He accused recent presidents of trying 


to assume a position of "infallability" in 
both domestic and foreign policies. 


Historically, he said, it has been be- 


lieved that the United States has been 
"the leader of the world" and could not 
be "held responsible for its actions ac- 
cording to the same values as other na- 
tions." 


According to McCarthy, this belief has 


led first to a moral "arrogance" on the 
part of American politicians, and finally

McCarthy explained, "We are the only 


great nation, it has been said, that calls 
its military department the department 
of Defense, Were the invations of Cuba, 
the Dominican Republic and North Viet- 
nam made in the name of defense? If we 
had departments of defense and offense 
it would be more realistic." 


Along with moral and military "arro- 


gance," McCarthy said, came "presiden- 
tial arrogance." This, he explained, is 
the belief held by many politicians that 
"domestic and foreign policy belong to 
the man who is the President." 


McCarthy joked, "President Johnson 


began to use the personal pronoun 'my.' 
Hr would call things 'my' cabinet, 'my' 
Congress, 'my' helicopter. President Nix- 
on often uses the term 'we.' I don't know 
if he's referring to Kissinger (Henry Kis- 
singer, Presidential adviser) or not." 


THE

manifestation 
of 
the 
disposition of 


thought that has occurred," 


"This is where we are in 1972 . . . try- 


ing to find out what our government is 
all about . . . and both parties are suf- 
ficiently to blame for the confusion," he 
said. 


In 1964, McCarthy said, the Democrat- 


ic platform "boasted about how much 
more powerful we were than before. 
About the only weapon, we were short of 
was poison darts. This was 'progress' at , 
a time when we should have been mov- 
ing toward disarmament." 


In 1968, when McCarthy's bid for the 


presidential nomination was unsuccess- 
ful, he said, "the Democratic platform 
complained about the Vietnam war but 
didn't say much about other problems 
facing the nation," 


Now in 1972, he said, "the first empha- 


sis in the Democratic platform is on 
something they call unity, but they don't 
say on what basis or on what issues. 
They say we have to be careful, we don't 
want to develop any controversial issues, 
thinking Nixon might defeat himself." 


For years, he said, "Democrats said 


Nixon had no domestic policy and no for- 
eign policy, but they weren't planning 
their own either at that time. Then Nixon 
came out with his new economic policy 
and with his trip to China. Now they say 
he has a domestic policy and he has a 
foreign policy." 


McCarthy said, "We haven't recovered 


from either political movement. However 
a wage-price freeze and a trip tp Peking 
shouldn't be blown out of proportion." 


The candidate urged the voters of Illi- 


nois and the nation to fight the "arro- 
gance and preoccupation with power that 
has taken over the Presidency." 


Answering questions from 
the au- 


dience, McCarthy said he favors modi- 
fication of abortion laws and amnesty 
with two or three years of social service 
work for draft evaders. 


He said he is against capital punish- 


ment and the establishment of an all-vol- 
unteer army. "If we are going to contin- 


ue the political commitments we have, 
we must have a truly representative mil- 
itary. Right now we have the most un- 
representative military we've ever had," 
he said. 


THE CANDIDATE said he feels Presi- 


dent Nixon should have gone through the 
diplomatic channels of recognition of 
China before visiting the country. 


McCarthy said he feels 
President 


Nixon should set a date for total with- 
drawal of all American troops from Viet- 
nam, providing the North Vietnamese 
would agree to release all prisoners of 
war be that date. 


He said, "Busing is an instrument we 


can quite properly use to achieve an end 
to racial segregation." He added that the 
issue of busing should be handled in the 
courts.

opment, but the large numbc-r of eligible 
students is. Dist. 214 has organixccl a spe- 
cial committee to study the situation and 
deckle whether it should be encouraged 
or discouraged.

shouldn't graduate early." said Donald 
Ring, district director of research. "But 
we want to know why some arc staying 
and some are leaving." 


Ring and other committee members 


have developed a questionnaire that will 
be distributed to the ''super senior" and. 
their parents. The district officials want 
to find out how the early graduates are 
taking advantage of their head start on 
college. And they want to know if there 
are any curriculum revisions they can 
make to hold these students for a full 
four years. 


Currently 
no special 
arrangements 


have been made for the early graduate;). 


Forest View High School was the only 
one of the district's seven schools to hold 
a mid-year graduation ceremony. The 
other graduates either had to take their 
diplomas over the counter or come back 
for a June ceremony. 


A BREAKDOWN of each school shows 


that 32 out of 246 eligible seniors at Ar- 
lington High School graduated early; 41 
out of 253 at Prospect High School; 66 
out of 303 at Forest View High School; 62 
out of 421 at Wheeling High School; 35 
out of 237 at Elk Grove High School; and 
62 out of-H40 at Hei'sey High School. Roll- 
ing Meadows High School does not have 
a senior class. 


What many of these students nave 


done is add an extra course or half credit 
to their semester load. Normally, they 
would only need to take four classes plus 
physical education and study hall in each 
semester to graduate on time. But recent 
schedule changes — such as independent 
study and a eight period day — have 
allowed them to take on extra classes. In 
addition they can pick up from one to 
two credits in summer school. 


The schedule changes were made to 


give the students a chance to supplement 
traditional courses, according to Rolxsrt 
Haskell, Elk Grove High School princi- 
pal, The school officials say they wanted 
to give the students more freedom and 
more course variety — not an early out. 


Most of the "super seniors" are taking 


advantage of their 
new freedom 
by 


broadening their studies. School officials 
speculate that many are staying on be. 
cause they don't want to leave their 
friends or they aren't able to get into 
college in February.

hand, apparently are leaving because 
they want to make money before their 
college term or in some cases simply 
want to break bonds with home. The ma- 
jority of the early graduates, report ad- 
ministrators, are "highly motivated with 
career plans," 


YET, SOME school officials worry that 


these students aren't ready to leave high 
school and haven't received the full bene- 
fits of a high school education. John 
Rowc, assistant principal at Arlington 
High School, said he would rather see 
"students slay five years in high school, 
taking junior college subjects, then three 
years in college." 


District officials feel obligated to study 


the present program to see if there is 
any way they can better meet the special 
needs of the early graduates. According 
to Roderick McLennan, assistant super- 
intendent, this may mean allowing stu- 
dents to take college credits in high 
school.

"We want to offer these students what

Concert Association Celebrates Its 25th

ber of the Arlington Heights Commu- 
nity Concert Association.

Gale Block! was a pioneer of sorts. The 


former Arlington Heights resident didn't 
settle any new territory, but he is credit- 
ed with establishing an important cultur- 
al group in the northwest suburban area, 
the Arlington Community Concert Associ- 
ation. And , . . it happened by accident. 


Blocki came up with what appeared to 


him as a marvelous money-making proj- 
ect for his local garden club. He would 
arrange to bring in a performing arts 
group by charging a small general ad- 
mission in advance. 


That was 25 years ago and as luck 


would have it, Blocki didn't make a prof- 
it. But then again, neither did he lose 
any money. And the concert was so well 
liked and accepted that Blocki decided to 
repeat the idea . . . this time as purely a 
service to the community. 


HE BECAME the first president of the 


Arlington Heights Community Concert 
Association enlisting 12 other couples to 
aid him in soliciting members. 


Today the roster numbers over 13,000. 


"The name now is actually a mis- 


nomer," said Boyd White, current presi- 


dent of the concert association and vocal 
musical director 
at 
Arlington 
High 


School "It did start in Arlington Heights, 
but now our membership is pulled in 
from all over the area." 


The 25th anniversary campaign of the 


Arlington Heights Concert Association 
kicks off this Tuesday. Present members 
are in the process of being contacted for 
membership renewal. Remaining sub- 
scriptions will be sold to area residents 
through a booth to be set up in the lobby 
of the First Arlington National Bank 
Tuesday through next Friday, 


BECAUSE THE concert association is 


a non-profit organization, the kind and 
number of artists booked depend upon 
how many tickets are sold for the entire 
series. 


The programs are available only by 


advance subscription so a working budg- 
et can be set up ahead of the new season. 
Tickets for individual concerts are not 
sold at the door the day of the perform- 


Two programs have already been an- 


nounced for the forthcoming season, the 
Obernkirchen Children's Choir and Great 
New Orleans Jazz Band. They serve as 
enticements to draw in new members.

"We can stick our necks out with half 


of the proposed budget," said White. 


Then depending upon the total amount 


of money derived from the membership 
drive, two or possibly three more con- 
certs are arranged to fill out the season. 


"THERE IS A definite need for this 


kind of thing shown by the fine response 
to our programs," continued White. ' 


Even when the concert happened to 


land on the same afternoon as the Super 
Bowl this winter, the auditorium attend- 
ance was good. 


"You can hear the entire series of con- 


certs for the price you would have to pay 
to see just one in Chicago . . . and that 
doesn't 
include 
the 
cost 
of 
trans- 


portation," said White. 


Adult memberships are $10 and student 


ones are $5. 


While recent inflation has increased 


the cost of other commodities, the price 
of a community concert membership has 
not changed in the past five years. 


"All the concerts originally were held 


on Sunday nights," said Fred Schmoyer, 
instrumental musical director at Arling- 
ton High School. He and his wife are 
charter members of the association. 


"WE USED TO make quite a social 


event out of it ... get a group together, 
have dinner and then go to the concert. 
It filled a vital need of the community. 
At the time the concert association was 
established, there wasn't anything hap- 
pening in town other than choral con- 
certs by church and school groups. 


"We are still serving the same purpose 


only the need is not quite so great I sup- 
pose," he continued. "But it certainly is 
cheaper having a group come to Arling- 
ton Heights than paying to go down and 
hear them in Orchestra Hall. ITie easiest 
situation is having them perform right in 
your own backyard." 


Mrs. Donald Everhart of Arlington 


Heights 
is immediate past 
publicity 


chairman. Her husband Is past president 
of the organization. Both are very inter- 
ested in musical education and have 
been active in the concert group since 
moving to this area 12 years ago. 


"IT MAKES A concert more mean- 


ingful when it is presented in your own 
community," said Mrs. Everhart. "Also 
the contact with the artist is very Impor- 
tant. They are very generous in meeting 
the public."

The budget of $10,000, which is the av- 


erage amount brought in from the annual 
membership drive, is divided among a 
variety of chosen performers. This might 
include small vocal groups, full orches- 
tras, dance teams and soloists, both vo- 
cal and instrumental. 


One year the concert group, in promot- 


ing all areas of the arts, presented a co- 
medienne. This year even African danc- 
ers were discussed . . . and topless no 
less. 


DIVERSITY IS THE primary aim. The 


board made up of 21 members tries to 
consider everyone's tastes. They shy 
away from repeating the same kind of 
program or the same performers from 
year to year, no matter how well they 
have been accepted. 


"We feel we have to appeal to every- 


one's interest," said Mrs. Everhart. "It's 
a temptation to consider just your own 
personal taste, but the board must take 
in the entire membership and subordi- 
nate their own inclinations." 


The performers are booked through an 


organization in New York City which 
represents 
national and international 


touring groups. It is a misconception that 
the talent presented is local. It never is. 


Currently the membership is bursting 


at the seams. Having sold out for the 
past eight years is a certain sign of suc- 
cess Yet today the concert association is 
absolutely powerless to try to break its 
record. 


THE PROBLEM IS facilities. The 


membership cannot be increased be- 
cause there is no outlet in the area that 
can handle more than 1300 people at one 
time. Types of program are also limited 
for this very reason. Concerts are now 
staged either at Arlington High School or 
St. James Parish Center. 


"It is quite a trick to get an available 


artist and an acceptable auditorium at 
the same time," said Don Everhart. 


While he was in office, the association 


experimented by holding one concert at 
Glenbrook High School which has a larg- 
er auditorium. 


"But we were defeating our own pur- 


pose by not having the entertainment 
right in our own area," he said. 


Requests for ballet have had to be 


shelved. There is no adequate place to 
show it.

Kubrick Star No Longer 'Leftover'

HOLLYWOOD (N'EA) - It's nice to 


know that even a Scowse can make good 
these days. 


Malcolm McDowell Is a Scowse. He's 


also a Liverpudlian. Actually. Scowses 
and Liverpudlians are practically the 
same — they're people who come from 
Liverpool in England. McDowell says the 
tvord "Scowse" comes from the name of 
a dish eaten there, a kind of stew made 
from leftovers.

Now he's a major star in a major film 


— he plays the lead in Stanley Kubrick's 
s h a t t e r i n g "A Clockwork Orange." 
There's no telling how far he can go now, 
if he wants to go far. 


"I'm a Scowse,'' he says. "That's the 


north country of England — as different 
from London as chalk and cheese. My 
father is a publican — keeps a pub - 
and we were definitely lower middle 
class but we never did without." 


HE STARTED OUT as a coffee rep, 


selling coffee to institutions like "asy- 
lums and nuclear power plants." And he 
wasn't unhappy at it. In fact, he might 
still be selling coffee except he felt the 
need to improve his speech. He thought 
if he spoke the King's English better, he 
might be a more effective salesman. 


He began taking elocution lessons, 


from a woman, 82, who had a studio over 
a piano shop in Liverpool. Her name was 
Mrs. Harold Ackley and she had dis- 
covered Rita Tushingham. Mrs. Ackley 
suggested acting and pushed him into 
taking an examination for LAMDA — the 
London Academy of Music and Dramatic 
Arts. 


He took it and passed it but before he 


could enroll, one of the judges offered 
him a job with a summer rep company 
on the Isle of Wight. Two weeks later, 
Mrs. Ackley died. 


THAT WAS ONLY seven years ago. 


McDowell worked England's rep circuit 
for the first three of those years and the 
last four has been a movie actor. He 
says he gets better parts offered lo him 
from film companies than from stage 
companies 


One of his movies was "If," and it was 


that film that Kubrick saw. The director 
apparently has one of those minds 
which stores everything away neatly. 
Some months after he saw "If," he read 
Anthony Burgess1 novel, "A Clockwork 
Orange." 


"I'm told," says McDowell, "that by 


the fourth chapter he had decided to 
make the movie and also had decided he 
wanted me to play Alex, the leading 
role." 


McDowell doesn't feel that "A Clock- 


work Orange" is a futuristic movie at 
all. He says it could be the present or the 
past "although looked at obliquely."

LARGE CONCERT groups even pre- 


sent a problem. Symphonies have to be 
held in gymnasiums because there are 
no stages large enough in the area to 
hold an orchestra. Acoustics are bad, the 
bleachers less than elegant, and the 
whole gym environment leaves some- 
thing to be desired. Yet members feel 
the opportunity of inviting a well-known 
orchestra to fie area overshadows the ill 
comforts of the house. 


"Hopefully there will someday be a cul- 


tural center or even if they could build 
one high school with a larger auditorium, 
that would help," said White. 


But until seating facilities are extend- 


ed, the membership is all but locked up. 
And not until new members are brought 
in to strengthen the budget can more fa- 
mous and expensive performers, such as 
the Boston Pops, be brought into the 
area. 


The lament of the Arlington Heights 


Community Concert Association echoes 
that of so many other local cultural 
groups who don't lack the cecessary sup- 
port, who don't lack talent or workers 
. . . but who are stymied by lack of ade- 
quate facilities.

as a warning," he says. "But what he 
warned about has already come to pass. 
There are some prisons in California, 
I'm told, where they try to change men's 
minds. And that's what this film is about

character he plays, and Richard III, his 
favorite Shakespearean role. 


"They're both dreadful people," he

"Hamlet is weak and indecisive," he 


says, "and that's the kind of part I have 
trouble play ing." 


But he shouldn't have to worry any 


more. With the impact he's making in 
"A Clockwork Orange," he'll probably 
have more offers than he can accept. 
And even if they don't happen, he can 
always go back to being a coffee-selling 
Scowse.

French Learn Awful Truth 


by ROSETTE HARGROVE 


PARIS (NEA) — To see ourselves as 


others see us is a faculty few Individuals 
possess, let alone nations. 


A French author, however, is doing 


what he can to change this at least as it 
applies to his countrymen. In his just- 
published "France Seen by the Foreign- 
er." Robert Mengin draws on the author- 
ity and vast experience of 30 years spent 
in several countries, his ears at all times 
tuned to what was said of France and the 
French. 


On the whole, the conclusions are not 


particularly flattering. "What a beating 
we take in this work!" noted one Pari- 
sian daily in its review. 


The French are seen, despite Paris' 


position as the capital of couture, as gen- 
erally sloppy In their dress, formally po- 
lite but not cordial, excessively involved 
in eating and drinking, on the stingy side 
and lacking in simplicity. 


FORTUNATELY FOR national self-es- 


teem, Frenchwomen when singled out for 
special attention come off somewhat 
more attractively in foreign eyes, adding 
some bright spots to the otherwise rather 
depressing portrait. 


Time was when a French woman was 


cnsidered synonymous with frivolity and 
coquettlshness. She is no longer consid- 
ered frivolous, according to Mengin, and 
as for goquettlsh. any Frenchwoman who 
thought she lacked certain talents in this 
line would consider it a drawback. 


The Frenchwoman is reputed to have 


no head at all for politics, She makes no 
use of the rights she has won in this do- 
main. Furthermore, when she discusses 
politics she is said to do it with passion

Maine West has an outstanding re- 


bounding club, but so does Maine East. 


Maine East may have its weak mo- 


ments on defense, but Maine West does 
not have the best of outside shooting, 


Maine West has the slight edge in 


dribbling, but Maine East has the edge 
in passing. 


With this Information, try to pick a fa- 


vorite. You can't, you say? Welcome to 
the club. 


The Warriors' probable starting lineup 


will have Jeff Heist and Rick Wolfgram 
at the guards, Doug Mjflprs at center and 
Joe Thimm and Fred Campobasso at the 
forwards. 


The Demons' probable starting lineup 


will have Russ Anderson and Mike 
McDonnell at the guards, Bill Castonzo 
at center and Mark Bondeson and Jim 
Cromer at the forwards, 


Maine West coach Gaston Freeman 


prefers the man-to-man defense, but has 
gone to the zone more often lately. 


If Freeman should go to the man-to-

Illinois town, a subject that stirred the 
emotions of young and old. 


It's the dream of every youngster who 


puts on a basketball uniform in Illinois to 
play in the high school championship 
game. 


It is a dream of many. Few ever reach 


that final game. Warren Collier (Paris) 
and Frank fiohac (Braldwood), key men 


in the District 214 organization, played in 
an Illinois championship. Don Schnake 
played in a championship game. 


It was In 1946 and Schnake remembers 


it well. 


Don is Ihc dead football conch at Elk 


Grove High School. He guided tltc Grena- 
diers lo the Mid-Suburban League cham- 
pionship lust /all. He's known as a fool- 
ball man, but at (his lime every year, 
this holiday from reality when a single 
sports event excites an entire slate, lie 
becomes a little nostalgic. Who can 
blame him for reminiscing about a bas- 
ketball team, a very special team? 


"Yes, I temember 1946. That was a 


strange year for us at Centralia, but a 
year 1 could 
never 
forget," 
says 


Sehcake. "We won five In a row, were 
ranked No. 1 In the state, and then lost 
five in a row. We finally ended up with a 
30-10 record." 


They ended up second In the state. 
Art Trout, the man who guided Cen- 


tralia basketball fortunes for 37 years, 
•never worried 
about the conference 


championship. If they won it, fine. He 
worried about the state tourney, That 
was his goal, that was what he was 
building for in any season, 


"We were playing for the conference 


championship one year In Harrisburg," 
Schnake recalls, "and the gym was so 
bad. $o dangerous the way It was laid out 
with the brick and everything, that Trout 


didn't even dress his first five. He didn't 
want anybody hurt with the state tourney 
coming up. 


•'Id' always played for Ihc stale. He'd 


lose early if he hud to just to get a point 
across. 1 remember one time we were 
playing and my grandfather came to lee 
us. He had never seen me In a game, 
and this was o special (rip. Here I was 
supposed to be the big starter, you know 
how kids talk, but before the game Trout 
lined up everybody in the locker room 
and said he had been getting some slatic 
on who had been starting. So, he wanted 
to know a good game to help him choose 
his starters. It ended up one potato, two 
potato . . . I didn't start . . . and it was 
embarrassing 
with 
my 
grandfather 


there." 


Centralia's Trout, one of the most de- 


lightful men in the history of Illinois 
schoolboy basketball, liked to run his 
own show, without outside interference. 
He gave the school 65 basketball trophies 
so it was hard to argue with his methods. 


"We had a young kid (Center Chuck 


Oland) on our team, who had played 
with 
the 
varsity 
as 
a freshman," 


Schnake remembers, "and Trout was 
getting a lot of pressure from people in 
town about playing him. They didn't 
think he was ready for the varsity. They 
kept saying he had to be seasoned before 
he was ready. 


"Well, Trout had enough of this talk. 


One night, in front of about 3500 people, 
he strapped a harness around Gland's 
head, and put some vegetables and other 
stuff in it, while we were warming up. 
Then he had this giant salt and pepper 
shaker, and he would walk out occasion- 
ally and liberally 'salt' or 'pepper' Oland 
down. Then he made the announcement 
that due to'many requests, he had sea- 
soned Oland and he now considered him 


ready for varsity competition. He didn't 
want to hear anything more about it. 
And he didn't." 


Centralia recovered from an early-sea- 


son slump in 1946 to begin its drive for 
Ihe state finals. They had not reached 
the state tourney since 1942, the year 
Dike Eddleman keyed a fantastic fourth 
period rally that beat Paris (and Warren 
Collier) for the state title. 


"We didn't have a real tough game un- 


til the sectional finals when we beat 
Pinckneyville 42-40," says Schnake. "We 
were just starting to roll then and we felt 
good about our chances." 


Tourney play opened on a Thursday at 


the University of Illinois' Huff Gym, and 
Centralia blasted Kewanee, 50-36. They 
rolled over Robinson, 63-50, but just got' 
by a good Dundee team from the Chi- 
cago area, 45-44. That set the stage for a 
m e e t i n g w i t h h i g h l y regarded 
Champaign, a state runnerup in 1945. 


"We had reached our goal of getting to 


the state finals," says Schnake, "and 
when you got there, when you played a 
fourth game in three days as it was set 
up then, you were just playing on in- 
stinct. We came back some in the fourth 


quarter but had a bad second period and 
just couldn't recover. They beat us, 54- 
48." Don scored six points in the cham- 
pionship game. 


"It was the dream of every kid grow- 


ing up in Centralia to play for the high 
school learn," Schnake continued, "and 
then when it was all over, you could look 
back on so many wonderful experiences. 
Playing in that state ' tournament is 
something I'll never forget." 


There is no sports activity in the state 


that grips the imagination, that thrills 
the population or delights as many as the 
state basketball tourney.

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School Districts Still Weighing Track Suit

Three out of four school districts af- 


fected by the alleged underassessment of 
Arlington Park Race Track are still hold- 
ing back from joining a class action suit 
to recoup lost revenue. 


The Joint Service Program, a sub- 


group of the Illinois Association of School 
Boards, has proposed filing suit against 
Cook County Assessor P. J. Cullerton in 
behalf of the cooperative, the school 


board members as taxpayers and the 
school children. 


At this time, only Palatine-Rolling 


Meadows Dist. 15 has agreed to join the 
litigation. High School Dists. 211 and 214, 
and Harper College are still reviewing 
the proposal. 


The suit calls for a reassessment of the 


race track property and payment of back 
taxes lost because of the alleged under- 


assessment. Several school officials have 
said they doubt they will ever recover 
the back taxes but hope to boost their 
budgets in the future with more race 
track revenue. 


The back taxes for 1970 have been esti- 


mated at $813,063 for Dist. 15; $338,566 
for Dist. 211 and $493,596 for Dist. 214.

Builders Hit Sewer Plans 


by LEA TONKIN 


Home builders representing a cross 


section of construction in the Chicago 
metropolitan area are reporting major 
shutdowns and the prospect of additional 
work stoppages as a result of inadequate 
sewage 
treatment 
facilities. They're 


banding together in an effort to put sew- 
age treatment savvy to work at the state 
and local level. 


Moratorla against additional sewer 


connections Imposed by the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (EPA) under the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Act 
have 


forced more than 20 builders to halt the 
current construction of nearly 7,000 
homes and apartments in the metropoli- 
tan area according to a recent survey of 
the Home Builders Association of Great- 
er Chicago. Seven builders reported the 
bans are costing them an estimated 
$7,ooo a day in lost sales and interest 
charges. This is an average of $1,000 per 
day per builder who has had to halt oper- 
ations. 


Six members of the association par- 


ticipated in the survey. Results were re- 
ported by Robert K. Widdicombe Jr.. ex- 
ecutive vice president of the organiza- 
tion, 


Widdicombe said builders from Schaum- 


burg. Buffalo Grove, Bartiett, Geneva 
and Waukegan are among those report- 
ing problems because of Inadequate sew- 
age treatment facilities. "If builders find 
that the circumstances of doing business 
in a community are too difficult they will 


look elsewhere," he said. 


The builders surveyed anticipate that 


sewer moraloria precipitated by new pol- 
lution control laws may stop the con- 
struction of another 5,475 homes and 
apartments in and around Chicago with a 
total market value of nearly SlOO-million. 
A large number of builders polled say 
they anticipate shutdowns because of 
past or potential problems. 


Faced with past and current losses and 


uncertainty about the future, a number 
of builders have decided to curtail build- 
ing and to curb land acquisition. A few 
are building their own sewage treatment 
facilities to sustain their planned oper- 
ations. Many are trying to persuade offi- 
cials to take remedial action so that bans 
against adding new homes to sewer lines 
can be lifted, 


Widdicombe said the Illinois Pollution 


Control Board recently indicated that 
more than 80 per cent of the sewage 
treatment plants in the state will be 
unable to meet new treatment standards 
slated to be effected next July. The asso- 
ciation executive said unless the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Act of 1970 is 
changed to direct the use of interim sew- 
age treatment measures until permanent 
facilities can be built, there will be wide- 
spread violations leading to massive con- 
struction shutdowns across the state. 


"Commercial and industrial construc- 


tion as well as residential construction 
would be affected," said Widdicombe. He

tions to avoid further construction shut- 
downs. 


Representatives of the home builders 


organization'have spelled out their recom- 
mendations and h.lve submitted the list 
to state legislators. They anticipate'that 
bills will be introduced in the state legis- 
lature in April to remedy the sewage 
treatment problems. 


"Substantial funding is available at the 


state and local level to implement the 
plans outlined by the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board," said Widdicombe. None 
of the new funding is being made avail- 
able for interim treatment facilities, to 
said. 


The HBAGC will propose legislation 


which would force local sewage treat- 
ment authorities to start planning for a 
new plant when their present facilities 
reach 80 per cent capacity. "At 90 per 
cent capacity they would implement the 
plan," said Widdicombe, "and come for- 
ward with plans for a new plant. We 
want to assure that no plant ever reach- 
es 100 per cent capacity." 


Widdicombe said the state EPA could 


enforce bonding for improved sewage 
treatment facilities but has failed to do 
so. 


He said most Illinois municipalities 


also have ordinance prohibiting illegal 
sewer hookups such as downspouts and 
sump pumps. He said the organization is 
asking that. municipalities enforce this 
regulation and impose fines for viola- 
tions. Among the treatment plants ex- 
periencing overload problems due to ille- 
gal hookups is the Hanover Park plant. 


The Joint Service Program has appealed 
to a total of 16 school districts to join the 
class action suit. Each district will be 
billed in proportion to the amount they 
will gain if the suit wins. At this time the 
per district fees are all under $2,000. 


The question of cost is one of the major 


reservations cited by the Dist. 211 School 
Board. At a meeting last week, Board 
Pres. Robert Creek pointed out that 
there is no guarantee they won't be bill- 
ed several times before the suit is set- 
tled. He also said he is concerned about 
the length of the suit and he is "not 
con- 


vinced the track is underassessed," 


To settle these questions, the Dist. 211 


board decided to invite Ronald Booth, 
head of the Joint Service Program, to a 
future meeting. The board members said 
they will vote on joining the suit after 
they talk to Booth. 


The Dist. 214 School Board's major 


concern, on the other hand, is the legal- 
ity of the proposed suit. Atty. Allyn 
Franke, representing districts 15, 211 and 
214, at one time cautioned the school offi- 
cials against filing suit, He still main- 
tains the districts cannot file suit directly 
against the assessor, but they can join a 
group that would act as plaintiff. 


ACCORDING TO Robert Weber, Dist. 


214 business manager, "the district ad- 
ministration will not recommend partici- 
pation in the suit until it is clarified to 
our satisfaction by our attorney that we 
can legally do so. We are trying to ar- 
range a meeting between Franke and the 
Joint Service Program." 


Rather than wait for the class action 


suit, the Harper Board of Trustees wrote 
a letter to Cullerton expressing their con- 
cern about the assessment issue. The 
board received a letter from Cullerton's 
office saying the matter is being in- 
vestigated. As yet, the board has not de- 
cided to join or stay out of the class ac- 
tion suit. 


The proposed suit was initiated by a 


report issued by "Citizens Action 
Pro- 


gram," a 
non-profit 
Chicago based 


group, and the Chicago Daily News. The 
report showed that county school dis- 
tricts lost $2,322,927 in re^nue in 1970 
because of the underassessments. 


Since the report was released, the race 


tracks have been reassessed by amount 
ranging from 7 to 61 per cent. The Ar- 
lington Park tax was increased only 7 
per cent, which school officials say is un- 
satisfactory.
